Mv  Lord  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  herewith  my  first  Annual  Report  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Hull. 

My  predecessor,  Dr.  \Y.  Allen  Daley,  was  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  Department  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year  to  which  this  Report  relates. 
In  October,  Dr.  Daley  ceased  work  in  Hull  on  his  appointment  as  a  Principal 
Medical  Officer  under  the  London  County  Council  and  I  took  over  the  duty  of 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  2nd  December,  1929.  As  a  matter  of  convenience 
I  am  preparing  the  present  Report,  although  my  responsibility  for  the  work  of 
the  Department  is  limited  to  the  last  month  of  the  year  and  hence  the  greater 
part  of  the  information  contained  herein  is  outside  my  personal  cognisance. 


I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  figures  and  information  for  inclusion 
in  the  Report  from  the  Town  Clerk,  the  City  Treasurer,  the  City  Engineer,  the 
City  Water  Engineer,  the  City  Electrical  Engineer,  the  City  Architect,  the  City 
Analyst,  the  Parks  Superintendent,  the  Clerks  to  the  Hull  Incorporation  fur  the 
Poor  and  the  Sculcoates  Guardians,  the  Manager  of  the  Employment  Exchange, 
the  Managers  of  the  Gas  Companies,  the  officers  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  and 
various  charitable  institutions,  and  others. 

The  sectional  reports  have  been  written  largely  by  the  officers  in  charge  of  the 
various  sub-departments. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  inserted  in  a  summary  form  at  the 
commencement  of  the  Report,  and  numerous  tables  amplifying  the  figures  so 
given  are  contained  at  the  end  of  the  Report,  and  others  are  introduced  in  the  text. 
A  service  of  the  size  of  the  Hull  Health  Department  presents  an  organisation  of 
such  complexity  that  it  is  impossible  to  indicate  its  multifarious  activities  in  a 
! comprehensive  form  unless  the  statistical  method  is  employed  in  addition  to 
verbal  explanations.  Statistical  tables  are  given,  moreover,  in  order  that  a 
permanent  record  may  be  preserved  for  the  enlightenment  and,  perhaps,  edification 
of  our  successors  of  the  routine  work  of  the  service,  the  problems  which  arise  from 
year  to  year  and  the  methods  adopted  for  their  solution,  and  the  measure  of 
success  which  is  attained  in  the  attempt  to  reduce  the  death  rates,  and,  what  is  still 
more  important,  to  raise  the  standard  of  health  of  the  living.  An  Annual  Report 
may  therefore  be  regarded  as  a  miniature  piece  of  social  and  economic  history.  It 
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deals,  not  only  with  disease  and  death,  but  perhaps  in  a  fragmentary  and  incomplete 
form,  with  such  social  phenomena  as  employment  and  occupations,  housing, 
overcrowding,  and  many  other  matters  which  affect,  directly  or  indirectly,  the 
health  of  the  community. 

The  birth-rate,  during  the  year  1929  was  20-3  per  1,000  ol  the  population 
and  this  is,  with  the  exception  of  the  war  years,  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  As  a 
comparison  it  may  be  said  that  the  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  the 
same  year  was  16-3.  The  death-rate  was  15-2  per  1,000  as  compared  with  12-77 
for  1928  and  13-4  in  respect  of  England  and  Wales.  Infantile  mortality  shows  a 
considerable  and  regrettable  increase,  being  104  per  1,000  births  for  1929  as  i 
compared  with  79  in  the  previous  year. 

Very  important  developments  in  the  provision  of  hospital  facilities  and  in  i 
the  organisation  of  the  medical  services  of  the  Department  have  taken  place  since 
the  last  Annual  Report  was  written.  Of  these,  first  place  in  order  of  importance  > 
must  be  given  to  the  opening  of  the  Maternity  Home  and  Infants’  Hospital  at 
Hedon  Road,  which  occurred  in  October.  The  opening  ceremony  was  performed 
by  Mrs.  Edwin  Robson,  who  has  for  many  years  taken  a  generous  and  practical  p 
interest  in  the  provision  of  Maternity  Home  accommodation  in  the  City.  The  I 
accommodation  provided  at  the  new  Municipal  Maternity  Home  is  as  follows  : —

In  addition  to  its  primary  and  fundamental  duty  of  providing  efficient  and  up-to-' 
date  care  and  treatment  for  mothers  and  infants,  the  Maternity  Home  is  organised  ; 
as  ari  important  training  school  for  midwives  and  has  accommodation  for  24  trainees.- 
Further,  general  facilities  include  central  heating  and  electric  lighting,  an  operating; 
theatre,  two  labour  wards,  an  electric  lift,  two  receiving  wards,  a  vita-glass 
loggia,  etc. 

In  October  the  new  East  Hull  Clinic  was  opened,  also  by  Mrs.  Edwin  Robson.i 
This  is  an  attempt  to  provide  a  complete  Public  Medical  Centre  for  that  part  of; 
the  City.  The  clinic  is  built  on  the  land  at  the  back  of  Durham  House,  Holdemess 
Road,  which  had  been  used  as  a  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  since  1912.  On  the  site,, 
therefore,  have  been  arranged  facilities  for  anti-tuberculosis  work  and  for  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  School  Medical  Services.  The  East  Hull  ClinicJ 
is  accordingly  a  complete  unit  and  it  provides  facilities  for  the  various  clinics,  foi 
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X-ray  and  other  diagnosis,  and  for  general  and  special  methods  of  treatment  such 
as  ultra-violet  rays,  remedial  exercises  and  gymnastics,  and  baths  of  various  kinds. 
Formerly,  East  Hull  patients  had  to  attend  at  Kingston  Square  for  ante-natal 
supervision,  at  14  Hanover  Square  for  dried  milk  and  nutritives,  at  74  Beverley 
Road  for  dental,  ophthalmic  or  massage  treatment,  or  for  X-ray  treatment  of 
ringworm,  at  69  Coltman  Street  for  light  treatment,  and  at  the  Sanatorium  at 
Cottingham  to  have  X-ray  photographs  taken.  Now,  all  the  foregoing  services, 
as  far  as  East  Hull  is  concerned,  are  grouped  together  centrally  in  one  set  of 
buildings  with  the  result  that  essential  work  proceeds  efficiently  from  the  point 
of  view  of  the  doctors  and  conveniently  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  patient. 
As  a  result,  attendances  are  already  largely  increasing  and  it  has  required  a  very 
few  months’  experience  of  the  new  arrangements  to  prove  conclusively  their  many 
advantages  and  superiorities  over  the  previous  system. 

My  predecessor,  Dr.  Daley,  in  the  introduction  to  his  last  Annual  Report 
(for  1928)  devoted  some  space  to  commenting  on  the  advantages,  from  the  medical 
and  administrative  points  of  view,  of  co-ordinating  the  services  of  the,  medical 
staff  under  the  interchange  scheme.  It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1928  the 
Corporation  authorised  the  initiation  of  this  system,  which  has  the  effect  of  allowing 
a  free  interchange  of  medical  staff  between  such  services  as  the  School  Medical 
Department,  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department,  the  Tuberculosis 
Service  and  the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  as  well  as  for  general 
sanitary  purposes  within  the  City.  More  than  a  year’s  working  has  abundantly 
sufficed  to  prove  the  utility  of  the  scheme.  Fundamentally  the  scheme  for  inter¬ 
change  is  sound  in  principle  since  diseases  of  the  various  kinds,  especially  infectious 
diseases  with  which  we  are  largely  concerned,  do  not  show  themselves  in  watertight 
compartments.  For  essential  administrative  purposes  it  may  be  desirable  and  even 
necessary  to  organise  the  various  Public  Health  Services  in  different  sub-depart¬ 
ments  working  under  different  Committees  of  the  Council.  In  connection  with  the 
actual  working  of  the  Services,  the  interchange  system  allows  as  a  matter  of  routine 
that  medical  officers  shall  work,  week  by  week,  in  connection  with  two  or  more 
sub-departments,  e.g.,  School  Medical  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  or  School 
Medical  and  the  Port.  The  system  further  admits  of  any  or  all  of  the  medical 
staff  being  drafted  into  any  part  of  the  Service  owing  to  any  emergency  such  as, 
for  example,  may  occur  in  connection  with  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  or  other 
dangerous  infectious  disease.  Lastly,  the  interchange  system  is  popular  with  the 
staff  because  it  adds  to  the  experience  and  breadth  of  vision  of  the  individual 
medical  officer,  and  this  being  so  it  increases  the  efficiency  with  which  patients 
are  treated. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  attention  of  the  Department  was  concentrated 
upon  two  important  extensions  which  were  to  come  into  operation  on  the  1st 
April,  1930.  I  refer  to  the  extension  of  the  City  boundaries  under  the  Kingston 
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upon  Hull  Extension  Act,  1929,  and  to  the  taking  over  of  the  Poor  Law  under  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1929.  Both  of  these  extensions,  the  one  an  extension  of 
area,  the  other  an  augmentation  of  duties  laid  upon  the  local  authority,  merited 
and  received  continuous  attention  during  the  last  quarter  of  1929.  Under  the 
Extension  Act,  by  taking  in  parts  of  Sutton,  Hessle,  Cottingham,  Bilton  and  Anlaby, 
the  City  of  Hull  was  to  add  4,033  acres  to  its  area,  making  a  total  of  13,392  acres. 
All  the  area  thus  added  is  of  a  character  entirely  rural  and  the  extension  of  the 
Public  Health  Services  to  bring  the  new  area  in  line  with  the  old  did  not  appear 
to  present  any  serious  difficulties. 


The  preparations  for  the  taking  over  of  the  duties  of  the  two  Boards  of 
Guardians  entailed  a  large  amount  of  work  on  the  part  of  several  departments 
of  the  Corporation  services.  The  first  requisite  was  the  preparation  of  an  Adminis¬ 
trative  Scheme  as  required  by  Section  4  of  the  Act.  This  scheme  was  formally 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  an  instrument  dated  18th  November, 
1929.  Under  the  Scheme  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  shall  be  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  Council,  with  the  addition  of  persons  who  shall  not  be  members 
of  the  Council  equal  in  number  to  one  half  of  the  number  of  the  Health  Committee. 
At  least  four  of  the  persons  who  are  not  members  of  the  Council  shall  be  women. 
Subject  to  certain  exceptions,  the  functions  referred  to  the  Council  under  Part  I 
of  the  Act,  other  than  those  specified  in  Section  II  of  the  Act,  are  delegated  to  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee.  Some  of  the  exceptions  referred  to  are  (a)  the  power 
of  raising  a  rate,  ( b )  the  power  of  borrowing  money,  (c)  the  alteration  or  revocation 
of  the  scheme,  (d)  the  making  of  any  contract  involving  an  expenditure  of  more 
than  /500. 

The  Public  Assistance  Committee  has  been  charged  with  many  and  varied  t 
functions  under  the  scheme,  including  the  arranging  for  the  proper  care  and 
maintenance  of  all  persons  requiring  relief  in  a  Poor  Law'  Institution,  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  such  institutions,  and  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  relief  in  kind  either 
from  the  Council’s  own  stores  or  by  means  of  orders  on  tradesmen  or  otherwise.  ; 

The  Scheme  further  contains  a  statement  of  the  intention  of  the  Council,  as 
soon  as  circumstances  permit,  that  all  assistance  which  can  be  provided  either  by 
w'ay  of  poor  relief  or  by  virtue  of  certain  Acts  relating  to  Public  Health,  shall  be 
provided  exclusively  by  virtue  of  the  appropriate  Act  and  not  by  way  of  poor  relief. 

As  regards  particularly  the  duties  of  administration,  the  Corporation  has 
placed  all  matters  concerning  out  relief  under  the  supervision  of  the  Town  Clerk, 
the  management  of  institutions  under  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  accounts! 
and  fmances  under  the  City  Treasurer. 
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it  is  almost  needless  to  say  that  the  future  operation  of  the  Local  Government 
Act  will  exercise  a  profound  and  far-reaching  effect  upon  the  municipal  services 
of  this  country.  The  boards  of  guardians  were  the  only  important  ad  hoc  bodies 
exercising  local  governmental  functions  existing  in  this  country  and  their  abolition 
and  the  transfer  of  their  duties  to  the  Councils  of  counties  and  county  boroughs 
adds  greatly  to  the  responsibilities  of  these  local  authorities.  Coincidently  with 
the  addition  of  poor  law  functions,  the  control  of  the  central  authority  over  the 
local  authorities  has  been  materially  lessened  as  a  result  of  the  cessation  of  the 
percentage  grant  system  and  the  substitution  therefor  of  a  block  grant  in  connection 
with  the  majority  of  the  services. 

Such  changes  are  of  extreme  significance  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Public 
Health  Service.  For  the  first  time  large  hospitals  containing  numerous  beds  for 
the  treatment  of  general  medical  and  surgical  diseases  are  at  the  disposal  of  the 
local  authorities.  Such  beds  will  supplement  the  present  system  of  hospital  pro¬ 
vision  for  tuberculosis,  infectious  diseases  and  maternity  cases,  and  the  whole 
system  now  comes  under  the  control  of  one  authority  in  each  area.  Experience 
only  will  show  how  most  efficiently  this  complete  service  of  hospital  beds  can  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  general  standard  of  the  health  of  the  community. 
It  will  certainly  be  many  years  before  the  average  standard  of  treatment  in  the 
municipal  general  hospitals  reaches  the  level  of  efficiency  already  attained  in 
the  best  of  the  voluntary  hospitals. 

Our  schemes  for  the  improvement  of  the  environmental  conditions  under  which 
our  citizens  live — still  a  matter  of  paramount  importance — have  not  been  neglected 
as  a  result  of  the  increased  attention  which  is  being  paid  to  the  requirements  of 
the  individual.  The  Privy  Conversion  Scheme  has  been  completed  and  the  whole 
City  is  now  on  the  water  carriage  system  with  the  exception  of  a  comparatively 
few  houses  in  unhealthy  areas  which  are  about  to  be  demolished  and  a  certain 
number  of  cases  where  no  sewer  is  readily  accessible. 

Consequent  on  the  increased  amount  of  dry  refuse  to  be  dealt  with  as  the 
result  of  the  demolition  of  the  privy  system,  steps  had  to  be  taken  in  regard  to 
the  hygienic  and  economic  disposal  of  such  refuse.  To  this  end,  an  up-to-date 
Refuse  Disposal  Plant  in  Chapman  Street,  forming  part  of  a  unified  scheme  to 
meet  not  only  an  immediate  but  also  future  needs  of  the  City  with  regard  to  the 
disposal  of  domestic  refuse,  was  officially  opened  by  J.  C.  Dawes,  Esq.,  O.B.E., 
M.I.M.E.,  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  27th  September,  1929. 

During  the  year  1929,  44(5  houses  were  erected  by  the  Corporation  and  eight 
flats  completed.  The  preparation  of  Improvement  Schemes  in  connection  with 
the  Aldbro’  Street  and  Sykes  Street  areas  has  been  delayed  owing  to  the  promise 
of  the  introduction  of  a  Slum  Clearance  Bill.  It  is  hoped  that  progress  will  be 
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made  with  these  and  other  schemes  during  1930.  Towards  the  end  of  1 929  a  scheme 
was  instituted  which  had  as  its  object  the  scheduling  of  all  insanitary  houses  within 
the  City,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  this  important  piece  of  work  was  still  proceeding. 

Reference  may  be  made  here  to  the  generous  and  anonymous  gift  of  a  sum 
of  £5,000  towards  the  purchase  of  a  supply  of  radium  for  use  in  the  City  and 
surrounding  areas.  This  gift,  together  with  an  equal  sum  which  is  being  raised 
by  the  Hull  Rotary  Club,  will  enable  a  supply  of  about  three-quarters  of  a  gramme 
of  radium  to  be  purchased  for  the  benefit  of  sufferers  from  cancer.  Altogether,  the 
supply  of  radium  available,  in  conjunction  with  the  amount  at  the  Hull  Royal 
Infirmary,  will  reach  a  total  of  rather  more  than  one  gramme  during  the  year  1930. 
The  additional  amounts  of  radium  will  be  administered  by  trustees,  of  whom  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  one,  and  it  is  proposed  that  its  use  shall  be  primarily 
available  for  in-patient  treatment  at  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  as  far  as  this  may 
be  practicable. 

A  glance  at  the  pages  of  the  present  Report  will  prove  that  the  work  of  the  | 
Hull  Health  Department  is  growing  with  unexampled  rapidity  in  all  its  branches,  i 
The  volume  of  work  which  is  here  described  could  not  have  reached  its  present ; 
standard  of  usefulness  were  it  not  for  the  arduous  labour  which  has  been  performed  ; 
by  the  medical,  inspectorial,  nursing  and  clerical  staff  of  the  Department.  All  have 
been  animated  by  the  desire  to  add  still  further  to  the  reputation  and  efficiency . 
of  the  Service.  That  our  services  are  appreciated  is  indicated  by  the  ever-growing  j 
number  of  attendances  at  the  very  numerous  clinics  which  have  been  established  i 
and  by  the  satisfaction  which  is  repeatedly  expressed  by  those  we  deal  with  con¬ 
cerning  the  treatment  and  general  help  which  they  have  received. 

I  feel  that  I  should  refer  to  the  loss  which  the  Department  sustained  by  the  I 
resignation  of  my  predecessor,  Dr.  W.  Allen  Daley.  Dr.  Daley’s  vision  and  energy  j 
have  animated  every  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Department,  and  the  services) 
which  he  has  inaugurated  and  the  administrative  machine  which  he  has  perfected  I 
will  remain  as  a  lasting  record  of  his  devoted  years  of  labour  in  Hull. 

I  should  like,  also,  to  be  permitted,  on  behalf  of  the  staff,  to  express  my  thanks 
to  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the  various  committees  concerned  with  the 
Department,  for  the  courtesy  and  kindness  with  which  they  have  received  the) 
suggestions  and  recommendations  made  to  them  during  the  past  year.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 


Meteorology.  Meteorological  records  are  kept  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Copley,  Parks 
Superintendent,  and  Mr.  Henry  Knight,  at  a  Climatological  Station  in  Pearson 
Park.  Readings  are  taken  twice  daily,  at  9  a.m.  and  9  p.m.  Hull  has  a  lower 
rainfall  than  most  parts  of  England,  and  in  1929  it  was  particularly  low,  being 
21-05  inches  only  ;  there  were  1,402  hours  of  bright  sunshine  compared  with  1,339 
in  1928  and  1,118  in  1927.  The  number  of  days  on  which  rain  fell  was  170  ;  there 
were  285  sunny  and  80  sunless  days.  The  prevailing  wind  was  from  the  south-west. 

The  year  was  characterised  by  its  line  summer,  and  the  heat  of  the  third 
quarter  was  responsible  for  the  increased  incidence  of  epidemic  or  “  summer  ” 
diarrhoea  amongst  infants. 

Particulars  of  the  meteorological  readings  will  be  found  in  Appendix  1,  pages 
156  and  157. 

Population.  At  the  census  taken  on  the  19th  June,  1921,  the  number  of  persons 
enumerated  in  the  City  was  287,150  ;  after  adjustments  to  provide  for  the 
allocation  to  Hull  of  residents  who  were  temporarily  absent  at  holiday  resorts  in 
this  country,  the  estimated  average  population  during  1921  was  given  by  the 
Registrar-General  as  291,800. 


The  Registrar-General  has  estimated  the  population  of  Hull  in  July,  1929, 
to  be  299,900,  an  increase  of  2,300  over  the  preceding  year.

The  natural  increase  of  the  population  since  the  census  has  been  approximately 
*  22,555.  If  the  Registrar-General’s  figures  are  correct,  and  the  population  has 
increased  since  1921  by  8,100  only,  the  City  has  lost  by  excess  of  emigration  over 
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immigration  14,455  persons  ;  presumably  this  has  mainly  been  by  overflow  of 
population  into  surburban  areas  outside  the  City  Boundary.  The  proposals  to 
extend  the  City  boundary  will,  it  is  hoped,  bring  at  least  some  of  these  within  the 
confines  of  the  City  once  again. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Marriages.  The  number  of  marriages  solemnised  in  the  City  was  2,088, 
compared  with  2,641  during  1928.  The  marriage  rate  was  17-9  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  compared  with  17-7  in  1928  and  17-6  in  1927. 


Births.  The  births  registered  numbered  6,090  ;  this  includes  the  births  of  : 
the  children  of  Hull  parents  which  occurred  at  the  Cottingham  Maternity  Home 
(to  the  1st  August,  when  the  Home  was  transferred  to  the  former  City  Hospital 
buildings  on  Hedon  Road),  or  at  other  places  outside  the  City,  and  excludes  those  : 
of  children  born  of  mothers  who  are  resident  in  Hull  only  temporarily.  The  6,090  : 
births  are  equal  to  a  birth-rate  of  20-3  per  thousand  of  the  population,  which 
compares  with  20-5  in  the  preceding  year  and  21-0  in  1927.  The  1929  figure  is  a 
decrease  of  13  births  on  the  figure  for  1928.  The  birth-rate  for  the  previous  5  years 
(1924-28)  was  21-5.  The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1929  was  16-3, 
being  0-4  less  than  in  1928,  while  the  Hull  rate  declined  by  0-2  per  1,000. 


Of  the  total  births  in  Hull,  3,106  were  of  males  and  2,984  of  females.  The 
births  were  spread  over  the  year  as  follows  : —

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The  decline  in  the  birth-rate  continues  slowly  but  steadily  ;  there  is  reason 
to  believe  that  voluntary  restriction  of  the  size  of  families  is  the  principal  cause  of 
this  phenomenon,  which  is  of  considerable  significance  from  the  Public  Health 
point  of  view. 


There  were  304  illegitimate  births  ;  this  is  50  percent,  of  the  total,  compared 
with  4'8  percent,  in  1928  and  51  per  cent,  in  1927, 


Deaths.  There  were  4,550  deaths,  equal  to  a  rate  of  15-2  per  1,000,  compared 
with  12-8  in  1928  and  13-2  in  1927.  The  death-rate  of  England  and  Wales  was 
13-4  in  1 1*29  and  11-7  in  1928.  The  total  deaths  in  Hull  in  1929  were  750  in  excess 
of  those  for  1928,  and  5(3  per  cent,  of  this  increase  was  due  to  influenza  (184)  and 
acute  respiratory  diseases  (237).  Other  marked  increases  were  in  certain  zymotic 
diseases  referred  to  hereunder.

The  number  of  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases,  which  are 
smallpox,  measles,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  diarrhoea  and  fever 
(including  typhus,  enteric  and  typhoid)  was  335,  the  rate  being  1T2  per  1,000 
of  the  population  against  0'52  in  1928,  and  0-50  in  1927.  From  the  table  below 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  increase  from  155  to  335  is  accounted  for  by  additional 
deaths  from  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  (77),  whooping  cough  (50),  measles  (47)  and 
diphtheria  (16).

A  gc  Distribution.  Only  1,545  deaths,  or  approximately  one-third  of  the  total, 
were  of  persons  aged  65  years  and  upwards  ;  there  were  1,069  deaths  under  the 
age  of  5  years  ;  156  of  school  children,  that  is,  between  5  and  15  years  ;  203  of 
adolescents  between  15  and  25  ;  473  died  in  the  prime  of  life,  from  25  to  45  years, ; 
and  1,104  in  middle  life,  from  45  to  65.  These  figures  show  increases  in  all  the  age 
periods,  those  in  each  of  the  three  groups  between  5  to  45  years  being  very  slight. 
Of  the  three  remaining  groups  the  greatest  increase  is  403  under  the  age  of  5  years. 
In  the  other  two  cases  last  year’s  figures  are  augmented  by  146  between  45  and  65 
years  and  106  in  the  period  of  65  years  and  upwards. 


Ward  Statistics.  Appendix  2,  page  158,  gives  the  vital  statistics  for  the  whole 
City  from  1924  to  1929,  and  Appendix  3,  page  159  gives  the  Ward  Statistics  foi 
1929.  It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  with  the  lapse  of  time  since  the  census 
and  the  extensive  building  operations  which  have  gone  on  in  certain  districts, 
the  ward  populations,  as  calculated,  become  increasingly  unreliable,  and  too  much 
stress  therefore  must  not  be  laid  on  any  rates  prepared  therefrom.  From  the 
figures  as  given  it  will  be  seen  that  the  highest  birth-rates  were  in  Paragon  (27-9 
and  Albert  and  Myton  (27-7)  Wards,  and  the  lowest,  Park  (14-3)  and  Newlancl 
(11-3)  Wards.  There  has  been  an  increase  from  1928  (from  25-5  to  27-9)  in  the 
wrard  of  highest  birth-rate  (Paragon),  and  a  decrease  (from  13-5  to  11-3)  in  than 
of  the  lowest  (Newland).

The  highest  death-rates  were  in  Whitefriars  (27-2)  and  East  Central  (22-9). 
These  are  the  oldest  parts  of  the  town.  From  this  point  of  view  the  healthiest 
wards  were  Alexandra  (10*5)  and  North  Newington  (11*1). 

Appendix  4  (page  WO)  compares  Hull’s  vital  statistics  for  1929  with  those  of 
England  and  Wales  :  both  the  birth-rate  and  the  death-rate  of  Hull  are  higher 
than  those  of  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Causes  of  Death.  Appendix  5  (page  101 ),  gives  the  principal  causes  of  death, 
divided  into  certain  age  groups  and  into  the  wards  where  the  deceased  resided. 
To  take  first  the  two  extremes  of  life,  “  Old  Age  ”  caused  89  deaths,  and  congenital 
debility  and  prematurity,  177.  The  lung  diseases,  bronchitis  and  pneumonia, 
were  responsible  for  803  deaths.  Heart  disease  caused  744  deaths  ;  tuberculosis 
372,  and  cancer,  403.  Cirrhosis  of  the  liver,  generally  the  result  of  alcoholism, 
was  recorded  as  the  cause  of  death  in  10  instances.  There  were  28  suicides,  and 
110  deaths  from  violence.

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It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  comparisons  that  in  two  towns  the  infantile 
mortality  is  in  excess  of  that  for  Hull,  whilst  in  two  others  the  crude  general  death- 
rate  at  all  ages  is  higher  than  that  for  the  Third  Port.  Liverpool  is  again  the  only 
town  that  has  a  higher  birth-rate. 

Male  and  Female  Deaths.  There  were  2,402  deaths  of  males  and  2,148  of 
females:  the  death-rates  being  16-4  per  1,000  of  the  male  population  and  14-0 
per  1,000  of  the  female  population.  The  diseases  with  heavier  incidence  in  males 
were:  pneumonia  (343  males,  232  females)  ;  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  (183  males, 
130  females),  and  bronchitis  (119  males,  109  females).  On  the  other  hand  the 
following  diseases  were  more  fatal  to  females  than  to  males  :  heart  disease  (382 
females,  362  males)  ;  cancer  (209  females,  194  males)  ;  cerebral  haemorrhage 
(108  females,  103  males)  ;  whooping  cough  (55  females,  16  males)  and  senile  decay 
(56  females,  33  males). 

STATE  OF  EMPLOYMENT  AND  AMOUNT  OF  POOR  LAW  RELIEF. 

Unemployment.  The  Manager  of  the  Employment  Exchange  has  kindly 
furnished  me  with  information  which  shows  that  unemployment,  as  recorded  by 
his  Department,  was  slightly  more  prevalent  in  Hull  in  1929  than  in  1928.  The 
average  number  of  persons  registered  as  unemployed  in  the  last  week  of  each 
month  during  1929  was  12,603,  compared  with  an  average  of  12,336  in  1928. 
The  number  of  unemployed  men  was  10,685  in  1929,  compared  with  10,668  in  1928. 
The  numbers  of  women  and  juveniles  in  1929  were  1,064  and  854  respectively, 
against  838  and  830  in  the  previous  year.  The  “  peak  ”  period  in  1929  was  the 
end  of  December,  when  the  total  was  15,012  ;  the  highest  number  in  1928  was  also  in 
December,  when  the  total  was  14,376  ;  the  highest  total  in  1927  was  in  January, 
when  it  was  13,651.  The  lowest  totals  in  each  of  the  last  three  years  have  been 
10,582,  August,  1929;  10,734,  March,  1928  and  10,201,  September,  1927. 

Poor  Relief.  The  number  of  persons  in  receipt  of  poor  relief  on  the  31st 
December,  1929,  was  18,676:  2,662  were  receiving  indoor  and  16,014  outdoor 
relief.  The  total  in  receipt  of  relief  was  27  more  than  at  the  end  of  192S. 

The  average  number  of  persons  in  receipt  of  relief  per  10,000  of  the  population 
during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  was  827  in  the  Hull  Union  and  455  in  the 
Sculcoates  Union,  which  latter,  however,  includes  some  parishes  without  the  City ; 
that  considerably  more  relief  was  required  in  Hull  than  in  other  places  is  shown 
by  the  corresponding  figures  for  England  and  Wales  (270),  and  “  populous  unions  ’ 
(314).  The  corresponding  figures  for  1928  were  Hull  Union  744,  Sculcoates  515, 
England  and  Wales  281,  “  populous  unions  ”  314  ;  while  those  receiving  Poor 
Relief  have  declined  in  the  country  as  a  whole,  both  from  1927  to  1928  mid  again 
to  1929,  the  position  in  the  Hull  Union  shows  increases  from  735  in  1927  to  744 
in  1 928  and  827  in  1929.  For  Sculcoates  there  was  a  decline  from  515  to  455  between 
1928  and  1929  ;  the  1927  figure  was  531. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Marked  progress  been  made  with  the  building  of  the  new  Annexe  at  Sutton, 
in  connection  with  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  Extension  Scheme,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  100  beds  to  be  provided  will  be  available  towards  the  end  of  1930.  The 
total  hospital  beds  available  in  the  City  or  in  convalescent  or  other  institutions 
provided  for  Hull  people  number  1,991,  apart  from  those  provided  for  mental 
cases;  they  include  those  in  General  and  Special  Hospitals,  and  in  Poor  Law, 
Tuberculosis  and  Fever  Hospitals;  this  is  0-0  beds  per  1,000  of  the  population 
of  the  city. 

Out-patients’  attendances  during  1929  numbered  154,384  at  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  49,101  at  the  Victoria  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  and  115,417  at  the 
General  Dispensaries. 

Insurance  Medical  Service.  The  approximate  number  of  insured  persons 
entitled  to  medical  benefit  is  115,452,  of  whom  1,904  were  deposit  contributors, 
212  members  of  the  Navy  and  Army  Fund,  and  113,336  of  approved  societies. 
The  number  of  persons  on  the  lists  of  panel  doctors  was  106,491  and  those  on  the 
list  of  Hull  Friendly  Societies’  Medical  Institution,  1,747.  The  number  of  pres¬ 
criptions  issued  was  553,197  at  an  average  cost  per  prescription  of  9-ld. 

Clinics.  Particulars  of  Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres  in  the  area  will  be  found 
in  appendix  6  (pages  162  and  103). 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Laboratories.  The  analytical  work  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  as  of  all  the  other  Corporation  departments,  is  carried  out  by  the  City 
Analyst,  A.  R.  Tankard,  Esq.,  F.I.C.,  at  the  City  Laboratories,  Lowgate.  Mr. 
Tankard  is  also  responsible  for  the  bacteriological  work  of  the  Corporation,  except 
the  V.D.  work  and  that  requiring  a  vivisection  licence. 

Mr.  Tankard  issues  an  annual  report  containing  details  of  the  work  done 
in  his  laboratory,  and  I  need  not  therefore  give  particulars  here  ;  let  it  suffice  to 
say  that  during  1929,  1,398  chemical  analyses  of  foods  and  drugs,  and  5,703 
bacteriological  examinations  (including  pathological  specimens,  5,520  ;  foods  and 
miscellaneous  samples,  183)  were  made  by  him  and  his  staff. 

In  February,  1930,  the  Corporation  accepted  a  tender  for  the  erection  of 
new  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Laboratories  on  a  site  at  the  corner  of  Alfred 
Gelder  Street  and  High  Street. 

Local  Legislation.  A  list  of  enactments,  bye-laws  and  regulations,  apart  from 
the  general  law,  which  apply  to  the  City  will  be  found  on  page  131  of  the  annual 
■report  for  1925.  Since  then  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  Act,  1926,  has 
■received  the  approval  of  Parliament  ;  none  of  its  provisions,  however,  affect 
directly  the  work  of  this  Department. 
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Byelaws  with  respect  to  Maternity  Homes  were  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  came  into  operation  in  October,  1927. 

During  1927,  the  Hull  Corporation  adopted  certain  Sections  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1925,  a  full  list  of  which  was  given  in  the  annual  report  for  1927. 

When  it  was  proposed  to  promote  a  Bill  in  the  Parliament  of  1928-29,  the 
Health  Committee  recommended  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  endeavour  to 
obtain  the  insertion  of  clauses  having  the  effect  of  those  mentioned  on  pages  22 
and  23  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1928,  but  as  pointed  out  in  that  Report  it  was 
eventually  decided  to  exclude  from  the  Bill  all  clauses  unconnected  with  the  City 
Extension,  and  defer  dealing  with  the  proposed  sanitary  clauses  until  the  promotion 
of  the  next  Bill.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  The  City  Water  Engineer  informs  me  that : — 

During  the  year  material  progress  has  been  made  towards  the  completion 
of  the  new  pumping  station  at  Dunswell.  The  machinery  is  being  erected,  and,  in 
the  near  future,  this  station  will  be  in  a  position  to  augment  the  present  supplies 
from  Springhead  and  Cottingham.  The  whole  of  the  population,  except  residents 
of  a  few  cottages,  which  are  connected  to  the  Railway  Company’s  private  supply,  is 
supplied  direct  from  the  Corporation  mains,  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  being 
72,866. 

The  average  daily  consumption  for  1929  was  12,189,000  gallons. 

The  average  number  of  gallons  consumed  per  head  per  day  during  1929  was 
36-9,  that  supplied  for  domestic  and  unmetered  trade  being  27-0,  or  a  decrease 
of  approximately  five  and  a  half  gallons  per  head  per  day  compared  with  1928. 
The  decreased  consumption  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  special  restrictions  on  the  use 
of  water  imposed  by  the  Water  and  Gas  Committee  during  the  summer  drought. 


The  water  is  analysed  by  the  City  Analyst  and  Bacteriologist  for  the  Water 
Department  every  quarter.

Drinking  Water.  Four  samples  were  taken  by  the  Health  Department  :  two 
proved  on  examination  to  be  satisfactory  and  two  unsatisfactory.  The  two  last 
mentioned  were  from  a  private  supply,  the  owners  of  which  were  communicated 
with.  Subsequent  samples  from  this  source  were,  on  analysis  by  the  City  Analyst, 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Water  Supply  at  Dwelling  Houses.  During  the  year  1928  particulars  of  36 
cases  involving  some  295  dwelling  houses  where  the  number  of  taps  appeared  to 
be  inadequate  were  forwarded  to  the  Surveyor  with  a  view  to  his  dealing  with 
those  which  in  his  opinion  were  suitable  cases  for  action  under  Section  62  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

Early  in  1929  the  Committee  (Sanitary  Sub)  considered  the  cases  reported 
to  the  Surveyor  and  following  an  inspection  of  the  premises  concerned,  authorised 
the  service  of  notices  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875  in  respect 
of  19  cases  involving  200  houses.  Notices  in  18  cases  (involving  188  houses)  were 
^served  by  the  Surveyor  ;  and  in  the  other  case  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  made 
■representation  to  the  owners,  as  the  result  of  which  1  tap  and  1  scullery  sink  and 
drainage  in  connection  therewith,  were  provided  at  each  of  12  houses. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage.  Important  extensions  of  the  sewers  have  been  carried 
ont  by  the  Works  Committee  and  very  considerable  extensions  are  contemplated 
during  the  next  two  or  three  years.  The  present  East  District  Pumping  Station 
has  been  completed  and  the  pumps  are  now  in  operation. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  No  nuisance  was  reported  during  1929  from  any  of  the 
rivers  and  streams  within  the  City. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL.

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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  AND  PRIVY  CONVERSION  SCHEME. 


There  are  only  a  few  odd  cases  now  remaining  to  be  dealt  with,  apart  from 
those  conveniences  mentioned  in  the  last  report,  totalling  about  690,  in  respect 
of  which  action  could  not  be  taken,  either  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  properties 
were  situated  within  unhealthy  areas  in  respect  of  which  action  was  being  taken, 
the  properties  were  within  the  boundaries  of  improvement  schemes,  or  there  were 
difficulties  connected  with  sewerage  and  water  supply.  About  200  of  these  con¬ 
veniences  are  expected  to  come  down  next  year  in  connection  with  improvement 
schemes. 

The  total  number  of  conveniences  converted  to  date  is  39,396.  Over  35,000 
of  these  have  been  converted  by  the  Corporation  under  contracts  let  by  them, 
whilst  the  owners  did  the  remainder  :  655  conveniences  have  also  been  dismantled 
up  to  the  present  time.  The  conveniences  were  dismantled  in  some  cases  prior 
to  the  service  of  notices,  and  in  other  cases  following  the  service  of  notices,  because 
water  closets  already  existed  at  the  properties.  In  the  latter  cases  the  notides  were 
withdrawn.  Other  conveniences  were  demolished  along  with  the  properties  to 
which  they  were  attached. 


T  he  notices  in  connection  with  the  scheme  for  conversion  have  been  principally 
served  under  the  provisions  of  Section  39  (4)  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment 
Act,  1907,  and  Section  20  (1)  of  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  Act,  1924. 
Notices  under  Section  36  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  were  served  in  connection 
with  146  cases.

Sanitary  Inspection  of  District.  The  total  number  of  inspections  made  by  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff  was  19,371.  This  figure  shows  a  slight  reduc¬ 
tion  as  compared  with  the  number  of  inspections  during  the  preceding  year, 
although  there  has  been  a  general  increase  in  the  sanitary  work  carried  out  in  the 
City. 


Particulars  as  to  inspections  made,  &c.,  are  given  in  appendix  7  (page  194). 


During  the  year,  7,211  informal  notices  and  1,245  statutory  notices  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances,  &c.,  were  served,  as  compared  with  6,189  informal  and 
802  statutory  notices  served  during  1928.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  1,614  nuisances, 
&c.,  were  unabated,  but  all  the  other  nuisances  (including  the  1,355  nuisances 
reported  as  unabated  at  the  end  of  1928)  were  abated. 


Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  19  cases,  16  of  which  had  regard  to  the  abate¬ 
ment  of  nuisances  and  three  to  the  provision  of  dust-bins.  Four  summonses  were 
withdrawn  as  the  persons  responsible  had  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  comply 
with  the  notices  before  the  cases  were  due  to  be  heard.  In  four  cases  (two  with 
regard  to  structural  defects  and  two  with  regard  to  obstructed  drainage),  orders 
were  made  by  the  Court  for  the  work  to  be  done  within  seven  (3  cases)  and  fourteen 
(one  case)  days,  which  orders  were  duly  complied  with.  In  three  cases  with  regard 
to  the  provision  of  dust-bins  the  defendant  was  fined  7  /6  in  each  case,  whilst  in 
eight  cases  (seven  with  regard  to  structural  defects  and  one  with  regard  to 
obstructed  drainage)  the  defendants  were  fined  10/-  and  costs  (one  case),  £\  and 
costs  (six  cases),  £2  and  costs  (one  case)  and  {3  and  costs  (one  case)  ;  and  orders  ! 
were  made  by  the  Court  for  the  work  to  be  done  in  three  (one  case),  seven  (one  ; 
case),  fourteen  (five  cases)  and  28  (one  case)  days.  In  six  instances,  all  in  connection  / 
with  structural  defects,  the  owners  failed  to  comply  with  the  Orders  of  the  Court —  > 
in  one  case  a  fine  of  £5  was  imposed  and  in  the  other  five  cases  (all  against  the 
same  person)  a  fine  of  £41  16s.  3d.  was  imposed. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  all  but  five  of  the  notices  in  connection  with  which  legal  : 
proceedings  had  been  taken  had  been  complied  with. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

A  Bye-law,  made  under  Section  2  of  the  Public  Health  (Smoke  Abatement)  | 
Act,  i926,  was  allowed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  26th  day  of  March,  1929. 
The  effect  of  the  Bye-law  is  that  the  emission  of  black  smoke  for  a  period  of  two 
minutes  in  the  aggregate  within  any  continuous  period  of  thirty  minutes  from  any 


one  chimney  in  a  building  other  than  a  private  dwelling  house  shall,  until  the 
contrary  is  proved,  be  presumed  to  be  a  nuisance.  Copies  of  the  Bye-law  in  leaflet 
form  were  distributed  by  the  Smoke  Inspectors  to  works  throughout  the  City  and 
also  to  occupiers  of  premises  as  and  where  demanded.  Letters  were  also  sent  to 
tug  owners  whose  vessels  plv  within  the  precincts  of  the  City,  asking  for  their 
co-operation  in  minimising  the  emission  of  smoke. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  observations  (each  of  one  half  hour’s  duration) 
made  by  the  Inspectors  for  the  emission  of  smoke,  &c.,  was  1,697,  and  1,00!)  inspec¬ 
tions  were  made  of  premises  concerned  ;  the  former  figure  shows  an  increase  of  00 
on  the  number  of  observations  made  during  the  preceding  year.  During  the  whole 
of  the  observations  recorded  it  was  found  that  dense  smoke  was  emitted  for  993 
minutes  ;  the  average  being  an  emission  of  35  seconds  for  each  half  hour’s 
observation. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  letters  (including  14  follow-up  letters)  were  sent  out 
and  in  <  me  instance  only  was  it  found  necessary  to  serve  a  statutory  notice»for  the 
abatement  of  a  nuisance.  Verbal  cautions  were  given  by  the  Inspectors  in  110 
instances.  Six  statutory  notices  (including  five  which  were  reported  as  outstanding 
at  the  end  of  1928)  were  complied  with  ;  and  altogether  during  the  year  218 
nuisances  have  been  abated.  In  87  instances  improvements  were  made  to  plant 
in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Department. 

Deposits  of  Soot.  The  City  Analyst  has  examined  monthly  throughout  the 
year  the  contents  of  two  rain-gauges  placed  (1)  in  the  garden  at  the  rear  of  Kingston 
Almshouses,  Beverley  Road  ;  (2)  in  the  grounds  of  Pickering  Park.  The  results 
of  each  month  separately  will  be  published  in  the  City  Analyst’s  Annual  Report. 
The  total  deposit  of  solid  matters  (soluble  and  insoluble)  shown  by  the  two  gauges 
was  as  follows  : —

Ultra-Violet  Light  (Natural).  The  City  Analyst’s  records  of  the  Ultra-Violet 
Light  received  from  the  sky  and  sunshine  are  obtained  by  noting  the  fading  of  a 
standard  methylene  blue  solution  in  an  apparatus  fixed  on  the  roof  of  the  Ielephone 
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Exchange,  Mytongate,  for  the  Central  area,  and  on  the  top  of  a  greenhouse  at 
Pearson  Park  as  a  surburban  observation  centre.  The  following  figures  are  of 
some  interest  : —

Smokeless  Fuels.  The  increasing  use  of  electricity  and  gas  for  heating  and 
power  will  appreciably  improve  the  atmosphere. 


The  City  Electrical  Engineer  has  kindly  furnished  the  following  observations 
on  electricity  as  an  aid  for  prevention  of  smoke  : — 

“  The  general  use  of  electricity  for  domestic,  commercial  and  industrial 
purposes  will  go  a  very  long  way  toward  the  solution  of  the  black  smoke 
problem  in  the  general  sense,  but  does  necessitate  particular  concentration 
on  smoke  prevention  at  the  power  station. 

Electricity  for  lighting  has  been  established  for  some  considerable  time, 
but  only  recently  in  Hull  has  there  been  the  facility  for  the  extension  of 
domestic  use  for  cooking.  Each  extension  of  this  domestic  use  which  super¬ 
sedes  the  coal  fire  is  a  step  towards  the  elimination  of  smoke. 

Electricity  in  industry  for  motive  power  also  has  been  established  for 
some  considerable  time,  although,  of  course,  there  are  continued  extensions  > 
in  this  direction.  A  very  important  industrial  development,  however,  is  that  i 
of  the  application  of  electric  heat  to  industry.  So  far,  work  in  this  I 
direction  has  been  of  a  pioneer  and  experimental  type.  During  the  next  few 
years,  however,  further  developments  in  this  direction  are  inevitable. 

Electricity  when  applied  for  domestic  or  industrial  purposes  of  any  and  . 
every  description,  is  a  smokeless  method  of  heat  and  power  production,  and  | 
is,  therefore,  a  definite  aid  to  the  prevention  of  black  smoke.” 

Gas  Cookers,  &c.  The  Managers  of  the  Gas  Companies  inform  me  that  3,504  ! 
gas  cookers,  2,358  gas  fires  and  1,621  gas  wash  boilers  were  fixed  during  1929:  : 
the  gas  cookers  known  to  be  in  use  at  the  end  of  1929  numbered  43,705  and  gas

Six  applications  were  received  to  establish  new  offensive  trades  ;  one  each 
for  fat  melting,  bone  boiling  and  gut  scraping  and  three  for  tripe  boiling.  The 
applications  with  regard  to  fat  melting,  bone  boiling  and  tripe  boiling  were 
approved,  whilst  that  in  connection  with  gut  scraping  was  refused.  With  reference 
to  the  applications  received  for  tripe  boiling,  the  persons  concerned  were  previously 
registered  but  owing  to  the  demolition  of  the  premises  occupied  by  them  for  Street 
Improvement  Works  it  was  necessary  for  them  to  apply  for  permission  to  re¬ 
establish  the  trade  at  their  new  premises.  During  the  year  two  offensive  trades, 
one  of  a  tanner,  and  the  other  of  a  fish  oil  manufacturer,  ceased  to  exist  :  the 
premises  were  therefore  taken  off  the  register.  In  connection  with  the  application 
which  was  granted  in  1928  for  the  manufacture  of  fish  meal  by  means  of  plant  of 
the  Schlotterhose  type,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  1929,  11,844  tons  of 
fish  refuse  were  dealt  with  by  the  plant,  and  altogether  48,397  tons  were  dealt  with 
by  the  Company  at  their  two  works.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Company  were 
proceeding  with  the  construction  of  three  additional  units  in  connection  with  the 
Schlotterhose  plant  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  complete  plant  (five  units)  will 
commence  work  early  in  the  year  1930. 
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During  the  year  3,423  inspections  (2,637  day  and  786  night)  were  made  of 
premises  at  which  offensive  trades  were  carried  on.  Seventy-four  informal  letters 
were  sent  out  with  regard  to  contraventions  of  the  Bye-laws  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  all  were  complied  with. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  a  steamship,  which  is  claimed  to  be  the  world’s 
first  floating  food  canning  factory,  has  been  fitted  up  in  Hull  and  there  is  every 
likelihood  of  the  vessel  sailing  from  Hull  in  the  early  part  of  1930  for  South-West 
African  waters.  This  will  mark  the  beginning  of  a  remarkable  development  in  the 
British  Fishing  industry.  Provision  has  been  made  on  board  for  the  manufacture 
of  poultry  and  cattle  food  and  highly  refined  cod  liver  oil  as  well  as  for  fish  canning 
and  the  pressing  out  of  the  necessary  tins.  The  vessel  has  a  crew  and  factory 
staff  of  200  and  she  will  be  accompanied  by  fourteen  motor  boats  and  drifters. 
Fishing  will  be  conducted  by  night  with  the  assistance  of  powerful  searchlights 
mounted  on  the  mother  ship.  It  is  estimated  that  from  60  to  100  tons  of  fish  will 
be  brought  to  the  vessel  each  day  for  treatment. 

Pig  Keeping.  The  number  of  premises  registered  as  complying  with  the  City 
Bye-laws  was  271,  provided  with  658  sties,  of  which  1,601  inspections  were  made 
during  the  year.  During  1929  there  were  13  contraventions  of  the  Bye-laws  regarding 
which  informal  notices  were  served,  all  of  which  were  complied  with. 

Removal  of  Offensive  or  Noxious  Matter  or  Liquid.  Beyond  verbal  cautions 
it  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  in  regard  to  contravention  of  the  Bye-laws  with 
respect  to  the  removal  of  offensive  or  noxious  matter  through  the  streets  of  the 
City  during  prohibited  hours. 

Common  Lodging  Houses.  At  the  end  of  1929,  as  at  the  close  of  the  previous 
year,  the  number  of  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  was  16,  containing  185 
rooms,  and  providing  accommodation  for  S78  lodgers.  1  he  average  number  of 
beds  occupied  nightly  during  the  year  was  about  580. 

Three  houses  are  provided  with  cubicles,  and  accommodation  is  provided  at 
one  house  for  seven  married  couples. 

During  the  year  1929  the  Inspector  made  554  day  and  91  night  visits. 
Contraventions  of  the  Bye-laws  were  found  in  42  instances  ;  36  letters  were 
addressed  to  the  persons  concerned  drawing  their  attention  to  these  contraventions  ; 
and  26  verbal  cautions  were  given  by  the  Inspector.  The  close  of  the  year  found 
all  our  requirements  complied  with. 

Seamen's  Lodging  Houses.  There  were  22  of  these  houses  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  the  number  being  the  same  as  that  for  1928.  Included  in  the  22 
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houses  above-mentioned  is  the  Victoria  Mansions  which  provides  accommodation 
for  4!l(>  men  ;  the  sleeping  places  consist  of  single  cubicles.  The  other  21  houses 
contain  altogether  107  rooms  or  cubicles  and  provide  for  200  seamen. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Inspector  during  the  year  was  717 
(0311  day  and  84  night).  During  the  year  32  contraventions  of  the  Bye-laws  were 
found  and  in  connection  therewith  19  letters  were  addressed  to  the  persons 
concerned.  In  addition,  28  verbal  cautions  were  given  by  the  Inspector.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  all  the  matters  had  received  attention. 

Houses  Let-in-Lodgings.  At  the  end  of  the  year  309  houses  were  registered 
under  the  Bye-laws.  They  contained  1,089  rooms,  of  which  149  unfurnished  and 
243  furnished  were  used  for  sleeping  purposes  only  ;  and  584  unfurnished  and  713 
furnished  were  used  for  living  and  sleeping  purposes.  The  total  number  of  visits 
paid  to  houses  let-in-lodgings  was  1 1,297  ;  these  include  235  night  visits  ;  840 

notices  were  served  and  581  verbal  cautions  were  given  in  respect  of  various 
infringements  which  were  found. 

During  the  year  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Acts.  There  are  1,069  workshops  and  102  workplaces 
on  the  register.  There  were  1,101  workshops  and  94  workplaces  on  the  register 
at  the  end  of  last  year.  3,504  inspections  were  made  of  factories,  workshops  and 
workplaces,  and  in  addition,  1,429  re-visits  were  made.  253  breaches  of  the  Acts 
were  discovered:  104  related  to  sundry  nuisances:  the  remainder  of  the  defects 
were  principally  lack  of  cleanliness,  and  offences  in  connection  with  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire.  128  notices  were  served  and  243  breaches  were  remedied  ;  the  work 
which  was  required  was  in  many  cases  done  without  it  being  necessary  to  serve  a 
notice.  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  forwarded  particulars  of  matters  requiring 
attention  at  15  premises  ;  upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  3  of  the  notices 
could  not  be  upheld  ;  9  of  the  matters  were  dealt  with  and  the  remaining  3  cases 
were  receiving  attention  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  was  notified  of  50  workshops  in  which  either 
protected  persons  were  found  to  be  employed,  or  the  abstract  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act  was  not  affixed.  Communications  were  also  sent  to  him  regarding 
3  other  breaches  which  were  discovered  by  us  :  two  of  these  related  to  workshops 
which  w'ere  not  provided  with  a  proper  supply  of  drinking  water — in  one  of  the 
latter  two  cases  the  supply  has  been  provided  and  the  other  case  which  was 
discovered  late  in  the  year  will  be  kept  under  observation. 

Twelve  waterclosets  have  been  provided  during  the  year. 

Bakehouses  are  dealt  with  in  the  section  relating  to  “  Food.” 
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Outworkers.  There  are  325  persons  engaged  in  out-work,  viz.,  162  males  and 
Ih.l  females.  The  employers  of  outworkers  number  124.  The  two  principal  trades 
in  which  these  people  are  engaged  are  net-braiding  and  tailoring.  All  the  places 
were  visited  and  in  only  5  instances  was  it  found  necessary  to  serve  a  notice 
requiring  the  premises  to  be  put  into  a  cleanly  and  wholesome  condition. 

Appendix  9  (pages  167  to  172)  gives  the  details  required  by  the  Home  Office. 

Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire.  Special  inspections  totalling  152  have  been 
made  of  the  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  provided  at  factories  and  workshops, 
viz.,  79  of  factories  and  73  of  fire  escapes  in  workshops.  In  one  case  a  fire  escape 
was  required,  and  in  33  instances  the  means  of  escape  were  not  in  order.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  29  of  the  cases  had  been  made  satisfactory. 

New  Factories,  Workshops,  etc.  Plans  were  forwarded  by  the  City  Architect 
relating  to  31  premises.  They  were  examined  and  were  all  found  to  satisfy  our 
requirements. 

Factory  Steam  Whistles.  No  applications  were  received  during  the  year  for  the 
grant  of  a  certificate  to  use  a  steam  whistle. 

Prosecutions.  One  prosecution  was  instituted,  particulars  of  which  will  be 
found  in  Appendix  10  (page  173).  The  premises  concerned  were  a  lock-up  shop 
and  domestic  factory,  where  persons  of  both  sexes  were  employed  and  there  was 
no  sanitary  accommodation  provided. 

The  Shops  Acts.  There  are  7,103  shops  on  the  register  ;  and  14,295  visits  have 
been  paid  to  them.  There  were  631  contraventions  found  :  388  were  in  respect  of 
not  exhibiting  the  prescribed  form  of  notices  and  145  were  cases  where  a  shop, 
at  which  more  than  one  trade  or  business  was  carried  on,  was  found  to  be  open 
after  the  statutory  closing  hour,  without  the  steps  necessary  to  comply  with  the 
Statute  having  been  observed,  i.e.,  the  required  notices  were  not  exhibited,  and/or 
the  goods  not  allowed  to  be  sold  had  not  been  covered  up. 

Two  prosecutions  were  instituted,  particulars  of  which  will  be  found  in 
appendix  Id  (page  173). 

A  petition  was  received  from  dealers  in  tobacco  and  smokers’  requisites  for 
the  Council  to  make  an  Order  extending  the  hours  of  opening  for  such  classes  of 
shops  until  the  later  closing  hours  fixed  by  the  Shops  (Early  Closing)  Act,  1928. 
The  usual  procedure  in  connection  with  the  making  of  Orders,  laid  down  by  the 
Shops  Act,  1912,  was  observed,  in  making  the  necessary  inquiries  into  the  petition, 
etc.,  and  the  City  Council  decided  that  they  could  not  see  their  way  to  make  the 
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Order  applied  for.  The  investigations  into  the  signatures  to  the  petition  account 
for  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  paid  to  shops  as  compared  with  last 
year,  namely,  an  increase  of  nearly  5,000. 

Rag  Flock  Act.  13  Samples  of  rag  llock  were  taken,  and  these,  upon  analysis, 
were  found  to  comply  with  the  standard  of  purity  fixed  by  the  Rag  Flock  Regula¬ 
tions. 

Fabrics  (Misdescription)  Act.  No  samples  were  taken,  as  the  inspectors  were 
unable  to  find  any  premises  at  which  declared  non-inflammable  materials  were 
being  sold. 

Canal  Boats.  The  report  of  the  Canal  Boats’  Inspector  is  printed  as  appendix 
II  (pages  175  and  170).  Visits  of  inspection  numbered  1,371  ;  at  the  end  of  the 
year  particulars  of  840  canal  boats  were  on  the  local  register. 

Tents,  Funs  and  Sheds.  At  the  end  of  the  year  (1929)  there  were  known  to 
the  Department  57  vans,  &c.  (a  decrease  of  7  on  the  preceding  year),  occupied  as 
dwellings  in  various  parts  of  the  City.  Forty-three  of  these  were  situated  in 
localised  areas  and  as  a  result  it  was  possible  for  the  Inspectorial  Staff  to  keep 
them  under  constant  supervision.  In  two  instances  it  was  found  necessary  to 
draw  the  attention  of  the  owners  of  the  land  and  the  occupants  of  the  vans  to 
contraventions  of  the  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  with  regard 
to  sanitary  accommodation.  In  each  case  the  requirements  of  the  Bye-laws  were 
complied  with. 

Hull  Fair.  Hull  Fair,  one  of  the  largest  pleasure  fairs  in  England,  is  an  annual 
institution  which  owes  its  inception  to  powers  contained  in  the  first  Charter  granted 
to  the  City  by  Edward  I  in  1299.  This  year  (1929)  there  were  297  vans  and  3  tents 
on  the  fair  ground  and  in  the  immediate  vicinity  ;  they  were  occupied  by  664 
adults  and  197  children  ;  in  addition,  a  number  of  adults,  principally  night  watchers, 
were  housed  in  refreshment  booths.  A  total  number  of  2,628  visits  was  paid  to  the 
vans,  &c.,  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  enquiries  made  as  to  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants.  No  overcrowding  was  discovered.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  in 
the  van  dwellers  was  notified  during  the  continuance  of  the  fair. 

The  waterclosets  and  urinals  already  on  the  ground  were,  as  last  year,  aug¬ 
mented  by  temporary  sanitary  conveniences  consisting  of  pail  closets,  and  carts 
were  provided  by  the  Authority  for  the  reception  of  refuse.  The  conveniences 
were  cleansed,  the  contents  of  the  pail  closets  and  refuse  carts  removed,  and  the 
pails  and  carts  disinfected  daily. 

The  Sampling  Officer  took  samples  of  sweets,  spirits,  milk  and  ice  cream  in 
and  within  the  vicinity  of  the  fair,  all  of  which  were  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst 
to  be  of  a  satisfactory  character.

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Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919.  One  rat  catcher  is  employed  upon  this 
work  :  and  a  drainage  attendant  spends  a  part  of  his  time  in  assisting  him.  The 
total  number  of  rats  killed  was  3,606,  and  they  were  secured  by  the  following 
means  : —

The  number  disposed  of  in  1928  was  3,227  and  in  1927,  2,867. 

It  may  be  assumed  that  the  number  given  of  rats  killed  by  poisons  is  below 
the  number  actually  destroyed,  as  many  rats  would  no  doubt  be  poisoned  and  die 
in  their  holes  and  their  bodies  would  not  be  found.

The  City  Bacteriologist  has  examined  46  of  the  rats  and  found  no  evidence  of 
plague  infection. 

During  the  year  575  complaints,  mostly  from  occupiers  of  dwelling  houses, 
were  received  of  infestation  of  premises  by  rats.  They  were  investigated  by  the 
Rat  Officers,  and  information  as  to  the  methods  of  destroying  rats  was  given. 
Where  necessary,  action  was  taken  by  the  rat  catchers. 

Informal  communications  were  in  a  number  of  instances  addressed  to  persons 
whose  premises  were  rat  infested,  but  no  formal  action  was  taken  during  the  year.  ; 

During  the  National  Rat  Week,  from  4th  to  9th  November,  advertisements  I 
were  published  in  the  local  Press,  who  also  kindly  gave  the  matter  a  good  deal  of  : 
publicity  in  their  news  columns.  A  number  of  copies  of  leaflet  No.  244  on  the  i 
“  Destruction  of  Rats  ”  and  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  was  • 
distributed  at  an  exhibition  held  in  the  City  during  Civic  Week.  It  was  found  i 
that  during  "  Rat  Week  ”  a  considerably  increased  number  of  applications  was  i 
made  for  the  assistance  of  the  Rat  Catcher.

Open  Spaces.  From  a  return  prepared  by  the  City  Engineer,  it  appears  that 
there  are  in  the  City  and  immediately  adjoining  it,  375  acres  of  Public  Parks, 
Gardens,  Recreation  Grounds  and  open  spaces  owned  by  the  City.  They  include 
39  football  grounds,  18  cricket  grounds,  22  grass  and  26  hard  tennis  courts,  13 
bowling  greens,  7  greens  for  putting  or  clock  golf  and  18  playgrounds  for  children — 
the  last  being  an  increase  of  two  on  the  previous  year.  The  Municipal  Golf  Course, 
Willerbv  Road,  containing  103  acres,  comprising  18  holes,  is  in  course  of  construc¬ 
tion.  It  is  anticipated  the  work  will  be  completed  about  May,  1930.  Educational 
Institutions,  including  the  University  College  and  Hymers  College,  have  the  use 
of  275  acres  of  ground  for  school  sports,  and  private  sports  grounds  used  by  different 
clubs  and  organisations  associated  with  places  of  worship  and  large  manufacturing 
firms  occupy  over  200  acres.  The  land  used  for  public  allotments  is  306  acres.  The 
importance  to  the  public  health  of  developing  facilities  for  open-air  recreation, 
cannot  be  over-rated.  The  pity  is  that  there  are  such  small  facilities  in  the  centre 
of  the  City  where  the  population  is  densely  packed  in  “  unhealthy  ”  areas. 

Public  Baths.  The  total  attendances  at  the  baths  during  1929  was  542,317, 
of  which  401,347  were  for  swimming  and  140,970  for  slipper  baths. 

Eleven  samples  of  water  were  obtained  from  the  swimming  baths,  8  of  which 
were  reported  by  the  City  Analyst  to  be  satisfactory  and  three  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
The  City  Engineer,  who  was  furnished  with  copies  of  the  City  Analyst’s  reports, 
is  taking  steps  to  improve  the  waters  by  an  increased  use  of  the  aeration  and 
filtration  plants  during  the  busy  time  of  the  year,  and  at  one  of  the  baths  from 
which  an  unsatisfactory  sample  was  obtained,  a  chlorine  gas  plant  is  to  be  installed. 

Public  Washhouses.  The  public  washhouses  have  been  so  successful  that  three 
additional  washing  machines  have  been  installed.  The  present  equipment  is  36 
washing  compartments,  9  washing  machines,  6  hydro-extractors,  50  drying  horses 
and  4  mangling  machines.  The  whole  of  the  plant  is  electrically  driven. 

Vapour,  Electrical  and  Medicated  Baths.  These  baths  were  established  in 
1927  on  land  adjoining  the  Beverley  Road  Baths  :  the  entrance  is  in  Epworth 
Street.  Radiant  heat,  light  treatment,  vapour  baths,  and  brine,  sulphur,  alkaline, 
acid,  iodine,  chalybeate  and  other  medicinal  baths  have  been  provided  ;  provision 
is  also  made  for  ionic  medication  and  Schnee  Baths.  Certain  alterations  and 
extensions  have  been  made  giving  double  the  accommodation  originally  provided 
for  both  the  electric  and  the  light  sections.  A  Vichy  douche  and  an  Aix  douche 
have  also  been  installed,  and  better  lounge  and  dressing  accommodation  has  also 
been  provided. 

Cinemas  and  Theatres.  The  Workshop,  etc.  Inspectors  visited  all  the  cinemas 
and  theatres  to  see  whether  or  not  the  places  were  cleanly  and  the  means  of 
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ventilation  ample  and  satisfactory.  For  the  last-mentioned  purpose,  special 
readings  were  taken  with  a  Kata  thermometer. 

There  are  5  theatres  and  25  cinemas  in  the  City,  also  three  places  of  worship 
and  a  dance  hall  which  are  licensed  under  the  Cinematograph  Act,  1909. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  was  239. 

It  was  found  that  there  were  no  matters  in  connection  with  the  sanitary 
condition  of  these  places  to  which  we  could  take  exception. 

Twenty-three  tests  were  made  of  the  atmospheric  conditions  in  19  cinemas 
and  2  theatres,  and  the  results  showed  that  the  conditions  were  above  the  standard. 
With  regard  to  the  case  referred  to  in  the  last  report  where  the  proprietors  of  a 
cinema  were  considering  means  for  improving  the  ventilation,  additional  outlets 
were  made  in  the  ceiling  at  the  top  of  the  balcony  of  this  cinema  where  pockets  of 
warm  air  had  been  found.  The  openings  were  connected  to  a  new  fan,  which  was 
provided.  The  last  test  showed  that  the  conditions  were  satisfactory. 

Mortuary.  The  public  mortuary  is  situated  in  a  disused  burial  ground  in 
Castle  Street.  Attached  is  a  properly  equipped  post-mortem  room  for  the  use  of 
medical  practitioners,  at  which  198  post-mortem  examinations  were  held  in  1929. 

There  is  no  Coroner’s  Court,  and  inquests  are  usually  held  in  a  room  at  the 
Hull  Royal  Infirmary. 

Dr.  John  Divine,  His  Majesty’s  Coroner  for  the  City,  has  kindly  furnished 
the  following  statistics  in  relation  to  inquests,  post-mortems,  etc.,  held  in  the 
years  1926  to  1929.

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Deaths  from  Road  Vehicular  Accidents.  Coroners  ( Amendment )  Act,  1926, 
13  (2)  (d).  I  he  Coroner  has  also  been  good  enough  to  make  the  following  observa¬ 
tions  on  the  fatal  road  accidents  which  occurred  in  his  area  during  1929. 

Inquests  with  jury  are  required  in  all  fatal  accidents  due  to  the  use  of  a  vehicle 
in  a  street  or  “public  highway.”  During  1929, 46  such  inquests  were  held.  Thirteen 
of  these,  with  14  deaths,  occurred  outside  the  present  City  boundaries.  Inside 
the  City  there  were  33  with  one  death  in  each  case.  In  1928  there  were  21,  each 
with  one  death.  This  shows  an  increase  in  1929  of  57%. 

Briefly  the  facts  established  were  : — 

1.  Male,  age  4.  Pedestrian  killed  by  motor  car.  Walked  on  to  roadway, 

hesitated  and  turned  back.  Daylight. 

2.  Male,  age  03.  Pedestrian  killed  by  motor  saloon  bus.  Man  slightly  deaf 

and  partially  blind  left  eye.  Stepped  off  kerb  without  looking.  Bus 
going  slowly.  After  dark,  but  good  lighting  from  shops.

3.  Male,  age  72.  Pedestrian  cripple.  Fell  in  front  of  horse  rully,  horse  became 

restive  and  trampled  on  him.  Crushed  by  rear  wheel.  Daylight. 

4.  Male,  age  6.  Pedestrian.  Ran  across  street  in  front  of  tramcar  and  into 

motor  cycle.  After  dark,  and  street  lighting  only  moderate. 

5.  Male,  age  26.  Motor  cyclist  killed.  Following  motor  lorry  which  signalled 

turning  to  right.  Touched  lorry,  lost  control  and  collided  with  lamp 
standard.  Daylight. 

G.  Male,  age  10.  Pedestrian.  Came  from  behind  horse  rully  running  backward 
into  heavy  motor  lorry.  Daylight. 

7.  Female,  age  3.  Killed  by  motor  lorry.  Ran  from  behind  horse  lorry,  only 

two  or  three  feet  space  between  paths  of  two  vehicles.  Daylight. 

8.  Male,  age  8.  Killed  by  motor  lorry  trailer.  Riding  or  attempting  to  ride 

on  connecting  bar.  Daylight.

1 1 .  Male,  age  3.  Killed  by  motor  bus  going  at  7  to  8  miles  per  hour.  Ran 

from  behind  stationary  motor  rully.  Daylight. 

12.  Male,  age  83.  Pedestrian  lame  and  slightly  deaf.  Killed  by  motor  cycle. 

Crossed  road  ;  nearly  reached  kerb,  and  stepped  back  in  front  of  cycle. 
Daylight.

13.  Male,  age  55.  Cyclist  killed  by  motor  bus.  Both  had  to  swerve  for  stationary 

handcart.  Cyclist  jammed  between  bus  and  handcart.  Daylight. 

14.  Male,  age  23.  Motor  cyclist  killed.  Had  pillion  rider.  Travelling  very 

fast  (?  racing),  came  in  contact  with  push  cyclist,  lost  control  and 
dashed  across  road  into  nearly  stationary  motor  car.  Daylight. 

15.  Male,  age  30.  Push  cyclist  going  slowly  skidded  in  crossing  tram  line  to

19.  Male,  age  87.  Bad  eyesight.  Intending  to  board  tram  car,  got  too  near 

before  it  was  stopped  and  was  knocked  down.  Daylight. 

20.  Male,  age  64.  Porter  pulling  handcart  swung  out  in  front  of  approaching 

tram  car,  then  swinging  back  tram  car  struck  back  of  handcart  and 
knocked  him  against  a  stationary  horse  rully.  Daylight. 

21.  Male,  age  58.  Pedestrian  crossing  road  killed  by  saloon  motor  car.  Partly 

crossed  road,  turned  back,  stopped  and  turned  again.  Dark  night 
and  heavy  rain. 

22.  Male,  age  52.  Push  cyclist  carrying  attache  case.  Touched  stationary 

handcart,  wobbled  and  fell  in  front  of  back  wheel  of  steam  rully. 
Daylight. 

23.  Female,  age  80.  Pedestrian,  deaf.  Crossing  road,  hesitated  3  yards  from 

kerb,  then  quickened  her  pace  and  ran  in  front  of  motor  cycle  which 
had  swerved  on  her  hesitating.  Daylight. 

24.  Female,  age  4.  Ran  from  behind  tram  car  into  motor  car.  Daylight. 

25.  Female,  age  61.  Pedestrian  with  shawl  over  head,  ran  slantingly  in  front 

of  motor  bus.  Night  dark,  very  windy  and  heavy  rain. 

26.  Female,  age  6.  Ran  from  back  of  light  motor  car  into  motor  lorry  coming 

in  opposite  direction.  Touched  it  and  was  knocked  down  and  run  over. 
Daylight. 
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27.  Male,  age  14.  Push  cyclist  killed  by  motor  lorry.  Was  carrying  football 

which  jammed  between  knee  and  handlebar.  Fell  in  front  of  motor 

lorry. 

28.  Male,  age  7.  Riding  on  connecting  rod  of  Leyland  motor  and  trailer. 

After  dark  and  lamp  lighting  not  very  good. 

29.  Male,  age  S.  Running  across  the  road,  could  not  stop  himself  and  injured 

his  head  against  motor  car  door  handle.  Died  six  months  later.  After 

dark  but  street  lighting  good. 

30.  Male,  age  45.  Motor  cyclist  killed.  Was  carrying  pillion  rider.  Tyre  burst 

and  cycle  shot  across  road  and  collided  with  horse  rully. 

31.  Male,  age  5G.  Pedestrian  killed.  Motor  saloon  going  slowly.  Pedestrian 

apparently  walked  into  side  of  car — impact  not  seen  by  any  of  four 

witnesses  (including  driver).  Night  clear,  lighting  fair. 

32.  Male,  age  5.  Climbed  on  wheel  of  stationary  horse  rully.  Horse  .started 

and  child  run  over. 

33.  Female,  age  82.  Pedestrian  killed.  Boy  on  push  cycle  near  kerb  in  con¬ 

gested  traffic.  Old  lady  stepped  in  front  of  him  and  was  knocked  down. 

Daylight. 

From  a  summary  of  the  particulars  given  above,  it  is  found  that  the  persons 
killed  comprised  25  males  and  8  females.  The  age  periods  of  the  males  were  : 
under  5  years,  3  ;  5  to  15  years,  7  ;  15  to  25  years,  1  ;  25  to  45  years,  2  ;  45  to 
65  years,  7  ;  65  to  80  years,  3,  and  80  years  and  over,  2.  The  eight  females  were 
aged  1  year  9  months,  and  3,  4,  6,  20,  61,  80  and  82  years  respectively. 

Eleven  pedestrians,  of  whom  9  were  killed  by  motor  vehicles,  received  fatal 
injuries.  Five  pedal  cyclists — three  killed  by  motor  vehicles,  one  by  a  steam  rully 
and  one  by  a  tram  car  are  included.  Three  persons  were  killed  by  tram  cars,  and  eight 
persons  were  knocked  down  as  a  result  of  stepping  off  the  pavement  or  running 
across  the  road.  Two  boys  were  run  over  as  the  result  of  riding  on  the  connecting 
bar  of  motor  lorries  and  trailers.  Two  motor  cyclists  were  killed  through  colliding 
with  a  motor  car  and  a  horse  rully  respectively  ;  and  the  remaining  two  cases  were 
an  old  lady  killed  by  a  push  cyclist  and  a  boy  killed  due  to  climbing  on  the  wheel 
of  a  horse  rully. 

New  Cemetery,  Marflect  Lane.  On  the  20th  March,  1929,  a  Local  Enquiry 
was  held  by  Mr.  G.  Ewart  Rhodes,  Engineering  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
in  connection  with  land  for  the  proposed  cemetery  in  Marfleet  Lane.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  who  had  previously  reported  on  the  suitability  of  the  land  for 
interments,  attended  the  enquiry  and  visited  the  site  with  the  Inspector.  Of  the 
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60  acres  acquired  16  are  to  be  laid  out  immediately.  The  cemetery  is  to  serve  East 
Hull,  and  it  has  been  assumed  that  all  burials  east  of  the  river  Hull  will  be  in  this 
cemetery.  The  population  east  of  the  river  is  estimated  at  78,000. 

Drypool  Cemetery,  Hedon  Road.  At  the  request  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  who 
had  received  an  application  for  representation  for  an  Order  in  Council  to  close  this 
burial  ground,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  9th  May,  1929,  reported  as  to 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  cemetery,  and  burials  therein  were  subsequently 
discontinued. 

Cremation.  The  Crematorium  is  on  a  site  adjoining  the  Hedon  Road  Cemetery. 
It  was  the  first  Municipal  Crematorium  in  the  country,  and  was  opened  on  the 
2nd  January,  1901,  the  first  cremation  taking  place  on  the  7th  January  of  the 
same  year. 

A  considerable  amount  of  educational  work  on  the  subject  of  cremation  has 


been  undertaken  during  the  past  few  years  ;  possibly 

in  consequence  of  this,  the 

number  of  cremations  was  the  largest  in  any  year  since  the  crematorium  was  opened. 
It  was,  however,  only  97  out  of  4,550  deaths,  and  some  of  the  97  were  persons  who 

lived  outside  the  City.

Public  Lavatories  and  Urinals.  Contracts  have  been  placed  during  the  year 
for  eight  additional  urinals  (46  stalls),  which  are  now  in  course  of  construction  in 
various  parts  of  the  City,  and  an  underground  convenience  for  women  (6  W.C.'s) 
at  the  junction  of  the  Boulevard  and  Hessle  Road. 

Paper  covers  for  W.C.  seats  have  been  provided  as  an  experiment  for  use  in 
certain  of  the  public  lavatories,  a  separate  one  being  available  for  each  person. 
They  were,  in  the  first  instance,  placed  in  the  W.C.  compartments  but  this  practice 
lent  itself  to  abuse,  and  they  have  now  been  placed  under  the  care  of  the  attendants 
who  provide  them  on  application. 
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There  are  two  underground  lavatories,  one  in  Victoria  Square  (for  both  sexes) 
and  one  in  the  Market  Place  (for  men  only).  There  is  also  a  large  number  of  other 
conveniences  for  men,  situated  in  the  parks,  recreation  grounds,  public  markets, 
and  other  suitable  positions  in  the  City.  Conveniences  for  women,  apart  from 
those  in  Victoria  Square  and  Nelson  Street  and  excluding  the  one  at  present  under 
construction,  number  20,  containing  95  W.C’s.,  the  use  of  33  of  which  is  free  ; 
the  charge  for  the  use  of  the  others  is  one  penny.

Schools.  A  separate  report  is  issued  by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Training  of  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  arrangements  made  during  the  year 
1927  for  the  practical  training  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  accordance  with  the 
Regulations  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Joint 
Examination  Board  have  been  continued  during  the  year.  Of  the  six  persons 
who  applied  for  and  were  granted  permission  to  undertake  the  training  during  1928 
five  have  now  completed  the  requisite  number  of  hours.  No  applications  were 
received  during  1929  for  permission  to  undertake  the  course  of  training. 

In  addition,  arrangements  were  again  made  by  the  Local  Education  Authority 
for  a  course  of  lectures  in  preparation  for  the  examination  for  the  certificate  to  be 
given  at  the  Technical  College  on  two  evenings  a  week  for  a  period  of  thirty  weeks, 
between  September  and  April.  There  are  two  regular  tutors,  and  lectures  on  special 
subjects  by  Health  Officers  of  the  City  and  Port  were  also  arranged.  The  fee  for 
the  course  of  lectures  was  the  same  as  last  year,  i.e.,  £1  Is.,  payable  to  the  local 
Education  Authority.  At  the  commencement  of  the  course  14  students  enrolled, 
but  at  the  end  of  the  year  this  number  had  been  reduced  to  12  owing  to  the  fact 
that  two  of  the  students  were  employed  out  of  town  and  as  a  result  could  not 
complete  the  course  of  lectures.

There  are  now  110  occupied  houses  fitted  with  one  of  the  proprietory  types 
of  back-to-back  grates.  These  grates  have  been  in  use  sufficiently  long  for  a  definite 
opinion  to  be  formed,  and  the  City  Architect  has  kindly  furnished  the  following 
comments : — 

“  My  experience  of  this  type  of  stove  is  that  it  is  very  good. 

It  is  a  back-to-back  living  room  fire  and  scullery  cooker.  The  fire  is  in  the 
living  room  and  from  it  the  flame  passes  under  and  at  the  back  of  the  boiler 
directly  to  the  bottom  of  an  oven  in  the  scullery.  The  heat  passes  up  the 
flues  on  both  sides  and  over  the  top  of  the  oven  to  the  chimney  giving  a  uniform 
heat  to  the  oven  and  at  the  same  time  heating  the  scullery.  When  the  oven 
is  not  in  use,  the  fire  can  be  shut  off  with  dampers. 

The  advantage  of  this  particular  stove  is  that  smell  and  objectionable 
steam  from  cooking  is  confined  to  the  scullery  only,  therefore  making  the 
living  room  into  a  sitting  room.” 

In  addition  to  the  120  houses  erected  by  the  Local  Authority,  private  builders 
have  erected  during  the  year  346  houses  under  assisted  schemes  and  115*  without 
grant  from  either  the  State  or  the  Local  Authority,  making  a  grand  total  of  581 
houses  for  the  year. 

It  is  known  that  117  houses  were  demolished  for  various  reasons  in  1929  and 
8  houses  were  rendered  unusable  ;  this  makes  the  increase  during  the  year  in  the 
number  of  dwelling  houses  within  the  City,  456.

The  Corporation  building  programme  for  1930  includes  the  erection  of  390 
houses  in  completion  of  existing  contracts,  and  schemes  are  already  passed  in 
respect  of  190  flats,  34  houses  and  12  shops.  Schemes  have  been  drafted  in  respect 
of  250  flats  and  15  shops,  but  these  have  not  yet  been  formally  sanctioned  ;  it  is 
probable  that  in  addition  to  these,  some  500  houses  or  flats  will  be  put  in  hand 
during  the  year. 


There  is  still  a  vigorous  demand  for  all  types  of  Corporation  houses,  except  in 
the  case  of  certain  houses  on  the  East  Hull  Estate,  where  at  December  31st,  there 
were  vacant  some  33  central  heated  parlour  houses  of  construction  other  than 
brick.  In  all  schemes  in  hand,  or  contemplated,  bricks  are  being  used  in  preference 
to  concrete  or  other  patent  type  of  construction.  In  the  case  of  the  exposed 
suburban  estates,  the  new  houses  are  being  built  with  external  cavity  walls,  result¬ 
ing  in  a  more  even  internal  temperature,  and  cutting  out  entirely  the  possibility 
of  dampness  in  the  walls  of  the  living  rooms. 


GENERAL  ACTION  TAKEN  AS  REGARDS  UNFIT  HOUSES. 

(a)  Under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

During  the  year  526  statutory  notices  were  served  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts  mostly  in  respect  of  nuisances  existing  in  dwelling  houses. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  159  notices  were  not  complied  with  and  will  be 
reported  upon  next  year.  Those  complied  with  during  the  year  include  the 
66  mentioned  as  outstanding  in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  1928  Report. 

Informal  Action. 

Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  7,211  dwelling  houses,  and  6,970  houses 
were  rendered  fit  in  pursuance  of  informal  notices. 

(b)  Under  the  Housing  Acts. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Consolidated  Regula¬ 
tions,  house-to-house  inspection  was  carried  out  in  connection  with  673 
dwelling  houses  ;  of  these  549  were  found  to  be  in  such  a  state  as  not  to  be 
in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation,  and  S  were  found  to  be 
totally  unfit.  Those  totally  unfit  were  dealt  with  under  Sections  11  and  15 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1925  ;  the  remainder  were  dealt  with  informally,  except 
in  the  case  of  1 7  houses,  when  statutory  notices  were  found  to  be  necessary. 
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During  the  year  31  houses  in  all  were  formally  represented  as  unfit. 
Closing  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  30,  1 1  of  which  were  represented  last 
year.  This  leaves  12  cases  outstanding,  closing  orders  in  respect  of  which  will 
be  considered  early  in  1930. 

Demolition  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  10  houses,  7  of  which  were 
demolished  during  the  year.  The  remaining  3  houses  will  be  demolished 
during  1930.  In  addition  5  were  demolished  in  pursuance  of  orders  made  last 
year,  and  5  in  pursuance  of  an  agreement  made  during  the  War.  The  owners 
of  5  houses  carried  out  demolitions  before  the  making  of  demolition  orders,  and 
8  houses  were  converted  into  warehouses  or  otherwise  rendered  unusable 
as  dwellings.  As  a  result  of  informal  action  by  your  officers,  <>  houses  were 
voluntarily  demolished  by  the  owners,  formal  representation  thus  being 
unnecessary. 

Further  demolitions  have  taken  place  from  time  to  time  on  the  area  of 
the  Hull  (New  George  Street)  Improvement  Scheme,  43  houses  being  cleared 
during  the  year. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  City  Council  on  17th  October  last,  the  following 
resolution  was  passed  : — 

“  That  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Committee  be  instructed  to 
prepare  and  submit  to  the  Council  before  April  1st,  1930,  an  accelerated 
programme  on  housing  and  that  such  a  programme  provide  for 

1.  Subsidised  houses  to  let. 

2.  Schemes  for  Slum  Clearance  and  erection  of  houses  in  flats  or  otherwise 
for  rehousing  those  displaced  by  the  operation  of  the  schemes. 

3.  Smaller  modern  dwellings  containing  two  or  three  rooms.” 

On  the  instructions  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Committee  a 
special  survey  of  slum  property  was  commenced  in  order  to  ascertain,  as  far 
as  possible,  the  number  and  situation  of  those  houses  which  could  be  dealt 
with  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  either  individually  or  by  inclusion  in 
Unhealthy  Areas.  This  survey  was  in  progress  at  December  31st,  1929,  and 
was  being  carried  out  by  the  Special  Housing  Inspectors  with  the  help  of  ten 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  temporarily  lent  for  this  work  by  the  courtesy  of  the 
Cleansing  and  Sanitary  Committee. 

With  the  results  of  this  survey  to  hand,  and  with  more  exact  knowledge 
of  the  provisions  of  the  foreshadowed  legislation  it  will  probably  be  possible 
to  draft  an  effective  programme  to  cover  a  period  of  about  10  years,  which 
will  provide  for  the  clearance  of  the  bulk  of  those  houses  which  are  at  present 
classed  as  slums. 
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Effective  slum  clearance  depends  directly  upon  the  facilities  for  rehousing, 
and  if  the  Corporation  are  able  to  formulate  schemes  to  provide  new  houses 
in  sufficient  number  and  at  a  low  enough  rental,  the  main  obstacle  to  wholesale 
clearance  will  have  been  overcome. 

Such  schemes  will  not,  of  course,  entirely  solve  the  whole  of  the  difficulties, 
many  of  which  are  economic  and  relate  to  distance  from  work,  &c.  ;  I  there¬ 
fore  propose  to  deal  with  this  problem  more  fully  in  my  next  annual  report 
when  details  of  the  new  Housing  Act,  and  full  details  of  the  scheme,  will  be 
available. 

Rehousing. — New  George  Street,  Aldbro’  Street  and  Sykes  Street  Unhealthy  Areas 
and  New  Street  Schemes.  On  the  sites  of  the  houses  demolished  on  the  New  George 
Street  Area,  two  blocks  of  Hats,  comprising  20  dwellings,  have  already  been  erected 
and  are  now  let.  These  are  for  the  use  of  tenants  dispossessed  from  houses  on  this 
particular  area. 

It  is  now  proposed  to  erect  3  further  blocks  of  flats  on  this  area  for  the  use  of 
some  of  the  tenants  dispossessed  from  the  New  Street  Area,  and  other  flats  for  this 
purpose  are  being  erected  on  sites  in  Barnsley  Street,  Hedon  Road  and  Strickland 
Street,  a  total  of  196  flats,  12  shops  and  34  houses  being  provided  for  this  purpose. 

Definite  schemes  have  been  prepared  in  respect  of  the  Aldbro’  Street  and  Sykes 
Street  Areas,  but  further  steps  may  not  be  taken  until  further  knowledge  of  any 
alterations  in  procedure  consequent  on  new  legislation  is  available. 

The  tables  on  housing  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  will  be  found  in 
appendix  12  (pages  177  and  178). 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply.  The  inspection  of  dairies  and  of  retail  purveyors’  premises, 
and  the  supervision  of  bottling  and  wholesale  establishments  in  the  City  is  carried 
out  by  the  staff  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  Cowsheds  and  cows  are  inspected 
by  the  staff  of  the  Chief  Food  Inspector. 

The  following  figures  show  the  amount  of  milk  consumed  daily  in  Hull  : —

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Included  in  the  above  figure  is  an  amount  of  approximately  2,300  gallons 
of  milk  of  special  designation,  i.c.,  “Certified,”  “  Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested),” 
“  Grade  A,”  and  “  Pasteurised.” 

The  amount  of  milk  consumed  in  the  City  appears  to  be  increasing  slightly 
and  is  now  0-43  pint  per  person  per  day. 

Retail  Purveyors  and  Dairymen.  347  applications  for  registration  were  dealt 
with  compared  with  242  in  the  previous  year.  In  the  case  of  one  applicant, 
registration  was  objected  to  on  the  grounds  that  the  general  shop  concerned  was 
unsuitable  for  the  storage  of  milk.  Notice  was  served  upon  the  applicant  requiring 
her  to  attend  before  the  Committee  to  show  cause  why  her  application  should  not 
be  refused.  She,  however,  then  withdrew  her  application. 

Of  the  347  applications,  285  were  for  the  sale  of  milk  in  bottles  only. 

There  are  nearly  1,300  milk  traders  on  the  register,  the  great  majority  being 
persons  who  have  small  businesses  of  a  general  nature,  and  who  sell  very  small 
quantities  of  milk  for  the  convenience  of  their  customers.  More  than  800  of  these 
traders  sell  bottled  milk  only.

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Graded  Milks.  Three  dealers’  and  one  supplementary  licences  for  “  Certified  ” 
Milk,  two  dealers’  and  one  supplementary  licences  for  “  Grade  A  (Tuberculin 
Tested)  ”  Milk  :  two  bottlers’,  G  dealers’  and  5  supplementary  licences  for  “  Grade 
A  ”  Milk,  and  one  licence  for  “  Pasteurised  ”  Milk  were  issued  during  the  year  ; 
a  total  of  21  licences  compared  with  17  issued  during  the  previous  year. 

The  advantages  of  using  milk  of  special  designation  are  still  not  fully 
appreciated  by  a  large  section  of  the  public.  The  amount  of  such  milk  sold  in  Hull, 
approximately  2,360  gallons  per  day,  is  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  total  amount 
of  milk  consumed  in  the  City,  viz.,  16,310  gallons.  It  may  be  mentioned  incidentally 
that,  apart  from  graded  milks,  some  1,800  gallons  of  “bottled  ”  milk  are  sold 
daily  in  the  City. 
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The  Department  endeavours  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  public  the  advantages 
of  using  these  specially  designated  milks,  and  all  possible  assistance  and  information 
is  given  both  to  dealers  and  consumers.  The  Department  has,  with  considerable 
success,  encouraged  producers  to  enter  the  "  Yorkshire  Clean  Milk  Competitions.” 

The  price  of  “  Certified  ’’milk,"  Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested)  ”  and  “  Grade 
A  ”  milk  is  4d.  per  pint.  "  Pasteurised  ”  milk  is  the  same  price  as  ordinary 
loose  milk,  namely  3d.  a  pint.

A  chemical  analysis  was  also  made  of  each  sample  of  designated  milk,  and 
where  any  sample  was  found  to  be  below  the  legal  standard,  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  was  notified. 

Two  samples  of  “  Grade  A  ”  milk  were  contained  in  bottles  that  were  not 
properly  labelled.  In  one  case  the  bottler,  who  resided  in  the  City,  was  verbally 
cautioned  by  the  Inspector,  whilst  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  in 
which  the  other  sample  was  bottled  was  notified  of  the  infringement. 

One  dealer  was  found  supplying  “  Grade  A  ”  milk  in  bottles  not  properly 
capped  and  marked.  He  was  verbally  cautioned  by  the  inspector  and  on  an 
inspection  being  made  the  following  day  the  bottles  were  found  to  be  in  order. 
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Bacteriological  Examination  of  N on-designated  Milk. — Preliminary  Examination 
by  Reductase  Test.  As  the  full  bacteriological  examination  takes  a  considerable 
time,  the  rough  classification  of  the  samples  by  a  chemical  test  known  as  the 
"  Reductase  ”  Test,  which  was  commenced  in  this  City  late  in  1927,  was  continued 
throughout  the  year.  The  samples  were  also  subjected  to  a  “  sedimentation  ”  test. 
The  samples  were  classified  as  “  satisfactory  ”  and  “  unsatisfactory.”  In  every 
case  where  the  report  was  “  unsatisfactory,”  a  further  sample  was  obtained  at 
once  for  the  full  bacteriological  examination.  The  “  Reductase  ”  Test  has  proved 
quite  satisfactory,  as,  speaking  generally,  when  a  sample  is  returned  as  unsatis¬ 
factory  to  this  test,  the  repeat  of  the  sample,  when  submitted  to  the  full  bacteriolo¬ 
gical  examination,  is  also  unsatisfactory.

In  4  cases  the  Bacillus  Coli  test  gave  a  positive  result  in  one  or  more  tubes 
inoculated  with  one-hundredth  of  a  cubic  centimetre  of  the  milk. 


Whenever  the  bacterial  count  of  any  sample  exceeded  300,000  per  cubic 
centimetre  or  the  sample  was  considered  by  the  bacteriologist  to  be  unsatisfactory 
to  the  Bacillus  Coli  test,  the  attention  of  the  producer  was  drawn  to  the  matter.  j 
Further,  if  the  sample  had  been  produced  outside  the  City,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority  where  it  was  produced  was  also  notified. 


Examination  of  Milk  for  Tuberculosis.  Examinations  of  milk  for  tuberculosis 
by  the  Biological  Test  were  carried  out  by  Dr.  W.  \V.  Adamson,  the  Honorary 
Pathologist  to  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary. 
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Of  120  samples  submitted  for  examination  by  the  inoculation  of  guinea  pigs, 
6,  that  is  live  percent.,  showed  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  The  percentage  in 
1928  was  ten.  The  majority  of  the  positive  samples  were  produced  in  the  East 
Riding,  and  in  each  of  these  cases  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  that  County 
Council  was  immediately  notified  under  Section  4  (1)  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Consolidation)  Act,  1915.  In  each  case  he  gave  the  City  Veterinary  Officer  the 
opportunity  of  inspecting,  together  with  the  County  Veterinary  Officer,  the  herd 
from  which  the  infected  sample  had  been  produced. 


Particulars  of  the  action  taken  to  trace  the  G  positive  samples  are  : — 

i.  The  herd  was  examined  by  the  Veterinary  Officers.  One  suspected 
animal  was  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  and  the  post-mortem 
examination  revealed  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  udder,  bronchial  mesenteric 
and  mammary  lymphatic  glands. 

n.  The  herd  was  examined  by  the  Veterinary  Officers.  Group  samples 
were  taken  from  the  herd.  These  samples  indicated  that  the  infected 
milk  had  been  given  by  one  cow.  This  animal  was  slaughtered  and  found 
to  be  suffering  from  advanced  tuberculosis  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Order. 

iii.  The  herd  was  inspected  by  the  East  Riding  Veterinary  Officer.  No 
evidence  of  tuberculosis  was  discovered  in  any  of  the  animals.  Group  samples 
were  therefore  taken  from  the  whole  herd.  These  samples  indicated  which 
animal  had  given  the  infected  milk.  The  animal  was  slaughtered  and  the 
post-mortem  examination  revealed  advanced  tuberculosis  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

iv.  The  herd  was  inspected  by  the  Veterinary  Officers.  No  cow  showed 
any  clinical  signs  or  symptoms  of  tuberculosis.  A  further  sample  was  taken 
by  the  Veterinary  Officer  and  was  returned  as  negative.  There  was  no 
removal  of  any  cows  between  the  taking  of  the  samples.  The  Sampling 
Officer  will  take  further  samples  from  the  herd  concerned. 

v.  The  herd  was  inspected  by  the  Veterinary  Officers.  Two  cows  showed 
definite  clinical  symptoms  of  tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  and  arrangements 
were  made  by  the  East  Riding  Veterinary  Officer  for  these  animals  to  be 
slaughtered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

vi.  The  herd  was  examined  by  the  Veterinary  Officers,  and  one  cow  showed 
signs  of  being  infected  with  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  and  was  dealt  with 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 
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1  uberculous  Cows  in  the  (,ity.  The  biological  test  is  done  on  samples  of  milk 
sent  into  the  City  :  the  method  adopted  to  discover  tuberculous  milk  produced  in 
the  C  ity  is  by  periodical  inspection,  by  the  Authority’s  Veterinary  Officers,  of  the 
cows  kept  in  the  City  cowsheds. 

During  the  year  there  were  2,046  examinations  of  cows  for  clinical  signs  or 
symptoms  of  Tuberculosis.  Ten  udders  were  found  to  be  slightly  indurated  and 
milk  samples  were  taken  from  each.  In  no  case  was  the  tubercle  bacillus  found  in 
the  milk  on  bacteriological  examination. 

In  addition  to  the  above  suspected  cases,  three  cows  were  found  in  City  cow¬ 
sheds  to  be  suffering  from  Emaciation  and  Chronic  Cough  and  were  slaughtered 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 

The  Tuberculosis  Order ,  1925.  The  Chief  Veterinary  Officer  reports  : — 

“  Three  cases  of  suspected  Tuberculosis  were  found  by  Officers  of  the 
Department.  The  animals  were  slaughtered  and  post-mortem  examinations 
revealed  Generalised  Tuberculosis.  The  minimum  compensation  was  paid 
under  article  9  of  the  Order. 

In  consequence  of  Tuberculous  milk  being  found  in  the  City,  the 
Veterinary  Inspector  in  conjunction  with  the  Veterinary  Inspector  to  the 
East  Riding  County  Council  examined  154  cows  in  East  Riding  cowsheds, 
five  of  the  cows  being  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

One  cow  was  removed  from  the  Fat  Stock  Market  under  Section  12  of 
the  Order  and  returned  to  the  owner’s  premises.  The  police  authority  for 
the  district  was  notified.” 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  Etc.  Examinations  were  from  time  to  time 
made  of  milk  churns  and  cans. 

A  number  of  cases  were  found  where  churns  did  not  satisfy  the  requirements 
of  Article  29  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order.  Communications  were  either  addressed 
to  the  parties  concerned  drawing  their  attention  thereto  or  they  were  verbally 
cautioned  by  the  Inspector. 

Other  contraventions  were  cases  where  retailers  had  committed  a  breach 
of  Section  6  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  by  failing  to  have 
their  correct  name  and  address  inscribed  on  the  receptacle  from  which  they  were 
selling  milk.  Letters  were  also  sent  in  these  cases  or  verbal  cautions  were  given. 
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In  one  instance,  however,  where  two  hand  cans  were  not  properly  marked  with 
the  name  and  address  of  the  vendor,  as  this  person  had  previously  been  cautioned 
by  letter,  proceedings  were  instituted  and  he  was  convicted.  (See  appendix  14, 
page  hi). 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  with  regard  to  the  transference 
of  milk  from  one  receptacle  to  another  at  railway  stations. 


Cowsheds.  There  are  54  registered  cowsheds  in  the  City  which  accommodate 
821  cows.  During  the  year  a  Veterinary  Inspector  paid  220  visits  to  the  cowsheds, 
and  three  informal  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  these 
notices  being  complied  with  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department.  A  Veterinary 
Inspector  visits  each  cowshed  four  times  per  annum. 


During  the  year  several  more  cowkeepers  have  been  persuaded  by  the 
Veterinary  Inspector  to  institute  the  running  water  method  of  cooling  the  milk. 
Nothing  is  specifically  laid  down  in  the  Order  as  to  the  apparatus  to  be  used  for 
this  purpose. 


Five  informal  notices  which  have  been  served  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order  for  structural  alterations  in  cowsheds  have  been  complied  with  during  the 
year. 


Public  Health  ( Milk  and  Cream)  Regulations,  1912  and  1917.  The  report  on 
samples  examined  under  these  Regulations  will  be  found  in  Appendix  13  (page  179). 


Public  Health  ( Condensed  Milk )  Regulations,  1923,  and  Public  Health  ( Dried 
Milk)  Regulations,  1923.  Included  in  the  reports  of  samples  taken  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and  the  Public  Health  (Milk  and  Cream)  Regulations,  1912, 
and  Amendment  Order,  1917,  are  5  informal  samples  of  condensed  milk.  All  were 
of  satisfactory  composition. 


IceCream.  Eight  hundred  and  sixty  inspections  were  made  of  places  where 
ice  cream  was  manufactured  or  stored. 


Twenty-three  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  ;  of 
These,  11  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory.  In  every  case  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Inspector  and  the  District  Sanitary  Inspector  visited  the  place  where  the  ice  cream 
had  been  manufactured.  Recommendations  by  letter  or  verbally  were  made  in 
regard  to  most  of  the  cases  and  any  suggestions  then  made  were  adopted. 
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Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  The  number  of  samples  examined  was  1,214, 
of  which  55,  or  4-5  per  cent,  were  adulterated  ;  the  corresponding  percentage  for 
1928  was  3-SI  :  in  that  year  1,235  samples  were  taken.  In  England  and  Wales 
in  1928  5-8  per  cent,  of  the  samples  analysed  were  found  to  be  adulterated. 


Samples  of  (Raw)  Milk  taken  in  Hull  numbered  611,  of  which  33  or  5-4  per 
cent,  were  “  not  genuine.”  The  percentage  for  1928  was  4-1. 


Other  samples  reported  against  were  prescriptions,  vinegar,  and  sweet 
spirit  of  nitre  (4  each),  suet  (3),  fruit  cordials  and  friars  balsam  (2  each),  and  rum, 
whisky  and  butter  (1  each).  The  footnotes  to  appendix  15  (see  page  185)  give 
particulars  of  other  samples  to  which  exception  was  taken. 

In  37  cases  legal  proceedings  were  instituted,  particulars  of  which  are  set  out 
in  appendix  14  (pages  180  and  181). 

Full  particulars  of  the  samples  analysed  are  set  out  on  appendix  15  (pages 
182-185.  Further,  the  City  Analyst,  Mr.  A.  R.  Tankard,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  publishes 
in  his  Annual  Report  full  details  concerning  the  work  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts. 

Appeal  to  Cow  Samples.  During  the  year  eight  “  Appeal  to  Cow  ”  samples 
were  taken  as  “  follow-ups  ”  of  samples  taken  rmder  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts.  One  was  below  the  standard  for  milk-fat,  and  one  contained  the  minimum 
legal  requirement  of  milk-fat. 

Labelling  of  Margarine.  Of  19  samples  of  margarine,  five  were  found  to  be 
not  properly  marked  or  labelled.  In  4  cases  the  vendor  was  cautioned  by  letter 
from  the  Town  Clerk,  and  in  one  case  he  was  verbally  cautioned. 

“  Dirt  ”  in  Milk.  In  only  one  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  take  action  with 
respect  to  “  dirt  ”  in  milk  :  the  vendor  was  cautioned  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Public  Health  ( Preservatives  in  Food)  Regulations,  1927.  A  considerable 
number  of  the  samples,  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  was  examined 
for  preservative  ;  only  three  were  found  to  contravene  the  Regulations  ;  details 
of  these  samples  and  the  action  taken  are  set  out  in  appendix  16  (page  186). 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs.  Hull  is  a  very  important  centre  for  the 
manufacture  of  fertilisers  and  feeding  stuffs  :  large  quantities  of  nuts  and  seeds  i 
are  imported  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  feeding  stuffs  ;  further,  the  considerable  , 
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amount  of  offal  obtained  from  the  fishing  trade  is  another  of  the  raw  materials  used. 
Also  milling  is  one  of  the  staple  industries  of  the  City,  and  the  offals  from  this 
trade  provide  feeding  stuffs  for  cattle,  &c. 

There  are  some  To  factories  and  shops  in  the  City  handling  fertilisers  and 
feeding  stuffs.  During  the  year,  91  inspections  were  made  :  20  contraventions 
were  discovered,  chiefly  failure  to  exhibit  the  required  statutory  declaration. 
In  some  cases  it  was  found  that  no  register  was  kept.

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  Thirteen  inspections  were  made  of  premises 
occupied  by  persons  licensed  for  the  sale  of  poisonous  substances  used  for 
agricultural  and  horticultural  purposes.  In  no  case  was  it  found  that  poisons  were 
kept  or  sold  contrary  to  the  Regulations  made  under  the  Act. 

Wholesale  Dealers  in  Margarine.  Two  applications  for  registration  were 
received  and  both  were  approved.  There  are  altogether  62  firms  on  the  register. 
Information  regarding  these  registrations  is  transmitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  as  occasion  arises. 

Artificial  Cream  Act,  1929.  No  applications  were  received  under  this  Act 
during  the  year. 

Bakehouses.  There  are  181  bakehouses  on  the  register,  viz.,  54  factories  and 
127  workshops,  as  compared  with  51  factories  and  106  workshops  last  year. 
552  inspections  were  made  of  these  places.  Cleansing  was  found  to  be  necessary 
in  49  instances,  and  4  other  defects  were  found  to  require  remedy.  All  matters 
reported  against  have  been  attended  to. 

Refreshment  Room  Kitchens.  There  are  89  of  these  workplaces  on  the  register, 
at  which  are  employed  62  males  and  321  females.  They  were  all  visited  and  were 
found  to  be  in  order. 

WORK  OF  THE  FOOD  AND  VETERINARY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  report  of  Mr.  II.  P.  Lewis,  M.R.C.V.S., 
the  Chief  Food  Inspector  :  much  of  the  work  described  in  the  preceding  section 
is  also  done  by  this  Department. 
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Scope  of  Work.  Food  inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Chief  Food  Inspector 
and  his  five  assistants,  one  of  whom  is  a  qualified  Veterinary  Inspector.  Their 
duties  include  the  inspection  of  the  cattle  and  fish  markets,  the  slaughterhouses, 
and  of  all  meat,  fish  and  fruit  sold  in  the  City,  of  cowsheds  and  cows  therein,  and 
of  all  retail  shops,  other  than  dairies,  where  food  is  sold.  Dairies  are  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Staff.  The  Food  Department  is  also 
responsible  for  the  inspection  of  food  for  the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Sanitary  Authority, 
for  examinations  and  reports  under  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Acts,  and 
the  Orders  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  for  the  supervision  and  treatment 
of  the  horses,  cattle  and  other  stock  belonging  to  the  various  Committees  of  the 
Corporation.  A  further  responsibility  is  the  administration  of  the  Performing 
Animals  (Regulation)  Act,  1925.  The  Veterinary  Inspectors  also  act  on  behalf 
of  the  Police  in  cases  of  alleged  cruelty  to  animals. 

Merchandise  Marks  Act,  192G.  The  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926,  relating 
to  the  marking  of  imported  eggs  came  into  operation  on  the  21st  April,  1929.  The 
enforcement  of  the  regulations  at  the  time  of  importation  is  carried  out  by  the 
Officers  of  H.M.  Customs.  The  Officers  of  this  Department  have  carried  out  as  far 
as  possible  the  requirements  of  the  Act  when  the  eggs  have  reached  the  premises 
of  the  wholesale  and  retail  traders. 

It  was  soon  evident  that  several  persons  in  this  City  were  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  removing  the  importation  stamp  from  foreign  eggs  in  order  that  such 
eggs  could  be  sold  as  English  eggs  at  a  higher  price.  Considerable  time  was  devoted 
by  Officers  of  this  Department  in  the  detection  of  these  persons  and  several  prose¬ 
cutions  were  instituted.  As  a  result  of  these  prosecutions  several  persons  ceased  i 
their  operations. 

In  all,  seven  prosecutions  were  instituted  and  six  convictions  were  recorded, 
one  of  which  was  a  second  offence.  Fines  totalling  £43  were  inflicted,  with  costs  ; 
amounting  to  £33  12s. 

Apples,  sultanas,  currants,  raisins,  oat  products  and  honey  have  all  been  . 
scheduled  under  the  above  Act,  and  steps  have  been  taken  by  verbal  notification  > 
to  acquaint  traders  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  and  the  enforcement  of  the 
various  regulations. 

Fish  Dock  Office,  St.  Andrew's  Dock.  One  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  Department  | 
is  mainly  engaged  in  the  inspection  of  fish  and  game  at  the  Fish  Dock  and  shops.  | 
A  disastrous  fire  occurred  on  the  21st  August,  completely  destroying  the  new  j 
market  and  offices  attached,  including  the  office  occupied  by  the  Food  Inspector, 
who  now  occupies  a  box  office  adjacent  to  the  present  market. 
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Developments  during  the  Year.  It  was  found  necessary  at  the  end  of  the  year 
to  vacate  the  warehouse  in  Sewer  Lane,  which  was  used  for  the  storage  of  con¬ 
demned  meat  prior  to  it  being  destroyed.  As  no  other  suitable  accommodation 
could  be  found  it  was  decided  to  purchase  a  motor  truck,  whereby  diseased  meat 
could  be  expeditiously  removed  from  the  slaughterhouses  and  taken  every  day 
to  the  Manure  Company’s  premises  to  be  destroyed.  The  motor  vehicle  is  also 
used  for  the  removal  of  all  classes  of  unsound  goods. 


Re-organisation  of  the  Food  Department.  During  the  year  the  Senior  Assistant 
Food  Inspector  retired  upon  superannuation.  Advantage  was  taken  of  this  to 
re-organise  the  staff  of  the  Department,  and  in  consequence  Mr.  Dunn  was 
appointed  Deputy  Chief  Food  Inspector  and  Inspector  Rhodes,  Senior  Assistant. 
Inspector  Griffiths  was  appointed  Fish  Inspector,  and  L.  J.  Massam  having 
obtained  his  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Certificate,  was  appointed  Assistant  Food 
Inspector.  This  re-arrangement  is  working  satisfactorily. 

Food  Poisoning.  Two  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  investigated 
during  the  year,  one  in  which  a  woman  and  two  girls  were  taken  ill  after  eating 
potted  meat,  the  other  in  which  two  persons  were  taken  ill  after  eating  meat 
sandwiches.  Xo  sample  of  the  potted  meat  could  be  obtained,  but  a  sample  of  the 
meat  sandwiches  was  submitted  to  the  City  Analyst  who  reported  completely 
negative  results. 

From  investigations  which  were  made  the  evidence  obtained  points  stronglv 
to  the  fact  that  neither  of  the  above  cases  was  due  to  food  poisoning. 

Slaughterhouses.  There  are  46  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  City  as  shown 
in  the  following  table  : —

One  “  Registered  ”  slaughterhouse  was  removed  from  the  register  during 
the  year. 

One  licencee  holding  an  oid  licence  died  during  the  year  and  an  application 
has  been  received  from  his  successor  for  an  annual  licence.  Various  alterations 
are  being  made  in  the  premises  before  this  licence  is  granted. 

One  person  is  carrying  out  his  business  on  unregistered  premises,  an  old  licence 
having  originally  been  held  for  this  slaughterhouse,  the  holder  of  this  licence  being 
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now  deceased.  The  present  occupier  has  been  requested  to  apply  for  an  annual 
licence  but  having  failed  to  do  so  the  matter  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Town  Clerk. 

(a)  The  “  Registered  ”  slaughterhouses  are  those  which  were  in  use  as 
slaughterhouses  at  the  time  the  sections  of  the  Towns  Improvement 
Clauses  Act,  1847,  with  respect  to  slaughterhouses,  were  brought  into 
force  by  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Improvement  Act,  1854,  and  have 
continued  to  be  used  as  slaughterhouses. 

(b)  The  “  Old  Licences  ”  are  in  respect  of  the  slaughterhouses  licensed  between 
1854  and  1891,  the  original  licensees  still  being  in  possession  of  and  using 
the  premises  as  slaughterhouses. 

(c)  The  “  Yearly  Licences  ”  refer  to  slaughterhouses  not  coming  within 
either  of  the  two  categories  (a)  and  ( b )  above,  where  the  Corporation 
grant  licences  from  year  to  year  only  in  accordance  with  their  powers 
under  Section  29  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  adopted 
in  1891.

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.  During  the  year  these  Regulations  i 
have  been  well  observed. 


The  number  of  notifications  relative  to  the  inspection  of  meat,  received  at  the 
Food  Office  during  the  year  was  G72. 
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It  is  still  difficult  to  keep  those  engaged  in  the  transport  and  handling  of  meat 
alive  to  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations,  and  cautions  have  from  time  to  time 
been  administered. 

Unsound  Food.  Condemned  meat  is  sold  to  a  salvage  firm  which  manufactures 
manure  and  meal  from  it. 

Condemned  fish  is  disposed  of  to  the  Hull  Fish  Meal  and  Oil  Company,  whose 
premises  adjoin  the  Fish  Dock.

Bacteriology.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  routine  examinations,  special 
microscopical  preparations  were  made  and  examined  from  the  blood  and  tissues 
of  338  animals  for  the  detection  of  the  Anthrax  Bacillus.  In  one  instance  the 
Bacillus  of  Anthrax  was  found  ;  the  remaining  examinations  were  negative. 

Fruit.  Two  thousand,  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  packages  of  fruit,  &c., 
were  dealt  with  in  the  Corporation  warehouse  for  the  purpose  of  sorting  under 
supervision  :  908  packages  were  found  to  be  unsound. 

Food  Preparing  Premises,  Meat  Factories,  &c.  There  are  fifty-two  food 
preparing  premises  in  the  City,  which  are  regularly  visited  by  the  Inspectors. 

Particulars  of  Fish  Landed  from  Trawlers,  &c.  The  Department  has  an  office 
on  the  Fish  Dock,  and  an  Inspector  devotes  practically  his  whole  time  to  inspecting 
fish  at  the  docks  and  fish  shops.

Food  Inspection  in  Shops.  The  440  butchers’  and  pork  butchers’  shops  and  i 
other  shops  where  meat  is  sold  were  visited  from  time  to  time  throughout  the  year. 
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Fish  and  Game  Shops.  In  the  City  there  are  319  fried  fish,  91  fish  and  game 
shops,  8  shellfish  shops  and  53  smokehouses.  These  premises  are  visited  regularly  by 
the  Inspectors  with  a  view  to  maintaining  a  supply  of  fresh  and  wholesome  food¬ 
stuffs  and  general  cleanliness  of  the  premises  and  utensils. 

Miscellaneous  Visits  and  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Acts.  Appendix  17, 
(pages  1 86  to  lift)),  gives  details  of  the  inspections  paid  by  the  Food  Inspectors, 
and  contains  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector’s  Report  on  the  Contagious  Diseases 
(Animals)  Acts. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  Department  during  1929  is  the  highest  recorded  since  1918.  Appendix 
No.  18  on  page  191  shows  the  numbers  of  the  cases  of  the  various  diseases  and 
gives  the  age  periods  and  the  distribution  of  the  cases  over  the  various  Wards 
in  the  City. 

5,176  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  4,320  during  1928. 
Whilst  there  were  70  fewer  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  than  in  the  previous  year,  the 
majority  of  the  other  diseases  showed  increases.  There  were  178  more  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  424  more  of  Measles,  148  more  of  Chicken-pox  and  184  more  of 
Pneumonia,  which  constitute  the  chief  causes  of  the  increased  total. 

During  1918,  the  last  occasion  when  a  greater  number  of  cases  was  recorded — 
6,669  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified,  but  as  5,716  of  these  were  Measles 
cases,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  incidence  of  the  other  diseases  was  by  no  means  as 
great  as  during  1929. 

There  was  nothing  approaching  an  epidemic  at  any  time  during  the  year, 
though  the  increased  prevalence  of  Diphtheria  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year, 
and  Influenza  and  Pneumonia  during  February  and  March,  caused  considerable 
anxiety.

The  notification  rate  for  Scarlet  Fever  although  lower  than  for  1928,  is  still: 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales.  With  the  exception  of  Diphtheria,  the 
other  rates  compare  favourably  with  those  for  the  whole  country.  The  Diphtheria* 
rate  has  again  increased  in  spite  of  the  reduction  recorded  last  year. 

Deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases.  The  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases! 
show  a  considerable  increase  over  those  for  1928,  and  is  the  largest  numben 
recorded  since  1918,  when  the  death-rate  was  T95. 

There  was  no  death  from  Small-pox  :  Scarlet  Fever  2,  and  Enteric  Fever  2 
alone  show  a  decrease  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  when  11  and  3  deaths! 
respectively  from  these  two  diseases  were  recorded.  The  deaths  from  the  other 
“  zymotics  ”  compared  with  the  numbers  during  1928  are  as  follows  : —

The  total  number  of  deaths  caused  by  these  diseases  during  the  year  was  3351 
which  gives  a  death-rate  of  M2  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with 
155  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0-52  for  the  previous  year. 
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Scarlet  Fever.  The  number  of  eases  notified  during  the  year  was  930.  This  is 
70  less  than  the  previous  year,  and  this  reduction  is  rather  gratifying  as  the  number 
of  notifications  of  this  disease  has  steadily  increased  during  the  previous  seven 
years  from  208  in  1922  to  almost  four  times,  namely,  1,000  in  1928.  The  deaths 
in  1929  numbered  two,  which  is  nine  less  than  in  1928  ;  the  death-rate  wras  0-001 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  One  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  hospital  and  the  other, 
an  infant  aged  II  months,  was  nursed  at  home.  The  case  mortality  was  0-21  per 
cent,  compared  with  1-09  in  1928.  Apart  from  the  year  1923,  when  no  death  from 
Scarlet  Fever  was  recorded,  this  is  the  lowest  case  mortality  rate  from  this  disease 
on  record  for  the  City.  There  were  only  two  deaths  in  1924,  but  the  case  mortality 
was  0-51  per  cent.  Seventy-seven  per  cent.,  namely  720,  of  the  cases  notified  in 
1929  were  removed  to  the  City  Hospitals  ;  40  secondary  cases  occurred,  i.c.,  cases 
occurring  in  a  family  within  four  weeks  of  the  onset  of  a  previous  case.  There  were 
also  9  “  return  cases,”  i.e.,  cases  occurring  within  four  weeks  of  the  return  home 
from  hospital  of  a  patient  who  had  been  treated  there  for  Scarlet  Fever.  The 
return  cases  were  1-2  per  cent,  of  those  discharged  and  the  infecting  cases  1-07  per 
cent,  of  those  discharged  :  in  one  instance  two  of  the  return  cases  were  infected 
by  the  same  discharged  patient. 

In  all  cases  thorough  investigation  was  carried  out  with  the  object  of  tracing 
the  source  of  infection  and  preventing  further  spread,  but  no  unusual  circumstances 
warrant  inclusion  in  this  Report. 

Diphtheria.  Eight  hundred  and  fifty-two  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified 
during  the  year  ;  this  is  178  more  than  in  1928,  and  is  the  largest  number  recorded 
for  twenty  years.  The  number  of  deaths,  37,  is  10  more  than  in  1928.  The  death- 
rate  was  0-12  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  0-07,  0-11  and  0-06 
respectively  for  the  three  previous  years.  The  case  mortality  was  4-6  per  cent, 
against  3-1,  4-4  and  2-4  respectively  for  1928,  1927  and  1920.  Among  the  persons 
notified  as  suffering  from  Diphtheria,  six  fatal  cases  occurred  where  the  cause  of 
death  was  certified  to  be  due  to  some  disease  other  than  Diphtheria.  The  case 
mortality  of  the  patients  tieated  in  the  infectious  diseases  hospital  and  whose 
deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  Diphtheria  was  3-.)  per  cent.  Three  of  the  deaths 
occurred  in  other  hospitals  in  the  City,  three  at  their  own  homes  and  one  patient 
died  on  the  way  to  the  infectious  diseases  hospital.  94  per  cent.,  or  800  of  the  cases 
notified  were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospitals.  95  secondary  cases  occurred  ;  in 
two  instances  there  were  4  secondary  cases  in  one  house,  two  houses  had  3  secondary 
•cases,  and  in  8  houses  2  secondary  infections  were  reported.  There  were  7  return 
cases;  2  of  these  were  infected  by  the  same  discharged  patient.  These  return 
cases  occurred  despite  the  fact  that  no  patient  is  discharged  from  hospital  until 
two  consecutive  nasal  and  faucial  swabs  have  been  obtained.  The  return  case- 
rate  was  0-98  per  cent,  of  those  discharged,  and  the  infecting  cases  were  0-84  per 
cent,  of  those  discharged. 
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Eighty-two  of  the  notified  cases  were  “  positive  swab  ”  cases  taken  at  the 
schools  or  the  school  clinic  by  one  of  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  ;  33  of 
these  were  secondary  cases  which  came  to  notice  after  being  swabbed  as  “  contacts  ”  j 
before  being  allowed  to  return  to  school  :  in  many  of  these  patients  there  were  no 
clinical  signs  of  a  diphtheritic  infection. 


1  liese  figures  as  to  incidence  pay  no  regard  to  errors  of  diagnosis  which  occur 
sometimes  in  this  disease,  as  practitioners  are  urged  to  send  cases  which  appear 
clinically  to  be  Diphtheria  into  hospital  without  waiting  for  bacteriological  con-, 
firmation.  Reference  to  the  Report  by  the  Resident  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  on  pages  197  to  204  shows  that  of  the  cases  admitted  I : 
into  hospital,  36  were  re-diagnosed  as  suffering  from  some  disease  other  thani 
diphtheria,  and  44  were  “  carriers  ”  with  no  clinical  symptoms. 

Specimens  from  13  persistent  “  Carriers  ”  of  bacilli  which  appeared  to  be  i 
Diphtheria,  were  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association  for  virulence  examination  i  | 
7  of  these  specimens  were  avirulent  and  6  were  virulent. 

An  increased  dosage,  and  earlier  administration  of  diphtheria  anti-toxin 
appear  to  be  following  the  issue  of  the  leaflet  which  goes  to  the  doctor  with  the 
result  of  every  positive  swab,  suggesting  that  at  last  8,000  units  should  be  given* 
even  in  a  mild  case.  Anti-toxin  is  kept  at  the  various  Police  Stations  throughout 
the  City,  so  as  to  be  readily  available  at  any  time  for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners.; 
During  the  year,  66  phials  of  8,000  units  and  17  prophylactic  doses  of  500  units 
were  obtained  and  used  by  the  various  medical  practitioners  in  the  City.  This 
anti-toxin  was  provided  free  of  charge  in  necessitous  cases,  but  where  the  patients, 
or  parents  of  the  patients,  were  able  to  pay,  a  charge  was  made  of  the  actual  cost: 
or  part  cost  of  the  serum. 

During  the  year  1,163  swabs,  taken  from  persons  who  had  been  in  contact  with,  j 
a  case  of  Diphtheria,  were  examined  by  the  City  Bacteriologist.  The  results  were  )

The  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  has  during  the  year  co-operated  with  the  1  Iealth  Department  in  the  campaign 
against  Diphtheria  by  having  distributed  in  the  schools  leaflets  explaining  to  the 
parents  of  school  children  how  they  may  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  by 
having  their  children  Schick-tested,  and  if  necessary,  immunised.  A  special  clinic 
has  been  held  each  week  at  the  Guildhall  and  131  cases,  all  over  5  years  of  age, 
have  been  Schick-tested.  Of  these,  80  were  found  to  be  positive  and  83  of  this, 
number  received  a  full  course  of  immunising  inoculation.  A  further  41  children 
under  5  years  of  age,  who  were  not  Schick-tested,  also  completed  a  full  course  of 
inoculation.  Toxoid  anti-toxin  was  used  in  every  case.  There  were  no  ill-elfects 
and  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  children  who  had  been  immunised  or 
declared  Schick  negative  ;  one  child  developed  Diphtheria  after  the  first  immunising 
dose  had  been  given. 

Schick  re-testing  was  carried  out  in  32  cases  after  varying  intervals  of  time  : — 
5  cases  were  retested  3J  months  after  immunisation. 
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In  every  case  the  Schick  re-test  was  negative 

The  Clinics  are  held  at  tin-  East  Hull  Clinic,  Morrill  Street,  on  Tuesday  atter- 
roons  at  4-30,  and  in  Room  37  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Guildhall  at  4-15  every 
Monday  afternoon. 

Measles.  The  investigation  of  cases  of  measles  is  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Visitors  :  890  cases  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  during 
the  year  :  37  were  by  direct  notification  :  the  remainder  were  found  by  the  Health 
\  isiters  during  the  course  of  their  ordinary  duties,  or  notified  by  the  School  Medical 
Department,  the  majority  of  the  cases  being  brought  to  notice  through  the  latter 
source.  There  were  64  deaths  from  Measles  compared  with  17  in  1928,  23  in  1927, 
39  in  1926,  64  in  1925  and  49  in  1924  :  the  death-rate  was  0-21  per  1,000  of  the 
population  compared  with  0-06  for  the  previous  year  :  14  of  the  deaths  were  of 
infants  under  one  year  :  25  of  children  between  one  and  two  years  :  18  between 
two  and  five  years  :  and  seven  were  aged  five  years  and  over  :  910  visits  were  paid 
by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year  to  homes  where  cases,  or  suspected  cases, 
of  measles  were  reported,  and  159  re-visits  were  also  made.  In  6  cases  of  Measles 
which  came  to  notice,  the  Corporation  arranged  for  the  services  of  a  District  Nurse, 
c 
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She  paid  61  visits  and  both  children  recovered.  The  services  of  District  Nurses 
could  no  doubt  be  made  available  for  more  of  these  cases  if  we  knew  of  them  in 
time.  In  only  three  of  the  fatal  cases  was  any  knowledge  of  the  case  in  the 
hands  of  the  Department  before  the  death  occurred. 

Whooping  Cough.  The  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  also  showed  a  large 
increase  compared  with  1928  :  71  were  reported  during  the  year,  giving  a  death- 
rate  of  0-24  per  1,000  of  the  population  against  21  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0-07  per 
1,000  during  1928,  and  23  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0.08  per  1,000  during  1927.  Seven¬ 
teen  of  the  deaths  were  infants  under  one  year  :  31  wTere  children  between  one  and 
two  years  old  :  20  were  between  two  and  five  years  old,  and  3  were  children  over 
5  years. 

Whooping  Cough  is  not  a  notifiable  disease,  and  practically  the  only  cases 
reported  to  the  Department  were  those  whose  deaths  were  recorded  by  the 
Registrars  :  the  Department  was  only  aware  of  seven  of  the  fatal  cases  before 
death  occurred.  Other  cases  coming  to  the  notice  of  the  Department,  the  majority 
of  which  are  reported  by  the  School  Medical  Department,  are  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitors,  who  give  advice  to  the  parents.  During  the  year,  498  actual  and  a  number 
of  suspected  cases  were  thus  brought  to  notice  :  the  total  number  of  visits  paid 
by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year  to  cases  or  suspected  cases  and  to  make 
enquiry  after  death  was  679 — 522  first  visits  and  157  re-visits. 

The  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  both  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  draws  attention  to  the  fact  which  has  been  repeatedly  pointed  out  in 
previous  reports  that  the  present  method  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  control 
is  quite  inadequate.  In  the  case  of  both  diseases  most  of  the  cases  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Department  are  school  children  who  will  recover  whether  the  Health 
Authorities  do  anything  or  not  ;  nearly  all  the  fatal  cases  were  children  under 
school  age. 

Provision  will  be  made  for  the  admission  of  complicated  cases  of  both  diseases 
to  the  City  Hospital,  Cottingham,  when  the  necessary  accommodation  is  available, 
but  in  the  meantime  much  could  be  done  if  we  had  some  definite  means  of  gaining 
knowledge  of  the  cases  whilst  there  was  still  hope  of  their  recovery.  Early  noti¬ 
fication  of  the  cases,  hospital  accommodation  and  the  provision  of  home  nursing 
are  required. 

Diarrhoea.  133  deaths  of  infants  under  two  years  of  age  were  recorded  during 
the  year  compared  with  72  during  1928.  The  death-rate  per  1,000  births  was 
21-8  against  11-8  for  1928  and  7-9  for  1927.  The  disease  attained  its  highest 
incidence  during  September  and  October.  The  three  weeks  showing  the  largest 
number  of  deaths  were  those  ending  September  28th,  October  5th  mid  October  12th, 
when  11,  15  and  12  deaths,  respectively,  were  recorded. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  from  this  disease  was  159,  which  is  77 
more  than  were  recorded  in  1928. 

The  death  -rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  from  this  cause  was  0-53  compared 
with  0-27  in  1928,  0-2  in  1927  and  9-4  in  1920.  1  he  Health  Visitors  made  167  first 
visits  to  cases  of  Diarrhoea  in  children  and  30  re-visits.  Further  reference  is  made 
to  Infantile  Diarrhoea  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section  (page  120).

Enteric  Fever.  Nine  cases  were  notified  and  one  death  occurred  during  the 
year  compared  with  seven  cases  and  three  deaths  during  1928.  The  fatal  case 
occurred  at  the  Hull  Union  Infirmary  ;  bacteriological  confirmation  of  the  diagnosis 
was  obtained.  Seven  of  the  notified  cases  were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital, 
two  of  whom  died,  the  deaths  being  certified  as  due  to  Peritonitis  and  Puerperal 
Septicaemia,  respectively  ;  in  each  of  these  cases  the  agglutination  test  for  the 
typhoid  organism  was  negative.  With  one  exception  the  diagnoses  in  the  remainder 
of  the  cases  were  bacteriologically  confirmed. 

In  March,  1929  the  fourth  consecutive  “  negative  ”  result  for  Bacilli  Typhosus 
was  obtained  from  the  “  urinary  carrier  ”  (a  man  aged  50  years)  referred  to  in  the 
Annual  Reports  for  1927  and  1928,  and  he  was  therefore  released  from  the  res¬ 
trictions  imposed  under  the  Pneumonia,  Malaria  and  Dysentery  Regulations,  1919. 

« 

He  was  admitted  to  hospital  in  January,  1927,  suffering  from  Typhoid  fever  ; 
discharged  as  a  “  urinary  carrier  ”  five  months  later,  and  kept  under  observation 
until  clear  of  infection  22  months  after  his  discharge  from  hospital. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica.  (Sleepy  Sickness)  :  20  cases  of  Encephalitis 

Lethargica  were  notified  during  the  year  ;  10  were  alive  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  10  proved  fatal. 

The  total  case-mortality  for  the  year  was  therefore  50  per  cent.  Of  the  20  cases 
notified,  8  were  treated  at  home,  3  of  whom  were  alive  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  and  the  remaining  12  received  treatment  at  various  hospitals  in  the  City  , 
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7  of  them  survived  the  attack.  Periodic  re-visits  are  paid  to  all  encephalitis  patients. 
Five  of  the  1929  patients  recovered  without  any  apparent  after-effect,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  appeared  to  be  quite  normal  again.  In  four  of  the  remaining  cases 
some  slight  abnormality  is  still  present  ;  the  other  had  removed  and  could  not  be 
traced. 

Appendix  No.  21  on  pages  194  and  195  shows  the  present  condition,  where 
information  is  obtainable,  cf  those  who  are  suffering  from  the  after-effects  of 
Encephalitis  Lethargica.  Forty-six  notified  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  are 
known  to  be  alive  but  only  fourteen  are  reported  to  be  now  suffering  from  some 
after-effect.  The  appendix  also  includes  information  regarding  the  condition  of  six 
other  cases  reported  by  the  School  Medical  Service  to  be  suffering  from  the 
after-effects  of  an  attack  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  ;  none  of  these  cases  had  been 
previously  notified  to  the  Department,  but  the  history  and  condition  of  each 
patient  more  or  less  pointed  to  their  having  suffered  from  this  disease. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  information 
was  obtained  as  to  whether  persons  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Encephalitis 
Lethargica  had  been  vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated  just  prior  to  the  attack  ;  in  no 
case  had  this  occurred,  but  in  one  instance  the  disease  followed  an  attack  of  Measles. 

The  following  particulars  with  regard  to  the  girl,  aged  4  years,  whose  death 
was  certified  as  due  to  Encephalitis  following  Measles  are  of  interest : — 

The  child  was  admitted  to  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  on  the  31st  December, 
1928  and  died  there  on  the  7th  February,  1929. 

The  girl  had  suffered  from  Measles  ten  days  before  admission  to  hospital ;  I 
there  were  no  discharges  and  the  Measles  seemed  to  run  an  ordinary  course.  Four  , 
days  before  admission  to  hospital  the  child  was  quite  well  ;  the  following  day  she  ' 
became  pale  and  listless  and  the  next  day  became  semi-conscious  and  was  unable  i 
to  swallow  and  showed  rigidity  of  the  jaw.  She  could  not  speak  and  when  she 
tried  to  open  the  jaw  the  result  was  a  tonic  spasm.  The  child  had  a  temperature 
of  102°  before  admission  ;  the  temperature  was  normal  during  the  first  three 
weeks  in  hospital,  but  from  that  time  until  death  the  temperature  ranged  from 
100°  to  102°. 

On  the  1st  January,  lumbar  puncture  was  performed,  10  c.c’s.  of  fluid  were 
withdrawn.  The  fluid  was  clear,  but  under  pressure  ;  the  cells  were  8  per  c.m.m. ; 
chiefly  round  and  endothelial  cells.  The  protein  was  35  m.  gms.  per  1,000  c.c’s.  ; 
no  growth  on  culture. 

On  the  31  st  January  lumbar  puncture  was  again  performed.  The  cells  on 
this  examination  were  440  per  c.m.m.,  mostly  endothelial  and  some  lymphocytes  ; 
no  growth  was  obtained  on  culture. 


Nervous  System. — The  pupils  rc-actcd  to  light  ;  there  was  deviation  of  the 
eyes  to  the  right  ;  the  fundi  vessels  were  congested  and  the  discs  pale. 

Abdominal  reflexes — absent. 

Kernig — absent. 

Babins  ki — negative. 

No  head  retraction. 

Knee  jerks  and  ankle  jerks— absent. 

Plantar  reflexes — extensor— Right  f  + 

No  apparent  paralysis  of  the  limbs. 

Incontinence  of  urine  and  fieces. 

Tetanus  was  thought  of,  but  there  was  no  sign  of  injury. 

The  child  remained  in  the  same  comatose  condition  during  the  whole  stay  in 
hospital  ;  was  restless  and  noisy  and  luminol  seemed  to  have  little  effect. 

On  the  24th  January  the  child  developed  a  discharge  from  the  left  ear.  The 
fluid  was  at  first  clear,  but  later  became  purulent.  No  perforation  of  the  membrane 
was  reported. 

On  the  1st  February  the  child  developed  septic  spots  over  the  scalp,  neck  and 
lips  and  gradually  became  weaker  and  died  on  the  7th  February.  The  temperature 
lowered  towards  the  end  but  shot  up  just  prior  to  death.  Death  was  certified  as 
stated  above — no  post  mortem  was  performed. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis.  Seven  cases  were  notified,  all  of  which  were  fatal. 

Enquiry  into  the  death  of  an  infant  aged  10  months  certified  as  having  died 
from  Meningitis  after  Measles  and  Broncho-pneumonia  showed  that  the  Meningitis 
was  Meningismus  before  death  from  Broncho-pneumonia  following  Measles. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis.  Six  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year  ;  one  of  which,  a  boy  aged  10  years,  died.  One  of  the  other  notified  cases 
died  about  two  months  later  but  death  was  certified  as  due  to  some  other  disease. 
Of  the  4  surviving  cases,  one  was  later  re-diagnosed  as  some  other  disease  ;  the 
other  three  still  suffer  from  some  paralysis  of  the  limbs,  and  are  receiving  medical 
attention. 

Pneumonia.  172  cases  of  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia  and  342  of  Acute 
Primary  Pneumonia  were  notified  :  loo  of  these  514  patients  died.  This  is  equiva¬ 
lent  to  a  case-mortality  of  30 T  per  cent.  The  total  number  of  deaths  registered 
during  the  year  from  all  forms  of  Pneumonia  was  575.  The  increase  in  the  number 
of  notified  cases  is  due  to  the  outbreak  of  Influenza  which  occurred  early  in  the 
year,  a  report  on  which  is  given  on  pages  72  and  73.

Dysentery.  A  man  aged  46  years  was  notified  as  suffering  from  this  disease. 
He  was  later,  after  a  “  positive  ”  bacteriological  result,  admitted  to  the  City 
Hospital  as  a  case  of  Typhoid  fever.  He  was  discharged  after  a  stay  in  hospital  of 
26  days,  diagnosed  as  having  suffered  from  Enteritis.  The  "  positive  ”  reaction 
was  no  doubt  due  to  his  being  inoculated  with  T.A.B.  whilst  in  the  army. 

Malaria.  Five  cases  of  Malaria  were  reported  :  the  disease  had  been  con¬ 
tracted  abroad  in  all  the  cases.  One  case  of  Induced  Malaria  was  also  notified. 
After  a  slight  relapse  since  his  discharge  from  Hospital  he  is  now  showing  signs 
of  improvement  but  is  unfit  for  work. 

Seven  other  general  paralysis  patients  who  had  been  inoculated  with  Malaria 
in  previous  years  and  a  report  about  whom  had  been  included  in  the  Annual  Report 
for  preceding  years  were  periodically  visited  during  the  year.  One  is  still  an  inmate 
of  the  Mental  Hospital  where  he  was  admitted  about  five  months  after  inoculation. 
Another  is  reported  to  be  of  a  moody  disposition  and  not  quite  normal,  but  the 
other  five  are  in  good  health. 

Mosquito  Control.  During  the  late  summer  and  autumn  large  numbers  of 
mosquitoes  invaded  the  East  Hull  District.  These  were  traced  to  have 
been  bred  in  a  large  pond  at  the  King  George  Dock  on  the  property  of  the  London 
and  North  Eastern  Railway  Company.  Precautionary  measures  have  been  taken 
in  previous  years  with  regard  to  this  pond,  which  is  a  suitable  place  for  the  breeding 
of  enormous  numbers  of  these  pests.  The  matter  was  again  taken  up  with  the 
Railway  Company  and  steps  were  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

As  in  previous  years,  observations  were  continued  throughout  the  City  during 
the  year,  and  the  necessary  precautionary  measures  were  advised  to  be  taken  by 
owners  of  places  likely  to  provide  breeding  grounds. 

These  operations  resulted  in  a  great  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  mosquitoes. 

Smallpox.  On  the  29th  January,  1929,  in  consequence  of  a  routine  visit  to 
an  unvaccinated  case  of  Chickenpox,  one  of  the  medical  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  found  a  woman  aged  30  years  to  be  suffering  from  Smallpox.  She 
had  apparently  contracted  the  disease  whilst  on  a  visit  to  her  husband,  who  is  the  ! 
master  of  a  ship  which  was  then  berthed  in  a  port  in  the  North  of  England. 


Two  days  later,  following  the  request  of  a  medical  practitioner  for  a  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Health  Department  to  examine  a  patient  who  had  a  suspicious  rash, 
a  second  case  was  discovered,  a  woman  aged  40  years.  This  woman  resided  in 
another  part  of  the  City  and  there  was  no  connection  between  the  two  cases. 
The  source  of  infection  for  this  second  case  was  never  traced. 
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Both  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  immediately  on  discovery  and  the  usual 
precautions  were  taken.  Fortunately  there  was  no  spread  of  the  infection  and  no 
further  case  occurred  in  the  City  during  the  year.  A  youth  of  17  years  was  admitted 
to  hospital  in  February  with  a  suspicious  rash,  but  the  diagnosis  of  Smallpox  was 
not  confirmed. 

Early  in  February  the  vessel  of  which  the  husband  of  the  first  above-mentioned 
case  was  the  master,  arrived  in  Hull,  and  the  man  himself  was  reported  to  be  ill 
on  arrival.  He  was  removed  to  hospital  and  found  to  be  suffering  from  Smallpox. 
As  this  case  was  dealt  with  by  the  Hull  &  Goole  Port  Sanitary  Authority  and  there 
was  no  actual  contact  with  the  City,  it  was  regarded  to  be  a  case  coming  within 
the  area  of  that  Authority. 

Vaccinations.  The  total  number  of  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  performed 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Health  Department 
under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations,  during  the  year 
was  135.  These  were  made  up  as  follows  : —

Of  the  primary  vaccinations,  41  were  successful  and  1  unsuccessful,  whilst 
of  the  re-vaccinations  29  results  were  successful  and  5  unsuccessful  :  the  results 
of  the  other  59  re-vaccinations  were  not  known  as  the  persons  vaccinated  were  the 
crews  of  two  vessels  which  left  the  port  before  the  results  could  be  ascertained. 
The  unsuccessful  primary  vaccination  and  one  of  the  unsuccessful  re-vaccinations 
were  the  two  Smallpox  patients  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year. 

The  Vaccination  Officers  report  that  1,587  exemptions  from  vaccination  were 
obtained  during  the  year  1928  and  3,151  persons  were  vaccinated,  mostly  by  the 
Public  Vaccinators. 

Appendix  22  on  page  19G  gives  a  summary  of  the  returns  of  the  Vaccination 
Officers. 

Ckickenpox.  1,G23  cases  of  Chickenpox  were  notified  or  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Department  during  1929.  The  disease  was  compulsorily  notifiable 
throughout  the  year.  A  medical  officer  visited  all  the  unvaccinated  cases,  and 
the  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  a  Senior  Assistant 
during  the  year  was  as  follows  : —

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Infections  Diseases  Diagnostic  Service.  During  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  or  a  Senior  Assistant  paid  108  visits  and  1 1  re-visits  to  doubtful  or  unusual 
cases  of  infectious  diseases  ;  this  makes  the  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  Medical 
Officers  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases,  740. 

Influenza.  The  serious  wave  of  Influenza  which  swept  the  country  during 
February  and  March  made  its  effect  felt  in  the  City.  Whilst  it  is  impossible  to 
estimate  the  total  number  of  persons  affected,  the  number  of  deaths  was  sufficiently 
high  to  cause  considerable  anxiety.  Health  Authorities  cannot,  of  course,  render 
much  assistance  in  epidemics  of  diseases  of  this  nature,  but  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  prepared  a  scheme  whereby,  with  the  assistance  of  various  public  bodies 
working  in  conjunction  with  various  branches  of  the  Health  Department  staff, 
the  resources  of  the  City  could  be  utilised  to  the  fullest  extent.  It  was,  however, 
not  found  necessary  to  put  the  actual  scheme  into  operation,  although  in  one  or 
two  instances  some  of  the  proposals  were  put  into  effect. 

The  serious  nature  of  the  outbreak  will  be  realised  by  the  fact  that  216  of  the 
234  deaths  from  this  disease  registered  during  the  year  occurred  during  the  first 
quarter,  and  further  that  175  of  these  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  five  weeks 
from  February  9th  to  March  16th.  Despite  the  fact  that  our  Influenza  death-rate 
(2-92  per  1,000  of  the  population)  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  was  higher  than 
that  for  the  whole  country  (2-44),  we  did  not  suffer  so  severely  as  some  of  the  other 
large  towns. 

Of  the  deaths  during  the  first  quarter,  109  were  males  and  107  females,  and  the 
following  table  shows  the  numbers  of  deaths  each  week  from  Influenza  and  from 
Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis,  which  are  associated  with  it  : —

This  is  the  worst  outbreak  of  Influenza  in  the  City  since  1018  9,  but  fortunately 
it  was  not  so  serious  as  then,  when  in  one  week  in  November,  1918,  no  less  than 
210  deaths  from  this  disease  were  recorded. 


Of  the  deaths  from  Influenza  recorded  during  the  remainder  of  the  year, 
12  occurred  during  the  second  quarter  ;  none  during  the  third  quarter  and  0  during 
the  last  quarter. 


The  death-rate  for  the  year  was  0-78  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared 
with  50  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0T7  for  1928. 


Hospitals  for  Infectious  Diseases.  The  new  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at 
Cottingham  was  opened  for  the  admission  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  in  August, 


1929. 


As  it  w'as  intended  to  use  the  evacuated  City  Hospital  for  a  Maternity  Home 
and  Infants  Hospital,  it  was  necessary  to  plan  seme  effective  means  to  transfer 
the  patients  from  one  hospital  to  the  other.  The  transfer  was  made  more  difficult 
as  two  of  the  pavilions  at  the  new  hospital  were  being  used  as  a  Maternity  Home. 


It  w:as  eventually  decided  to  accommodate  all  the  Scarlet  Fever  patients  in 
the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital,  Sutton,  and  this  was  done  a  few  months  before  the 
actual  transfer  was  to  take  place,  thus  allowing  certain  pavilions  at  the  Hedon 
Road  hospital  to  be  prepared  for  use  as  maternity  wards.  When  these  were  ready 
the  admission  of  maternity  cases  to  the  hospital  at  Cottingham  ceased  and  the 
infectious  patients  and  staff  of  the  infectious  diseases  hospital  were  transferred  to 
the  new  hospital  at  Cottingham. 
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Maternity  cases  were  then  admitted  to  the  hospital  at  Hedon  Road,  and  a 
week  or  two  later,  on  the  discharge  of  all  maternity  cases  from  the  two  pavilions 
at  Cottingham,  the  staff  and  effects  of  the  maternity  service  were  finally  transferred 
to  Hedon  Road. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  four  pavilions,  with  an  accommodation  of  112  beds, 
were  in  use  at  the  City  Hospital.  These  were  supplemented  by  four  shelters  which 
were  suitably  furnished  and  fitted  up  and  which  could  be  put  into  use  if  required. 
Another  pavilion  providing  beds  for  a  further  38  patients  is  now  in  course  of 
erection  (1930),  and  an  operating  block,  further  pavilions,  etc.,  will  be  built  as 
early  as  possible.  It  is  anticipated  that  accommodation  for  374  patients  will  be 
provided  in  the  hospital  when  our  building  programme  is  completed.

It  will  be  seen  that  during  the  last  five  years  the  number  of  patients  treated 
in  the  hospitals  for  infectious  diseases  has  increased  year  by  year,  and  emphasises 
the  need  for  the  increased  hospital  accommodation  which  will  be  provided  when 
further  pavilions  are  erected  at  the  City  Hospital  at  Cottingham. 

The  increased  incidence  of  Diphtheria  during  the  year,  a  large  percentage  of 
cases  of  this  disease  being  admitted  to  hospital,  was  responsible  for  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  admissions  ;  1 88  more  cases  of  this  disease  were  accommodated 
in  the  hospitals  than  during  the  previous  year. 
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The  practice  of  discharging  uncomplicated  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  on  the  28th 
day  after  admission,  whether  desquamation  had  been  completed  or  not,  was 
continued  during  1929.  It  was  found  that  fewer  return  cases  were  caused  by  these 
patients  than  when  such  cases  were  kept  in  hospital  until  desquamation  had  ceased. 
Of  the  8  infecting  cases,  which  were  responsible  for  the  9  "  return  ”  cases,  only 
three  were  discharged  on  or  before  28  days  from  the  onset  ;  three  within  29  to 
34  days  ;  and  one  had  been  in  hospital  60  days,  and  the  other  71  days. 

Drs.  Ritchie  Rodger  and  Simpson  continued  their  appointments  throughout 
the  year  as  Nose,  Throat  and  Ear  Surgeons  to  the  hospital.  A  report  on  the 
operations,  &c.,  performed  is  included  in  appendix  23,  which  is  the  report  of  the 
Resident  Medical  Officer  and  appears  on  pages  197  to  204. 

On  the  resignation  of  Dr.  A.  O.  Mitchell,  who  took  over  the  duties  of  Resident 
Medical  Officer  at  the  City  Fever  Hospitals  in  January,  1927,  Dr.  John  Wilkie, 
the  present  Resident  Medical  Officer,  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy  and  commenced 
duty  on  the  1st  March,  1929. 


It  is  hoped  that  a  Medical  Superintendent  will  be  appointed  in  the  near  future 
to  take  charge  of  the  complete  hospital  unit  consisting  of  the  City  Fever  Hospital, 
the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  and  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital  when  the  latter  is 
erected  on  the  proposed  site  on  the  hospital  estate  at  Cottingham. 


The  sister-Tutor  appointed  in  February,  1927,  to  train  probationer  nurses 
at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  and  the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium,  Cottingham, 
continued  in  her  appointment  throughout  the  year.

An  arrangement  is  in  operation  whereby  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  allow  the 
nurses  who  have  obtained  their  Fever  Certilicates  at  the  City  Hospitals  a  reduction 
in  the  usual  period  of  training  from  4  years  to  3  years. 


Bacteriological  Examinations.  Appendix  24  (page  205),  gives  Mr.  Tankard  s 
report  on  specimens  submitted  to  him  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  or 
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pathological  examination.  The  specimens  numbered  5,520,  amongst  which  3,90  0 
were  for  the  organisms  of  Diphtheria  and  1,41  1  for  those  of  Tuberculosis. 

A  large  number  of  specimens  was  examined  in  the  laboratories  attached  to 
their  hospitals  by  the  Resident  Medical  Officers  of  the  City  Hospital  and  the 
Tuberculosis  Sanatorium,  Cottingham. 

Dr.  Adamson  is  responsible  for  pathological  examinations  under  the  Venereal 
Diseases  Scheme  and  for  the  examination  of  milk  for  Tuberculosis  by  the  biological 
test. 


DISEASES  CONTRIBUTING  LARGELY  TO  THE  DEATH-RATE 
OR  OF  SPECIAL  INTEREST. 

Cancer.  Cancer  caused  403  deaths  compared  with  429  in  1928,  426  in  1927 
and  403  in  1926.  Accurate  records  of  the  causes  of  death  in  Hull  begin  in  1S86. 
In  that  year  there  were  101  deaths  from  Cancer  and  315  from  Tuberculosis.  These 
represent,  on  the  population  of  that  day,  a  death-rate  of  0-5  per  1,000  of  the 
population  from  cancer  and  1-6  from  tuberculosis.  With  the  exception  of  1929, 
when  there  was  a  decrease  of  26  in  the  total  number  of  deaths  as  compared  with 
those  for  the  previous  year,  the  mortality  from  this  disease  has,  apart  from  slight 
variations,  shown  an  upward  tendency  year  by  year.  The  death-rate  from  Cancer 
is  now  1-3  per  1,000  and  from  Tuberculosis  1-2.  The  death-rates  for  England  and 
Wales  are  Cancer,  1-4  ;  Tuberculosis,  0-93.  In  the  last  44  years,  therefore,  the 
death-rate  in  Hull  from  Cancer  has  increased  160  per  cent.,  whilst  that  from 
Tuberculosis  has  decreased  by  25  per  cent. 

A  table  has  been  prepared  for  the  third  year,  showing  the  principal  sites  of 
fatal  cancer  ;  cancer  of  the  stomach  caused  147  deaths,  of  the  intestines  74,  the 
womb  52,  the  breast  31,  and  the  tongue  and  lips  23  ;  it  is  printed  as  appendix  25, 
page  206. 

The  Local  Medical  Committee  on  Cancer,  which  is  affiliated  to  the  Medical 
Committee  of  the  Yorkshire  Council  of  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign,  con¬ 
tinues  to  meet  at  quarterly  intervals,  and  during  the  year  they  discussed  proposals 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Cancer  Clinic  in  the  City  and  proposals  for  obtaining 
a  supply  of  radium. 

Their  part-time  Medical  Investigator,  Mrs.  Eve,  M.B.,  Tills  up  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  questionnaire  for  all  cases  of  cancer  of  the  breast,  womb  or  rectum,  of 
which  she  can  obtain  particulars.  Since  the  scheme  of  inquiry  was  instituted  in 
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April,  1927,  up  to  the  end  of  December,  1929,  251  cases  had  been  brought  within 
the  scope  of  the  investigation.  The  patients  had  been  treated  at  the  following

In  addition  to  the  above  10  skin  cases  (rodent  ulcer)  were  taken  at  the 
Radiological  Department  of  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  during  1929. 

The  figures  show  that  23  per  cent,  of  the  patients  suffering  from  Cancer  of 
the  Breast  were  inoperable  before  the  patients  were  examined  by  a  surgeon,  and 
in  the  case  of  Cancer  of  the  Uterus  and  Rectum,  the  inoperable  cases  numbered 
81  per  cent,  and  82  per  cent,  respectively.  It  should  be  mentioned  here  that  these 
are  all  patients  who  have  attended  the  Royal  Infirmary,  or  have  been  admitted 
to  a  Poor  Law  Institution,  or  other  hospital,  and  that  if  all  cases  of  Cancer  of  these 
sites  were  included,  the  proportion  of  inoperable  cases  might  be  even  greater,  as 
many  very  old  people  do  not  consult  a  doctor  until  the  disease  is  obviously  very 
advanced,  and  the  general  practitioner,  properly,  does  not  think  it  necessary  or 
advisable  to  send  them  on  to  a  surgeon.  Figures  have  been  got  out  showing  the 
average  interval  which  has  elapsed  : — 

(«)  Between  the  onset  of  symptoms  and  consulting  a  doctor,  either  at  a 
hospital  or  a  private  doctor  (general  practitioner),  and 

(b)  The  interval  between  consulting  a  general  practitioner  and  being  admitted 
to  a  hospital.

The  figures  concerning  Cancer  of  the  Rectum  are  based  on  very  small  numbers, 
and  sound  conclusions,  therefore,  cannot  be  drawn  from  them,  but  it  appears  that 
the  interval  between  the  onset  of  symptoms  and  the  obtaining  of  medical  aid  of 
any  sort  is  about  4\  months,  and  there  is  a  further  interval  of  about  5\  months 
general  practitioner  treatment  before  the  case  is  sent  to  the  surgeon.

The  figures  of  interval  between  onset  and  the  obtaining  of  advice  from  a 
doctor  in  cases  of  Cancer  of  the  Womb  cannot  be  regarded  as  very  accurate  :  they 
depend  on  recollection  by  the  patient  of  the  date  of  onset  of  haemorrhage.  As  will 
be  mentioned  later,  however,  the  operative  treatment  of  malignant  disease  of 
the  Uterus  is  now  in  some  schools  being  aided,  or  even  superseded,  by  radium 
treatment,  and  cases  which  a  few  years  ago  would  be  regarded  as  hopeless  are  now 
being  attacked  with  a  fair  prospect  of  success. 

Another  comment  on  the  above  table  is  to  the  effect  that  delay  between  the 
first  seeking  of  medical  advice  and  examination  by  a  surgeon  is  very  often  the 
fault  of  the  patient,  who  has  a  not  unnatural  reluctance  to  take  a  step  which  may  ; 
lead  to  a  surgical  operation. 

One  lecture  to  medical  men  was  given  as  under  at  the  cost  of  the  Yorkshire  i 
Council  of  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign  ;  the  Lord  Mayor  granted  the  free  ' 
use  of  the  reception  room  in  the  Guildhall  for  the  meeting,  which  was  very  well 
attended. 

Friday,  loth  March,  1929 — “  The  Diagnosis  of  Malignant  Disease  of  the 
Uterus,”  by  Miles  H.  Phillips,  Esq.,  F.R.C.S.,  Sheffield. 

Radium.  It  is  now  known  definitely  that  radium  treatment  is  of  great  value  I 
in  the  treatment  of  certain  forms  of  cancer,  particularly  cancer  of  the  womb  and 
of  the  lip  or  tongue.  The  Royal  Infirmary  possess  174  milligrammes  of  the  element,  i 
but  it  can  only  be  used  for  patients  treated  within  the  walls  of  that  Institution,  ; 
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and  even  so,  is  in  full  use.  The  only  other  radium  in  the  City  is  the  44  milligrammes 
of  Hydrated  Radium  Bromide  (23  milligrammes  of  element)  belonging  to  the 
Corporation  which  is  lent  on  request  for  periods  of  4S  hours  at  a  time  to  any  medical 
practitioner  who  requires  it  for  the  use  of  a  patient  in  the  City  or  neighbourhood  ; 
no  charge  is  made  if  the  family  income  is  less  than  £2  a  week  ;  if  the  income  exceeds 
this,  the  charge  is  1/-  for  the  period  of  the  loan  for  each  £1  in  excess  of  a  weekly 
income  of  £2. 

The  doctor  making  the  application  is  responsible  for  the  safe  return  of  the 
radium  (which,  however,  is  insured  for  £390),  and  for  the  payment  of  the  fee. 

As  already  mentioned  in  page  14  of  this  Report,  the  amount  of  radium  likely 
to  be  available  in  Hull  during  the  year  1930  will  be  rather  more  than  one  gramme, 
due  to  the  generous  gift  of  £5,000  from  an  anonymous  donor  towards  the  supply 
of  radium  for  use  m  the  City  and  the  surrounding  areas,  conditional  on  a  like 
amount  of  money  being  obtained  from  other  sources  for  the  same  purpose.  The 
Hull  Rotary  Club  have  undertaken  to  raiseihis  sum,  and  it  will  be  possible  with  the 
£10,000  to  purchase  about  three-quarters  of  a  gramme  of  radium  for  the  benefit 
of  sufferers  from  Cancer. 

During  1929  the  applicators  were  on  loan  on  100  occasions  for  the  use  of  66 
patients,  one  of  whom  had  the  use  of  it  seven  times  ;  the  lo  ms  in  90  instances 
were  in  respect  of  persons  suffering  from  Cancer. 

Bronchitis.  There  were  228  deaths  from  Bronchitis  compared  with  211  in 
1928  and  333  in  1927.  The  death-rate  in  1929  was  0-8  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
and  the  total  death-rate  from  non-tuberculous  respiratory  diseases,  chiefly 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  was  2-8. 

Heart  Disease.  This  disease  accounted  for  744  deaths  during  the  year,  com¬ 
pared  with  677  in  1928.  The  death-rate  in  1929  was  2-5  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

These  figures  show  how  very  serious  is  this  cause  of  death,  and  emphasise 
the  importance  of  paying  ever  increased  attention  to  rheumatism  in  children  and 
adolescents,  for  by  this  means  the  seed  of  heart  disease  in  adults  is  often  sown. 

Alcoholism.  During  the  year  10  deaths  were  certified  to  have  occurred  from 
Cirrhosis  of  the  Liver  and  one  from  Alcoholism. 

The  total  of  11  deaths  compares  with  10  in  1928  and  11  in  1927. 

Deaths  from  Coal  Gas  Poisoning.  Investigations  were  made,  at  the  request 
of  the  Minister  of  Health,  in  connection  with  eight  cases  of  death  from  coal  gas 
poisoning.  These  enquiries  are  carried  out  in  those  cases  where  a  verdict  of 
“  accidental  death,”  or  “  death  from  misadventure,”  is  returned. 
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Anthrax.  No  case  of  Anthrax  in  man  occurred  during  the  year.  (For  case  of 
Anthrax  in  a  cow  see  page  189  of  this  Report.) 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  material  for  this  section  has  been  supplied  largely  by  the  Senior 
Tuberculosis  Officer,  Dr.  J.  A.  Raeburn. 

The  following  table  gives  the  new  cases  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Department,  arranged  in  age  periods  and  also  shews  the  deaths  arranged  in  the 
same  way.

On  examining  this  table,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  deaths  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  increased  by  1 1  and  of  non-pulmonary  by  2  over  the 
previous  year.  Allowing  for  the  increase  in  the  population,  the  death-rate  remains 
practically  the  same.  The  next  table  gives  the  death  rate  for  a  number  of  years 
past  and  confirms  that,  for  these  years,  the  variation  has  been  only  fractional. 

Despite  an  increase  in  the  number  of  sessions  at  the  Dispensaries  and  an 
increase  in  the  home  visiting,  there  is  no  appreciable  diminution  in  the  incidence 
of  the  disease. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  and  the 
death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  all  England  and  Wales  and  for  Hull 
since  1919: —

The  above  table  shews  that  the  death  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
increased  both  in  Hull  and  over  the  whole  country  in  1929  and  at  practically  the 
same  rate.

58  primary  notifications  from  School  Medical  Officers  were  received  in  1929 
compared  with  76  in  1928  ;  58  in  1927  and  1  in  1926,  before  the  new  scheme  was 
started. 

Dispensary  System.  Unless  arrangements  are  made  for  receiving  treatment  .: 
elsewhere,  the  notified  cases  attend  at  one  of  the  two  Dispensaries. 

Of  the  679  cases  notified,  a  considerable  number  were  moribund  at  the  time 
of  notification  and  others  were  removed  to  institutions  such  as  the  Guardians’  | 
hospitals  or  elected  to  have  their  own  medical  attendants.  The  balance,  numbering: 
564,  attended  the  Dispensaries.  Besides  these,  348  suspected  cases  or  contacts! 
attended  the  Dispensaries,  making  912  new  patients  who  came  for  diagnosis  or 
to  have  the  appropriate  treatment  arranged  ;  the  corresponding  number  for  1928! 
was  867.  Thus  a  larger  proportion  chose  to  have  treatment  at  the  Municipal j 
Dispensaries. 

Of  the  total  for  1929,  462  were  diagnosed  immediately  as  cases  of  definite 
tuberculosis  ;  253  were  considered  not  to  be  suffering  from  active  tuberculosis: 
and  197  were  doubtful  and  were  kept  under  observation.  112  of  these  had  beem 
diagnosed  definitely  by  the  end  of  the  year  ;  48  tuberculous  and  64  non-tuberculous. 

Of  the  85  cases  still  under  observation  at  the  end  of  the  year  : — 

12  at  the  time  of  writing  have  been  found  to  be  tuberculous, 

17  at  the  time  of  writing  have  been  found  to  be  non-tuberculous, 

1 1  have  failed  to  come  for  further  examination  and 

45  are  still  not  definitely  diagnosed. 

Sources  of  the  912  new  cases  : — 

328  were  contacts  of  other  cases, 

383  were  sent  by  private  practitioners  or  from  the  General  Dispensary, 

191  came  from  other  Municipal  Institutions  such  as  the  School  Medical  or, 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Departments  ;  and 
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Ten  came  from  other  sources  such  as  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  British  Legion,  Ministry 
of  Pensions,  members  of  the  After-Care  Committee  and  Welfare  Workers  at 
Factories. 


Examination  of  Contacts.  One  of  the  main  objects  of  the  Dispensary  system 
is  to  bring  cases  under  treatment  at  a  stage  sufficiently  early  to  warrant  a  hope  of 
arresting  the  disease.  To  this  end  the  Medical  Officers  and  the  Health  Visitors 
use  every  effort  to  persuade  the  family  contacts  of  infectious  cases  of  the  pulmonary 
forms  to  attend  the  Dispensary  for  examination. 

The  following  contacts  were  brought  to  the  Dispensaries  by  the  ordinary 
machinery : —

Of  the  1929  contacts,  102  were  found  to  be  definitely  tuberculous  at  the  lirst 
examination  and  15  later  on  ;  142  were  considered  not  to  be  tuberculous  at  the 
first  examination  and  49  subsequently  ;  the  other  20  were  amongst  those  under 
observation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  the  383  sent  by  practitioners,  320  were  diagnosed  definitely  before  they 
came  to  the  dispensaries  and  03  were  sent  for  diagnosis.  Of  these,  39  were  diagnosed 
as  tuberculous  and  24  as  non-tuberculous.

X-Rays  at  Durham  House.  In  the  summer  of  1929  the  East  Hull  Clinic  was 
opened  behind  Durham  House  and  the  X-Ray  outfit  there  was  made  available 
for  taking  photographs  of  patients  attending  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic. 

Sputum  Examinations.  538  specimens  of  sputum  were  sent  for  examination 
from  the  dispensaries  :  243  were  positive,  295  negative. 

The  total  number  of  specimens  of  sputum  examined  altogether  for  patients 
on  the  Dispensary  Register,  which  includes  specimens  examined  whilst  they  were 
in  the  Sanatorium  was  2,463.

Sanatorium. 

Shelters.  It  is  necessary  to  impress  on  tuberculous  patients  who  receive 
treatment  in  a  Sanatorium  that  there  is  no  magic  connected  with  that  treatment. 
It  is  simply  life  under  natural  and  healthy  conditions.  The  lack  of  these  conditions 
has  given  rise  to  the  disease,  and  there  is  always  the  danger  that  on  returning  to 
the  old  surroundings  it  will  again  become  active. 


Lack  of  fresh  air  is  probably  the  most  potent  adverse  factor  in  the  homes  to 
which  they  have  to  return.  Where  there  is  a  garden  or  back-yard  available  and 
suitable  for  the  use  of  a  shelter,  one  is  provided  for  the  patient  to  sleep  in.  It  is 
found  that  there  are  not  many  patients  with  back-yards  suitable  for  the  erection 
of  a  shelter. 

The  Corporation  own  12  open  air  shelters.  At  the  end  of  the  year  six  shelters  ■ 
were  in  use,  but,  at  times,  all  twelve  have  been  out.  The  explanation  of  the  fall  I 
in  the  number  in  use  is  that  families  who  can  afford  to  do  so,  are  moving  to  the  l 
suburbs,  where  they  have  proper  accommodation  and  no  longer  require  a  shelter.  : 

Isolation  of  Infections  Cases.  The  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62,  provides ; 
for  the  compulsory  removal  to  Hospital  of  infectious  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  who  cannot  be  isolated  properly  at  home.  No  legal  action  has  been: 
necessary  under  this  power  but  in  a  few  cases  where  it  appeared  proper  to  act  on 
it,  the  people  concerned  made  satisfactory  re-arrangements  of  their  sleeping 
accommodation,  although  it  was  doubtful  if  they  would  have  done  so  had  they 
not  known  that  otherwise  they  might  be  compelled  to  enter  a  hospital. 

The  Public  Health  ( Prevention  of  Tuberculosis )  Regulations,  1925.  No  action 
was  necessary  under  these  regulations  which  empower  the  Authority  to  prohibit! 
an  infectious  case  of  Tuberculosis  from  engaging  in  the  milk  trade. 

Orthopcvdic  Clinic.  Provision  has  been  made  whereby  patients  with  Surgical 
Tuberculosis,  concerning  whom  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  desired  the  opinion  of  an: 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  can  be  sent  for  examination  and  report  to  the  Education) 
Committee’s  Orthopaedic  Clinic.  Also  patients  in  need  of  massage,  electrical} 
treatment  or  remedial  exercises  can  be  dealt  with  at  this  clinic.  Five  patientsi 
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were  ins}  ected  and  reported  upon.  The\  made  19  attendances  in  all.  There  vveie 
16  attendances  for  massage  ;  6  for  electrical  treatment  ;  15  for  remedial  exercises 
and  3  other  attendances. 

Light  Treatment.  Tuberculous  patients  in  need  of  light  treatment  are  referred 
to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee’s  Clinic. 


Twenty-four  patients  were  so  referred  during  1929  and  they  made  942 
attendances.

Dental  Treatment.  Only  2  patients  received  dental  treatment  during  the  year. 
It  was  anticipated  that  a  much  larger  number  would  take  advantage  of  the 
arrangements  for  providing  artificial  teeth. 


On  looking  into  the  matter  the  following  explanation  is  suggested.  Insured 
persons  and  ex-service  pensioners  are  not  eligible  for  benefit  from  the  scheme  as 
they  are  otherwise  provided  for.  Children  are  referred  to  the  School  Medical 
Service. 
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Extension  of  Dental  Treatment.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  as  a  temporary 
arrangement,  it  was  decided  that  one  of  the  School  Dental  Officers  should  attend 
at  the  Sanatorium  one  afternoon  each  week  to  give  dental  treatment  to  the 
patients.  1  his  is  a  valuable  aid  to  Sanatorium  treatment  and  is  hr  addition  to  the 
dental  treatment  which  is  provided  through  the  interavailability  of  the  School 
Dental  Staff. 

The  Sanatorium,  Cottingham.  On  the  18th  January,  1929,  Dr.  J.  D.  Hourihane 
relinquished  his  appointment  as  Resident  Medical  Officer.  He  was  succeeded  by 
Dr.  P.  R.  Fanning,  who  commenced  his  duties  on  23rd  January,  1929. 


At  the  beginning  of  1929  there  were  126  patients  in  residence  ;  516  were 
admitted  during  the  year  and  516  discharged,  leaving  126  under  treatment  on 
the  31st  December. 

The  number  admitted  during  1928  was  519. 

Particulars  of  the  age  and  sex  of  the  patients,  the  extent  of  the  disease,  their 
average  length  of  stay  and  condition  on  discharge  will  be  found  in  appendix  26 
(pages  207  and  20S).

OrtJiopcedic  Surgeon.  Mr.  Blair,  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  paid  11  ordinary 
routine  visits  and  111  patients  were  submitted  for  examination.  There  was  also  a 
special  visit  when  four  patients  were  submitted.  He  recommended  three  patients 
for  operative  treatment  at  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  and  recommended  the 
provision  of  plaster  of  paris  splints  in  five  instances,  viz.,  1  spinal  jacket,  1  hip  spica 
and  three  knee  splints. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Surgeons.  The  visits  by  the  specialist  surgeons  in  this 
department  during  1929  numbered  twelve.  Treatment  was  advised  for  1 12  patients, 
mostly  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Larynx.  Cautery  was  recommended  in  two 
cases. 
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(  raft  I  caching.  On  the  18th  October,  1929,  Miss  Burnell  relinquished  her 
appointment  as  Craft  Teacher.  It  was  decided  that  she  should  be  succeeded  by 
Sister  Holmes,  who  developed  a  very  considerable  aptitude  for  that  kind  of  work 
during  her  long  illness.  So  far  Sister  Holmes  has  proved  very  satisfactory. 

The  crafts  taught  were  : — 

1.  Raffia  work,  e.g.,  tea-cosies,  etc. 

2.  Leather  work,  e.g.,  purses,  etc. 

3.  Basket  making. 

4.  Stool  seating. 

5.  Rug  making. 

The  same  conditions  applied  as  previously,  viz.,  the  material  for  work  was! 
supplied  free  until  the  patients  became  proficient  and  they  could  then  purchase 
material  at  cost  price  from  the  Corporation  and  sell  the  completed  articles  them¬ 
selves.  During  the  year  £11  3s.  2id.  was  paid  by  patients  for  material  sold  to  them 
at  cost  price. 

The  teacher  continues  to  visit  the  recumbent  patients  in  the  wards,  both  to 
instruct  them  in  the  crafts  and  later  to  provide  them  with  material  and  to  note 
the  progress  made. 

Pneumothorax  Treatment.  Seven  patients  were  treated  by  artificial  pneu¬ 
mothorax  during  1929,  and  50  refills  were  given. 

Sputum  Examinations.  A  total  of  1586  specimens  was  examined  at  the 
Sanatorium,  representing  an  increase  of  430  over  1928.  Of  the  total,  032  were 
positive  (approx.  40  per  cent.). 

In  the  Sanatorium  during  1929  there  were  31  sputum  examinations  by  the 
anti-formin  method.  One  was  found  positive. 

X-Rav  Installation.  The  installation  was  used  for  cases  sent  from  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Dispensaries  and  from  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department,  as 
well  as  for  in-patients  at  the  Sanatorium.  In  addition,  various  miscellaneous  cases 
were  examined,  e.g.,  City  Hospital  and  Maternity  Home.  In-patients  examined 
numbered  165  (165  screenings  and  149  films),  Dispensaries  31  (29  screenings  and 
29  films),  City  Hospital  8  (4  screenings  and  8  films),  M.  &  CAY.  5  (3  screenings  mid 
5  films),  Maternity  Home  1  (1  screening  and  1  film),  Sutton  1  (2  screenings  and 
2  films),  Accident  1  (1  screening  and  1  film).  Total  205  screenings  and  195  films. 

A  Potter  Bucky  Diaphragm  and  Tube  Stand  were  installed  during  the  year. 

Recreation  Hut.  This  was  used  during  1929  mainly  for  craft  classes,  concerts 
and  entertainments  and  religious  services.  Two  new  stoves  have  recently  been 
added  and  the  building  is  now  a  very  comfortable  one  for  the  above  purposes. 


The  Resident  Medical  Officer  would  like  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  many  well  wishers 
i of  this  Institution  who  provided  such  delightful  concerts  during  last  year.  The 
very  real  advantage  of  such  entertainments  to  the  patients  cannot  easily  be  over¬ 
estimated. 

The  Recreation  Committee  continued  its  activity ;  numerous  billiard 
handicaps  and  several  mixed  Whist  Drives  were  arranged  during  the  winter  months. 
During  the  summer,  bowls  for  the  men  and  croquet  for  the  women  provided 
invaluable  exercise  and  recreation  for  the  patients. 

Lectures.  During  the  year  the  Resident  Medical  Officer  delivered  a  series  of 
lectures  to  the  adult  patients  on  “  Tuberculosis.”  This  was  done  for  the  purpose 
of  bringing  home  to  each  patient  an  adequate  realisation  of  the  disease  from  which 
he  or  she  was  suffering.  The  importance  of  “  how  to  live  ”  rather  than  ”  where 
to  live”  was  duly  stressed.  The  patients  attended  in  large  numbers  and  the 
lectures  seemed  much  appreciated. 

Exercises.  With  regard  to  graded  exercises  we  have  relied  mostly  on  walking 
round  a  measured  track  rather  than  on  such  exercises  as  gardening,  etc.  These 
latter  have  been  tried  many  times  in  past  years  but  for  various  reasons  they  have 
not  proved  successful. 

The  Sanatorium  School.  The  School  was  opened  in  April,  1924  and  since  then 
920  scholars  have  attended. 

During  1929,  82  girls  and  78  boys  passed  through  the  school,  making  a  total 
of  1G0  children.  The  ages  of  the  children  varied  from  3  years  to  15  years  and  the 
average  daily  attendance  was  38.  In  addition  to  those  taught  in  the  school,  an 
average  of  six  orthopaedic  cases  have  received  tuition  on  the  wards  on  two  sessions 
of  each  week,  namely,  on  Wednesday  afternoons  and  Saturday  mornings. 

In  June,  Dr.  Muriel  Bywaters,  from  the  Board  of  Education,  visited  the  school. 
As  a  result  of  her  visit  a  new  time-table  was  decided  upon  and  this  has  been  in 
operation  very  successfully  since  that  date. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  new  time-table  the  tuition  on  the  wards  has 
been  changed  to  half-hour  instruction  daily. 

Farm  and  Garden.  The  grounds  of  the  Sanatorium  cover  thirty  acres  and 
the  expenditure  on  their  maintenance  reached,  in  the  financial  year  1921-22,  the 
•sum  of  £1,131,  which  expenditure  has  been  gradually  reduced  since  then, 
particularly  since  the  special  Garden  Sub-Committee  was  formed  in  July,  1925, 
to  give  attention  to  the  Farm  and  Garden. 

Mr.  Lodge,  of  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  University  of  Leeds,  paid 
his  annual  visit  and  gave  the  Sub-Committee  valuable  advice. 
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Pig  breeding  is  an  important  source  of  revenue.  The  income  from  the  sale 
of  pigs  for  the  financial  year  1928-29  was  £232  Is.  Id.,  compared  with  £100  10s.  9d 
in  the  previous  year. 

\  orkshire  Children  s  Orthopcedic  Hospital,  Kirby  moor  side.  From  the  1st  Apri, 
the  Health  Committee  were  prepared  to  increase  the  number  of  their  patient i 
from  twelve  to  fourteen,  but  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  additional  bed: 
it  was  seldom  that  more  than  13  could  be  accommodated.

Official  Returns.  I  he  Ministry  of  Health’s  forms  are  printed  in  appendix  27 
(pages  209  to  218). 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  now  published  an  analysis  of  the  official  returns 
submitted  by  the  various  authorities  for  the  year  1928.  When  the  figures  f<>r  Hull 
are  compared  with  those  of  the  ten  largest  towns  of  England  and  Wales,  it  is  shown 
that  during  the  year  1928  Hull  has  maintained  a  very  satisfactory  average,  but 
the  following  matters  appear  to  call  for  some  comment  : — 

(1)  The  number  of  cases  on  the  notification  register  for  each  tuberculous 
death  is  only  2-7  in  Hull  and  this  figure,  although  an  increase  on  the  corres¬ 
ponding  figure  for  1927,  does  not  reach  as  yet  the  average  attained  in  many 
other  towns. 

(2)  The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  examined  during  the  year 
per  100  deaths  from  tuberculosis  was  230,  as  compared  with  185  during  the 
year  1927.  This  indicates  that  the  new  dispensary  sessions  have  proved  of 
considerable  advantage. 

(3)  The  number  of  contacts  examined  is  given  as  37  per  100  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  ;  this  figure  is  considerably  less  than  the  average  in  most  sanitary 
districts. 

(4)  Our  number  of  X-Ray  examinations  is  also  low,  namely  four  per  100 
new  cases  examined,  but  no  doubt  this  figure  will  be  considerably  improved 
in  future,  as  the  new  East  Hull  Clinic  affords  excellent  facilities  for  the  use 
of  this  aid  to  diagnosis. 

The  other  figures  do  not  call  for  any  special  comment. 

Cost.  The  gross  annual  cost  of  the  scheme  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  tuberculosis  is  approximately  £20,000. 

The  Government  pay  50  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  approved  schemes  and  the 
full  cost  of  sanatorium  treatment  of  ex-service  patients  whose  tuberculosis  is 
attributed  to  or  aggravated  by  service  during  the  Great  War. 


AFTER-CARE  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  continues  to  meet  each  Monday  afternoon  and  considers 
how  and  what  assistance  can  most  advantageously  be  given  to  the  applicants. 

Each  patient,  on  discharge  from  the  Sanatorium,  receives  an  application 
‘°rm  and  if  he  so  desires,  applies  for  benefit. 
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The  members  of  the  Committee  are  alive  to  the  idea  that  “  After-Care  ”  does  I 
not  necessarily  mean  the  giving  of  material  assistance.  The  idea  is  active  interest  j 
in  the  welfare  of  the  tuberculous. 

Advice  regarding  mode  of  life,  occupation,  catering,  is  often  given  with  benefit  ’ 
to  the  recipient.  In  many  cases  of  limited  means,  supplementary  nourishment  i 
is  given.  This  is  especially  valuable  in  the  cases  of  children  leaving  the  Sanatorium  i 
and  makes  the  change  from  the  ample  menu  provided  there,  less  sudden. 

Motor  Watching.  This  enterprise  continues  successfully  and  during  the  year  | 
has  given  permanent  employment  to  six  men  and  temporary  employment  to 
another  six. 

Jobbing  Gardening.  There  has  been  a  slight  improvement  in  the  working  of 
this  scheme.  From  April  to  October,  sufficient  work  was  forthcoming  to  engage 
one  man  for  whole  time  employment  and  one  man  temporarily  from  time  to  time  i 
when  required. 

After-Care  Colony,  Walkington.  The  number  of  beds  reserved  for  Health  , 
Committee’s  cases  was  increased  from  14  to  1G  in  April. 

The  After-Care  Committee  send  patients  to  the  Colony  in  addition  to  the 
Health  Committee. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  21  men  resident  in  the  Colony 
and  23  were  admitted  during  the  year  ;  thus  44  received  treatment.  Discharges 
numbered  25,  leaving  19  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

At  the  time  of  discharge  the  tuberculosis  was  quiescent  in  17,  improved  in  3 
and  not  improved  in  5. 

Acting  on  the  experience  gained  in  previous  years,  we  have  continued  to 
give  preference  to  young  men.  Our  Instructor  finds  that  they  take  more  interest 
in  the  work,  are  more  easily  trained  and  when  their  training  is  completed  that  it 
is  easier  to  find  openings  for  them.

An  examination  of  the  decline  since  1920  of  the  new  cases  of  Syphilis  in  males 
leads  to  the  conclusion  that  there  most  probably  is  a  decline  in  the  incidence  of 

D 
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this  disease  amongst  the  male  population  ;  it  was  always  easier  to  get  male  Syphilis 
cases  to  the  Clinic  than  any  other  type  of  case,  and  it  is  probable  a  fixed  percentage 
of  the  total  new  cases  has  attended  for  some  years. 

In  the  case  of  male  Gonorrhoea,  it  is  certain  that,  until  recently,  only  a  small 
proportion  of  the  cases  attended  the  Clinic.  Since  the  ad  hoc  Clinic  was  started, 
open  from  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m.,  the  proportion  of  the  total  cases  attending  the  Clinic 
has  most  certainly  increased. 

With  the  introduction  of  women  doctors  to  the  staff  of  the  Clinic,  the 
attendance  of  women  has  increased. 

Every  completed  case  is  the  removal  of  a  potential  source  of  infection,  mid  we 
are  beginning  to  see  now  the  effect  of  our  work. 

Comparing  the  total  attendances  for  1928  and  1929,  those  of  men  show  an 
increase  of  23  per  cent,  and  in  women  an  increase  of  2  per  cent.,  whilst  there  has 
been  an  increase  of  65  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  male  attendances  for  intermediate 
treatment  and  a  decrease  of  4  per  cent,  in  the  attendances  at  the  medical  sessions. 
In  the  case  of  women,  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  8  per  cent,  in  the  attendances 
for  intermediate  treatment  and  an  increase  of  5  per  cent,  in  the  attendances  at 
the  medical  sessions.  The  attendance  of  new  cases  in  men  shows  a  decrease  of 
2  per  cent,  and  in  women  a  decrease  of  4  per  cent. 

The  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  found  not  to  be  suffering  from 
Venereal  Disease,  which  was  noted  in  1927,  and  1928  has  been  maintained  during 
1929.  This  indicates  that  our  educational  work  has  taught  people  the  danger  of 
delay  in  seeking  treatment. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  female  attendances  during  the  year  under 
review,  shows  that  now  we  are  getting  a  larger  percentage  of  the  female  cases 
which  exist  in  this  City,  and  is  probably  not  an  indication  of  an  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  the  disease.  It  has  always  been  realized  that  we  were  not  getting  a 
large  proportion  of  the  total  number  of  female  cases  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
increase  in  the  attendances  will  ensure  a  still  further  reduction  in  the  number  of 
new  male  infections  in  Hull.  This  increase  was  foretold  by  Colonel  Harrison,  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  who  stated  that  a  marked  increase  in  the  female  attendances 
would  be  the  result  of  our  having  an  ad  hoc  Centre. 

Sixteen  medical  sessions  were  held  per  w-eek,  throughout  the  year.  Two  of 
these  are  special  sessions  intended  solely  for  women  and  children  who  are  sent 
to  the  Clinic  from  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  In  a  few  cases,  where  a 
woman  patient  has  expressed  the  desire  to  see  a  woman  doctor,  they  also  have 
been  allowed  to  attend  during  these  special  sessions. 
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We  are  still  unable  to  retain  patients  until  they  have  completed  their  treatment. 
Thirty-three  male  cases  of  Syphilis  ceased  to  attend  before  completing  the  first 
course  <>f  treatment  ;  15  of  these  were  seamen  ;  the  total  number  of  male  Syphilis 
cases  treated  during  the  year  was  487. 

Two  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  persons  were  still  under  treat¬ 
ment  or  observation  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  706  were  discharged  during  the 
vear  after  completion  of  treatment  or  observation.  One  hundred  and  one  male 
patients  were  discharged  after  having  prophylactic  treatment  only. 

The  prophylactic  treatment  given  consists  of  irrigation  with  weak  potassium 
permanganate.  If  the  patient  has  a  sore  or  an  abrasion  and  is  a  suitable  case,  a 
smear  is  taken.  Even  when  a  sore  is  healed,  the  patient  is  kept  under  observation 
for  three  months.  In  some  special  cases  where  the  patient  is  known  to  have  been 
exposed  to  infection  with  Syphilis,  a  prophylactic  injection  of  Novarsenobillon 
has  been  given.  Of  course,  these  cases  are  very  rare. 

9 

Seamen.  As  previously,  a  special  investigation  concerning  Venereal  Diseases 
in  seamen  has  been  undertaken.  The  total  number  of  seamen  who  attended  the 
Clinic  during  the  year  was  551.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-four  had  commenced 
treatment  elsewhere.  One  hundred  and  nine  had  been  infected  in  other  ports, 
but  had  not  received  treatment  elsewhere.  Ninety-eight  stated  that  they  had 
been  infected  in  Hull  :  82  by  prostitutes,  6  by  what  are  termed  “  clandestines  ” 
or  “  amateurs  ”  and  2,  according  to  their  statements,  by  their  wives.  In  the 
remaining  8  cases  the  source  of  infection  was  unobtainable. 

Congenital  Syphilis.  Twenty-one  new  cases  of  congenital  Syphilis  came  under 
treatment  during  the  year.  Treatment  is  specially  important  in  these  cases  in 
order  to  prevent  the  blindness,  deafness  or  insanity  which  may  ensue.  This  figure 
shows  a  decrease  of  10  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Such  decrease,  however, 
does  not  imply  that  the  amount  of  congenital  syphilis  is  diminishing,  since  a  large 
number  of  cases  are  attending  the  Special  Out-Patients  Department  at  the  Royal 
Infirmary.  There  are  certain  advantages,  principally  from  the  standpoint  of 
secrecy,  in  this  arrangement. 

Diathermy  Treatment.  One  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  treatments 
were  given  during  the  year  to  male  patients  only,  and  the  results  have  been  most 
encouraging.  We  confine  this  treatment  to  cases  of  Orchitis,  joint  conditions  ;md 
prostatic  infections,  both  old  and  recent.  The  results  obtained  in  the  old  prostatic 
infections  are  extremely  satisfactory.  Prior  to  this  treatment,  these  chronic  cases 
appeared  to  make  very  little  progress,  despite  regular  treatment  such  as  massage, 
bougies  and  irrigations.  We  now  find  that  there  is  a  marked  change  in  the  condition

after  a  course  of  diathermy,  the  smears  becoming  negative.  In  the  more  recent 
cases  of  infection,  the  effect  is  very  noticeable  ;  they  do  not  appear  to  pass  on  to 
that  stage  of  chronic  prostatitis,  as  mentioned  above,  which  is  so  troublesome. 
This  of  course  means  that  the  patient  is  cured  more  easily  and  so  rendered  “  non- 
infective  ”  much  sooner. 

Free  Supply  of  A  rsenobenzene  Compounds.  The  number  of  medical  practitioners 
whose  names  are  on  the  list  to  receive  free  supplies  of  arsenobenzene  compounds 
is  31. 

Ten  applied  for  supplies  during  the  year  and  410  doses  were  issued.  In 
addition,  344  doses  were  issued  for  use  in  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  165  in  the 
Victoria  Children’s  Hospital,  243  in  the  Sculcoates  Infirmary,  131  in  the  Anlaby 
Road  Infirmary  and  602  in  the  new  Special  Out-patient  Department  of  the  Hull 
Royal  Infirmary. 

In-patient  Treatment.  Two  beds  for  men  and  two  for  women  are  retained  at 
the  Royal  Infirmary.  During  1929,  the  former  were  used  for  133  days  and  the  * 
latter  for  482,  compared  with  328  days  for  men  and  326  for  women  in  1928. 

Pathological  Examinations.  The  extent  to  which  medical  practitioners  availed 
themselves  of  the  facilities  provided  for  pathological  examinations  is  shown  in  the  j 
subjoined  statement,  which  also  gives  particulars  of  specimens  sent  from  institutions 
such  as  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  the  Victoria  Children’s  Hospital  and  the 
Sculcoates  and  Hull  Poor  Law  Institutions,  and  the  number  sent  from  the  Clinic,  j

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1  cnereal  Diseases  .-let.  No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  section  I 
of  the  Venereal  Diseases  Act,  1917 — the  Act  which  prohibits  the  treatment  of 
Venereal  Diseases  by  anyone  who  is  not  a  registered  medical  practitioner.  It  is 
known  that  unqualified  practice  is  going  on  as  the  patients  come  to  us  for  treatment 
when  their  funds  are  exhausted,  but  the  cases  cannot  be  taken  to  the  Court  as  the 
patients  treated  refuse  to  give  evidence. 

Propaganda.  To  make  more  widely  known  the  facilities  available  for  treatment, 
enamelled  plaques,  briefly  worded  and  giving  the  times  when  the  Clinic  is  open, 
were  fixed  in  the  urinals  attached  to  the  public  houses  of  the  City,  permission  for 
which  was  obtained  from  the  licensees. 

By  permission  of  the  City  Engineer,  one  or  two  of  these  plaques,  as  the  case 
required,  are  permanently  fixed  in  all  the  urinals  and  lavatories  imder  his  control, 
including  those  in  the  public  markets,  Corporation  workshops,  parks,  public  baths, 
tram  depots,  &c. 

Also  by  an  arrangement  made  with  the  London  and  North  Eastern  Railway 
Company,  311  small  plaques  and  21  larger  plaques  are  permanently  displayed  in 
the  conveniences  at  the  various  railway  stations  in  the  City  and  on  the  Dock  Estate. 

To  enable  Port  Sanitary  Officers,  on  the  occasion  of  their  first  visits  on  board 
ship  to  furnish  a  supply  of  notices  for  the  crew  stating  the  address  of  the  treatment 
centre  for  V.D.  and  the  hours  of  the  Clinics,  cards  are  printed  in  the  languages  of 
the  eleven  different  countries  from  which  the  greater  number  of  seamen  come  who 
frequent  the  Port.  For  the  translations  on  the  cards  the  Department  is  indebted 
to  the  various  Consuls. 

Cost.  The  gross  expenditure  on  the  Venerea]  Diseases  scheme,  is  £4,729  1 2s.  7d. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  paid  during  the  year  75  per  cent,  of  the  expenditure 
of  an  approved  scheme  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  material  for  this  section  has  been  supplied  largely  by  Dr.  Susan  H. 
Gilchrist,  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  charge  of  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Department. 

Maternal  Deaths.  The  number  of  maternal  deaths  which  occurred  during  the 
year  was  27,  compared  with  25  in  1928,  27  in  1927,  21  in  1929  and  31  in  1925. 
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fourteen  of  the  27  deaths  were  due  to  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  the  remaining  13 
were  due  to  accidents  of  pregnancy.  There  was  one  death  of  a  mother  for  every 
22.7  births. 


The  proportion  per  1,000  births  was  44  compared  with  4-1  per  1,000  in  1928, 
4-3  per  1,000  in  1927,  3-3  per  1,000  in  1926  and  4-7  per  1,000  in  1925. 


1  wo  of  the  non-septic  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  year  were  stated  to 
be  due  to  Post-Partum  Haemorrhage,  one  to  Placenta  Praevia,  one  to  Rupture 
of  the  Lterusand  one  to  Rupture  of  the  Bladder.  Two  deaths  were  attributed  to 
shock  ;  one  of  these  followed  Caesarean  Section  and  the  other  severe  Lacerations 
of  the  Vagina.  The  remaining  five  deaths  were  due  to  Abortion,  Eclampsia, 
Nephritis  Albuminuria  and  Intestinal  Paresis  resulting  in  Faecal  Vomiting. 

There  were  seven  other  deaths  in  which  pregnancy  was  mentioned  on  the 
certificate  ;  two  patients  died  of  Pneumonia  and  one  of  Heart  Disease,  two  of 
Kidney  Disease  ;  two  of  Cerebral  Embolism  ;  one  of  the  two  latter  suffered  from 
Acute  Chorea. 


This  gives  a  death  rate  per  1,000  births,  in  women  not  classed  as  from 
“  pregnancy  and  child-bearing,”  but  returned  as  ''  associated  therewith,”  of  1T5 
compared  with  049  in  1928  and  1-6  in  1927. 

One  of  the  fatal  cases  attended  the  Municipal  Maternity  Centre  and  was 
delivered  in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home.  After  a  perfectly  normal  delivery, 
at  which  a  midwife  only  was  in  attendance,  she  developed  Puerperal  Fever  on  the 
6th  day  and  died  two  days  later.  No  source  of  infection  was  found. 

A  Departmental  Committee  was  appointed  during  1928  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  to  investigate  the  problems  of  Maternal  Mortality.  An  enquiry  form  has 
been  drawn  up  by  them  in  order  that  they  may  obtain  detailed  information  regarding 
each  case,  and  the  Medical  Officer  ol  Health  has  been  asked  to  have  this  lorm 
filled  up  for  all  maternal  deaths  occurring  in  the  City.  In  every  case  the  medical 
practitioner  and  the  midwife,  if  any,  who  attended  the  patient  are  asked  to  give 
all  the  details  of  the  case  as  far  as  they  can,  and  the  completed  form  is  returned 
to  the  Departmental  Committee.  All  the  information  given  is  confidential. 

Enquiry  forms  were  completed  for  fourteen  cases  during  1929. 


The  following  table  shows  that  our  maternal  mortality  rate  is  one  of  which 
we  cannot  be  proud  : —

Midwives  Acts.  In  accordance  with  Section  10,  Midwives  Act,  1902,  60 
midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in  Hull,  compared  with  57  in 
1928,  57  in  1927  and  63  in  1926.  Of  these,  54  were  certificated  and  6  were  of  the 
bona-fide  class.  Five  midwives  removed  from  the  district  during  1929  and  one 
ceased  to  practise,  leaving  54  on  the  list  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  the  past  three  years,  6  “  bona-fide  ”  midwives  have  ceaseo  to  practise  ; 
in  1905,  87  per  cent,  of  the  midwives  were  unqualified  women  of  this  type. 

Midwives  attended  3,284  births  during  the  year  1929.  This  includes  419 
in  the  practice  of  the  municipal  midwives.  Excluding  the  678  births  which  occurred 
in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home,  there  were  5,412  births  in  the  City,  and  accor¬ 
dingly  3,284  births  attended  by  midwives  are  60-7  per  cert,  of  the  total  number 
of  births  occurring  in  the  City  ;  this  compares  with  04  per  cent,  in  1928. 

By  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  midwives  are  required  to  send 
for  medical  aid  under  conditions  and  for  reasons  which  are  definitely  specified. 
Medical  aid  was  summoned  in  788  cases,  that  is,  in  33-9  per  cent,  of  their  cases, 
compared  with  22-5  per  cent,  in  1928,  22-2  per  cent,  in  1927  and  with  26-3  per  cent, 
in  1926.  In  547  cases,  i.e.,  in  16-6  per  cent.,  medical  help  was  required  for  the 
mother  alone,  and  in  241  cases,  i.e.,  in  7-3  per  cent.,  for  the  child  alone.  For  details 
see  appendix  29  (pages  223  and  224).

During  1929  the  total  amount  recovered  from  patients,  in  respect  of  Medical 
Fee  claims,  including  those  arising  in  previous  years,  was  £177  18s.  9d.  This 
compares  with  £222  17s.  7d.  collected  in  1928,  £185  in  1927,  £242  4s.  2d.  in  1926 
and  £116  in  1925. 


Maternity  Home.  The  amount  collected  during  the  year  from  patients, 
including  balances  from  previous  years,  towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance  at 
the  Maternity  Home,  was  £2,183  7s.  8d. 

Supervision  of  Midwives.  The  routine  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  midwives 
in  order  to  inspect  their  registers  and  their  bags  were  paid  by  the  Assistant  Inspector 
of  Midwives  :  147  effective  visits  were  paid  and  on  141  occasions  the  midwife 
was  not  at  home  at  the  time  :  there  were  182  special  visits  of  enquiry  to  obtain 
information  regarding  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  or  Pyrexia,  Pemphigus  and 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Midwives  sent  in  forms  of  notification  of  artificial  feeding  in  twelve  cases.

Suspension  was  withdrawn  as  soon  as  disinfection  had  been  carried  out, 
usually  within  twTo  or  three  hours.  In  one  case  in  which  the  midwife  had  a  septic 
finger  she  wras  unable  to  carry  out  her  duties  for  four  days. 
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Midwives  were  sent  for,  to  see  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
on  seven  occasions,  one  for  failure  to  send  for  medical  help  for  inflammation  of 
a  baby’s  eyes,  four  for  failure  to  send  for  medical  help  for  rashes,  which  were  found 
to  be  pemphigus,  and  one  for  failing  adequately  to  carry  out  instructions  for  keeping 
her  ante-natal  register  and  for  making  ante-natal  examinations.  After  full  investi¬ 
gation  it  was  considered  that  a  caution  would  meet  the  circumstances  of  each  of 
the  cases. 

Deaths  of  Mothers  Notified  by  Midwives.  The  number  of  maternal  deaths 
occurring  during  the  time  a  midwife  was  in  attendance,  and  therefore  notifiable 
under  the  regulations  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  was  two.  In  both  cases 
death  was  certified  to  have  been  due  to  Post-partum  Haemorrhage. 

Deaths  of  Infants  Notified  by  Midwives.  The  number  of  deaths  of  infants 
occurring  while  a  midwife  was  in  attendance  and  therefore  notified  under  the 
Central  Midwives’  Board’s  rules  was  58,  compared  with  57  in  1928,  53  in  1927, 
62  in  1926  and  43  in  1925. 

Three  cases  were  reported  to  the  Coroner  as  having  died  before  being  seen 
by  a  medical  practitioner.  A  post-mortem  examination  was  made  in  each  case, 
but  no  inquest  was  held.  Death  was  due  in  two  cases  to  Atelectasis  and  in  one 
case  to  Prematurity.

Ante-natal  examination  had  been  made  by  the  midwife  only  in  31  cases,  and 
by  the  medical  practitioner  and  midwife  in  6  cases  :  13  patients  attended  the 
Municipal  Maternity  Centre  and  8  had  had  no  ante-natal  care.  In  21  cases  the 
child  was  full  term  ;  in  14  the  period  of  gestation  was  8  months,  in  18  it  was 
7  months  and  in  5  only  6  months.

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Compensation  to  Midwives.  In  order  that  the  suspension  of  a  midwife  for  the 
purpose  of  disinfection  after  being  in  contact  with  an  infectious  case  should  be 
of  a  period  sufficiently  long  to  ensure  that  there  is  no  risk  of  the  spread  of  the 
infection,  the  Minister  of  Health  stated  in  Circular  857  that  the  expenditure  of 
local  Supervising  Authorities  in  respect  of  compensation  to  midwives  would  be 
eligible  for  grant  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Regulations.  The  Minister 
must  be  satisfied  in  each  case  that  the  compensation  paid  is  reasonable,  and  his 
prior  consent  must  be  obtained  if  the  period  of  suspension  exceeds  seven  days. 

The  Ministry’s  basis  of  compensation  was  accepted  and  during  102!*  there 
was  one  claim  made  by  a  midwife  in  Hull.  Three  cases  of  Pemphigus  Neonatorum 
occurred  in  a  registered  maternity  home  and  the  home  was  closed  to  new  patients 
for  forty-eight  hours.  Compensation  of  (4  4s.  was  paid  to  the  owner  of  the  home. 

There  were  four  claims  during  1929  for  payment  to  a  midwife  because  her 
patient  had  been  referred  from  an  ante-natal  clinic  to  the  Maternity  Home  for 
medical  reasons.  In  each  case  a  fee  of  5 was  paid. 

Post  Certificate  Course  to  Midwives.  For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  a  course 
of  lectures  was  arranged  during  the  winter  months  for  practising  midwives. 
Admission  to  the  lectures,  which  were  held  in  the  Guildhall,  was  free,  but  the 
attendances  were  rather  disappointing,  averaging  only  sixteen.

On  August  17th  the  new 

premises  on  Hedon  Road  were  opened,  enabling  the  Corporation  to  admit  net  only 
maternity  cases  but  also  cases  of  puerperal  fever,  puerperal  pyrexia,  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  and  venereal  diseases  in  pregnant  women,  to  the  Special  Wards.

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The  alterations  at  the  Hospital  have  been  carried  out  under  the  supervision 
of  D.  Harvey,  Esq.,  A.R.I.B.A.,  the  City  Architect. 

Particulars  of  the  alterations  required  were  prepared  by  Dr.  Daley,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Susan  Gilchrist,  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  Miss  Coni,  the  Matron  of  the  Home.  Alterations  included  the  provision  of 
central  heating  and  electric  lighting,  an  operating  theatre,  two  labour  wards,  an 
electric  lift  two  receiving  wards,  vita-glass  loggia,  &c.  The  cost  of  the  alterations 
is  estimated  to  be  £8,035,  and  of  the  equipment  £2,102.

The  hospital  is  an  important  Training  School  for  Midwives,  and  provision 
is  made  for  24  pupils. 

It  was  decided,  as  from  1st  April  1930,  to  close  the  Maternity  Wards  of  the 
Poor  Law  Institutions  and  to  undertake  all  the  work  formerly  done  there  in  the 
Municipal  Maternity  Home,  and  action  on  these  lines  was  duly  taken. 

All  women  who  apply  for  admission  to  the  Maternity  Home  or  for  the  services 
of  the  Municipal  Midwife,  attend  a  Corporation  Clinic  for  ante-natal  supervision. 

L’p  to  now  patients  who  can  pay  £3  3s.  a  week  have  been  admitted  without 
enquiry  concerning  their  financial  position.  If  they  cannot  pay  this,  they  fill  up  a 
form  and  are  assessed  in  accordance  with  a  scale.  The  usual  charge  is  from  £1  to 
£2  a  week.  The  patients  are  brought  in  by  ambulance  and  usually  remain  fourteen 
days. 

Applications  for  admission  are  made  at  the  Municipal  Midwifery  Centre,  14 
Kingston  Square.

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Great  importance  is  attached  to  the  provision  of  the  Ward  for  Infants  and 
the  Ward  to  which  mothers  whose  breast  milk  is  failing  can  be  admitted. 

The  infants  admitted  will  be  cases  of  difficult  feeding  discovered  by  the  Medical 
Officers  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 


It  may  be  noted  that  one  of  the  isolated  pavilions  is  for  expectant  mothers 
infected  with  venereal  disease.  It  has  been  found,  of  recent  years,  that  by  intensive 
treatment  of  such  mothers,  they  can  bear  healthy  infants. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  provision  now  made  will  suffice  permanently  for  the 
public  maternity  needs  of  the  City,  and  that,  as  increasing  use  is  made  of  the 
accommodation,  the  maternal  mortality  and  morbidity  of  the  City  will  decline. 

Municipal  Maternity  Homs.  The  popularity  of  the  Maternity  Home  is  shown 
by  the  steady  increase,  year  by  year,  in  those  who  apply  for  admission. 

A  Resident  Medical  Officer  was  appointed  and  Dr.  Jean  Thomson  took  up 
her  duties  at  the  Maternity  Home  on  October  1st,  1929.  Dr.  Thomson  is  in  charge 
of  the  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics  in  addition  to  her  hospital  work. 

Dr.  Ethel  Townend  was  appointed  Consultant  Obstetrician  from  October  1st. 


During  1929,  678  cases  were  admitted  compared  with  651  in  1928,  601  in  1927, 
558  in  1926,  499  in  1925,  383  in  1924  and  270  in  1923.  There  were  638  actual 
deliveries  in  the  Home,  606  of  these  being  conducted  by  midwives  and  32  by 
doctors.  The  corresponding  numbers  for  1928  were  :  deliveries  645 — by  midwives 
587,  and  by  doctors  58.

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Thirty-one  patients  for  whom  medical  assistance  was  obtained  during  the 
Ante-natal  period  required  early  induction  of  labour  ;  in  18  this  was  needed 
because  of  disproportion. 

Two  cases  of  Placenta  Praevia  occurred  during  the  year  ;  one  was  treated 
by  internal  version  and  one  was  delivered  normally. 
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There  was  one  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  during  the  year  ;  the  patient  was 
transferred  to  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  where  she  died  two  days  later.  The 
delivery  was  normal  and  no  source  of  infection  was  found. 

There  were  unfortunately  two  outbreaks  of  Pemphigus  Neonatorum  : 
altogether  there  were  16  cases,  of  which  one,  a  premature  baby,  was  fatal. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  ;  all  these  recovered. 

Two  infants  developed  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  :  in  one  case  there  was  a 
corneal  ulcer,  but  in  the  other,  complete  recovery.  Thirteen  other  cases  of  inflam¬ 
mation  of  the  eyes  occurred  ;  there  was  complete  recovery  in  each  case. 

The  value  of  breast-feeding  is  emphasised  during  the  time  that  the  mother  and 
babv  are  in  hospital,  but  in  14  cases,  owing  either  to  illness  of  the  mother  or  to 
suppression  of  the  breast  milk,  the  infant  had  to  be  fed  artificially.  Twenty-two 
other  babies  were  given  complementary  feeds  of  dried  milk  or  of  fresh  cow’s  milk. 

There  was  no  maternal  death  in  the  hospital  during  the  year  but  one  patient 
died  after  transfer  to  the  Royal  Infirmary.

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Forceps  were  applied  in  16  cases.  The  patient  is  not  left  for  longer  than,  two 
hours  in  the  second  stage  unless  the  delay  is  due  to  slight  inertia  and  descent  is 
gradual  although  slow.  Dr.  Townend  is  of  opinion  that  prolonged  labour  after  the 
cervix  is  fully  dilated  results  in  such  stretching  of  the  levator  ani  muscle  that  there 
is  permanent  weakening  of  that  muscle  ;  there  is  also  weakening  of  the  uterine 
muscle,  and  this  increases  the  danger  of  Post-partum  Haemorrhage.  There  was  no 
serious  injury  caused  by  forceps  :  injuries  following  the  use  of  the  forceps  are 
nearly  always  due  to  their  use  either  before  the  cervix  is  fully  dilated  or  in  cases 
where  there  is  serious  disproportion. 

Sedatives  are  used  for  insomnia  and  restlessness  very  early  in  labour. 

One  case  of  Venereal  Disease  was  treated  in  the  Isolation  Block  for  fourteen 
days.  The  patient  was  suffering  from  Acute  Gonorrhoea  and  was  discharged  for 
out-patient  treatment. 

The  Ministry  of  Health’s  form,  giving  details  of  the  work  done  at  the  Home 
during  the  year  will  be  found  in  appendix  30  (pages  225  to  227). 

T raining  School,  Municipal  Maternity  Home.  During  the  year  23  pupils  entered 
for  training  ;  16  entered  for  the  Central  Midwives’  Board’s  examination  and  all 
were  successful.  The  Ministry  of  Health’s  grant  was  claimed  in  respect  of  10  pupils 
who  propose  to  practise  midwifery  or  to  become  Health  Visitors.  One  pupil  left 
at  the  end  of  one  month  but  all  the  others  completed  the  necessary  training.

Some  of  the  reasons  why  the  remaining  112  agreements  were  not  returned 
were  : — birth  occurred  prematurely  at  home  ;  patient  changed  her  mind  about 
going  into  the  Home  and  made  other  arrangements  ;  "  Had  a  miscarriage  ”  ;  and 
“  fee  too  high.” 

There  were  very  few  of  the  last  and  in  each  the  assessment  was  really  reasonable 
and  according  to  scale.  The  most  common  mis-statement  of  income  on  the  form 
of  application  is  for  the  weekly  sum  handed  by  the  husband  to  the  wife  to  be 
regarded  as  the  husband’s  total  earnings.  In  some  cases  the  discrepancies  amount 
to  a  pound  a  week,  when  the  true  wages  are  ascertained  by  application  to  the 
employer,  and  are  an  indication  of  the  sums  kept  by  some  men  for  their  personal 
expenses. 

In  cases  where  maternity  benefit  is  payable,  two  guineas  are  charged  for  the 
fourteen  days  maintenance  as  a  minimum  :  when  two  maternity  benefits  are 
payable  the  minimum  payment  is  three  guineas. 

Municipal  Midwives.  During  1929  all  the  free  midwifery  cases,  with  the 
exception  of  one,  were  taken  by  the  Municipal  Midwife.  In  the  single  free  case 
attended  by  a  private  midwife,  that  particular  midwife  had  already  attended  the 
patient  for  previous  confinements  and  the  patient  expressed  a  strong  preference  for 
her  former  attendant.  Her  fee  of  25s.  was  therefore  paid  by  the  Authority. 

During  the  year  488  applications  for  the  services  of  a  free  midwife  were 
received  ;  406  of  these  were  granted  ;  79  of  the  remainder  being  outside  the  income 
scale,  were  declined.  One  applicant  was  called  upon  to  pay  25/- and  two  to  pay  30/— 
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The  total  number  of  cases  attended  by  the  Municipal  midwives  was  419 
412  of  these  were  actually  delivered  by  the  midwives,  the  remaining  seven  being 
delivered  by  doctors,  called  because  of  some  complication.  Four  cases  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  occurred,  but  in  each  case  complete  recovery  was  made.  There  was  no 
case  of  Puerperal  Fever.  Twelve  mild  cases  of  Pemphigus  occurred  (see  section 
on  Pemphigus  Neonatorum,  page  124).  One  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was 
notified,  and  medical  aid  was  obtained  for  nine  cases  of  discharging  eyes,  all  of 
which  recovered  without  any  impairment  of  vision. 

No  maternal  death  occurred  in  the  practice  of  the  Municipal  Midwives.

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The  staff  consists  of  three  certificated  inidwives  and  three  pupil  midwives, 
the  third  certificated  midwife  taking  up  her  duties  in  March,  1929,  when  it  was 
found  that  the  increased  work  necessitated  the  appointment  of  a  midwife  for  night 
duty. 

Ante-Natal  Care.  Every  effort  is  made  to  assist  midwives  to  keep  the  Ante- 
Natal  records  prescribed  by  the  Central  Midwives’  Board.  Midwives  are  encouraged 
to  send  their  cases  to  the  General  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  and  192  patients  referred  by 
midwives  were  sent  there  during  1929.  Specimens  of  urine  are  tested  at  the  Clinic 
when  taken  or  sent  by  midwives,  and  reports  sent  on  any  abnormality  found. 

General  Ante-Natal  Clinic.  Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  held  each  Wednesday 
and  Friday  morning  at  the  Maternity  Centre,  Kingston  Square.  Dr.  Jean  Thomson, 
Resident  Medical  Officer  at  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home,  took  over  the  Wednes¬ 
day  Clinic  from  Dr.  Gilchrist  in  October,  and  Dr.  Alice  Steven,  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  took  over  the  Friday  morning  Clinic  from  Dr.  Findlay  in  August. 
Health  Visitors  attend  each  session. 

Wednesday  Clinic. 

Fifty-one  sessions  were  held  during  the  year  with  716  attendances  ;  the  first 
attendances  numbered  390  and  the  re-attendances  326.  * 

Friday  Clinic. 

Fifty-one  sessions  were  held  with  a  total  of  350  attendances,  of  which  166 
were  first  attendances  and  184  were  re-attendances.

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Midwives  were  encouraged  to  send  patients  to  the  Maternity  Centres  for  ; 
examination  and  advice,  and  192  women  were  referred  by  practising  midwives. 
Of  these,  186  attended  Kingston  Square  and  six  the  East  Hull  Clinic. 

Ant. j.-J\1a!al  Clinic,  East  Hull.  The  first  Ante-Natal  session  at  the  East  Hull 
Clinic  was  held  on  Wednesday,  August  14th,  and  at  weekly  intervals  from  that  j 
date,  Dr.  Alice  Steven  is  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge. 

In  all,  18  sessions  were  held,  and  there  were  114  attendances,  an  average  of  i 
6-3  per  session.  Of  these,  38  were  first  attendances,  six  being  referred  for  examina¬ 
tion  and  advice  by  midwives,  and  the  remaining  76  were  re-attendances.  Seven 
patients  attended  for  post-natal  examination.  It  was  found  necessary  to  refer 
two  patients  to  their  private  practitioners,  two  to  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  one  :J 
to  the  Corporation  Clinic,  Mill  Street  and  four  to  the  Dental  Department. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic  for  Maternity  Home  and  Municipal  Midwives'  Cases,  i 
Sessions  are  held  on  three  afternoons  a  week  for  the  examination  of  those  i 
patients  who  are  to  be  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Home  or  those  who  are  to  be 
attended  by  the  Municipal  Midwives.

The  Municipal  midwives  visit  all  cases  in  their  homes  and  a  total  of  2,871 
visits  were  paid  to  patients  before  confinement. 

There  were  810  visits  to  investigate  applications  for  admission  to  the  Municipal 
Maternity  Home,  535  to  investigate  applications  for  the  services  of  a  Municipal 
Midwife,  and  1,526  other  ante-natal  visits. 

Summary  of  Ante-Natal  Work.  The  number  of  patients  seen  at  all  the  Ante- 
Natal  clinics  was  1,737.  The  number  of  births,  including  still-births,  in  the; 
City  is  approximately  6,339.  The  number  of  women  seen  at  a  Municipal  Ante- 
Natal  Clinic  is  therefore  about  27  per  cent.  The  corresponding  figure  for  last  year: 
was  25  per  cent.,  in  1927  24  per  cent.,  in  1926  18  per  cent,  and  in  1925  10  percent. 
The  figures  for  years  previous  to  1929  do  not  include  still-births. 

It  is  remarkable  that  amongst  these  1,737  women  who  attended  an  Ante-Natal  1 
Clinic  there  was  only  one  maternal  death.  In  the  case  of  those  who  did  not  attend! I 
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a  clinic,  there  was  approximately  one  death  for  IS4  confinements.  If  the  maternal 
mortality  for  the  City  had  been  the  same  as  the  mortality  fur  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  cases  we  should  have  had  only  4  deaths  instead  of  20. 

All  those  mothers  whose  confinements  had  taken  place  in  the  Maternity  Home 
or  who  had  been  attended  by  the  Municipal  Midwife,  were  asked  to  attend  the 
Post-Natal  Clinic  which  was  held  once  monthly  at  the  Maternity  Centre,  14  Kingston 
Square.  Dr.  Townend  attended  each  session  until  October,  when  Dr.  Thomson 
took  over  the  work.  The  following  table  shows  the  attendances  : —

In  each  case  advice  was  given  and  the  patient  referred  if  necessary  to  a  general 
practitioner  or  to  hospital  for  treatment. 

Maternity  Bags.  Twenty  maternity  bags,  containing  the  bed-linen  and 
clothing  necessary  for  use  during  confinement,  are  stored  at  the  Maternity  Centre 
and  lent  to  those  necessitous  mothers  who  apply  for  them.  During  the  year  the 
bags  were  lent  to  107  mothers  for  periods  of  two  to  three  weeks. 

Sterilised  Maternity  Outfits.  In  recent  publications,  official  and  otherwise, 
concerning  maternal  morbidity  and  mortality,  reference  has  been  made  to  the 
desirability  of  the  provision,  by  Local  Supervising  Authorities,  of  sterilised 
maternity  outfits  for  the  use  of  mothers  confined  in  their  own  homes. 
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It  is  hoped  that  the  use  of  such  outfits  will  lessen  the  danger  of  infection  at 
child-birth.  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  have  obtained  a  number  of  sterilised  outfits  containing  | 
the  following  : —

Practising  midwives  may  obtain  them  on  application  to  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Department  at  the  Guildhall  at  the  cost  price,  6/-  each,  and  they ; 
are  asked  to  recommend  them  for  the  use  of  those  patients  who  have  difficulty 
in  obtaining  a  proper  supply  of  sterilised  material.  The  Municipal  midwives  who 
attend  cases  in  the  poorest  homes  in  the  City,  may  use  a  sterilised  outfit  whenever 
it  is  considered  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  patient.  The  scheme  has  not  been 
taken  advantage  of  to  the  extent  anticipated  ;  only  two  sterilised  outfits  have  been - 
used  by  practising  midwives  and  four  by  the  Municipal  Midwives.  Eight  outfits; 
have  been  purchased  by  private  individuals. 

Provision  of  Dentures.  The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  dentures  is  now 
working  more  easily  and  there  is  less  opposition  than  formerly  to  dental  treatment 
during  pregnancy.  Further  education  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  is,  however, 
necessary. 

No  application  for  the  provision  of  dentures  is  accepted  after  the  baby  has  ; 
reached  the  age  of  six  weeks  or  in  cases  in  which  the  infant  is  still-born.  Extractions 
are  done  by  one  of  the  Dental  Officers  attached  to  the  School  Medical  Department 
and  dentures  are  fitted  and  provided  by  one  of  the  panel  of  practising  dentists  in} 
the  City  who  have  agreed  to  co-operate  in  the  scheme. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  53  applications  for  dentures  compared 
with  24  in  1928.  Seven  were  refused  because  the  child  was  too  old  when  the  firsl 
application  was  made  ;  46  applications  were  granted  ;  in  12  cases  the  applicant 
did  not  proceed  further  with  the  application  for  various  reasons  ;  in  three  case:; 
the  deposit  was  returned  to  the  applicant  owing  to  her  inability  to  pay  the  pro 
portion  of  the  cost  required.  Thirty-one  dentures  were  supplied  during  the  yea: 
at  an  average  cost  of  £5  11  5d.  The  average  assessment  was  £1  os.  lid. 

Home  Helps.  For  the  third  year,  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  Home  Help: 
has  worked  very  satisfactorily. 
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Two  hundred  and  nineteen  applications  were  received  during  the  year, 
compared  with  1 S 1  in  1028  and  08  in  1027.  Two  hundred  and  sixteen  applications 
were  granted  and  three  were  not  granted.

That  the  service  meets  the  needs  of  the  poorer  class  of  mother  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  89-0  per  cent,  of  the  persons  assessed  to  pay  the  minimum  assessment 
of  1/-  a  day  proceeded  with  the  arrangement. 

When  the  assessment  is  3/-  a  day  or  over,  two-thirds  of  the  applicants  cancel 
their  applications  and  make  their  own  arrangements.  It  is  observed  that  of  22 
applicants  assessed  to  pay  3/-  per  day,  15  (or  68-6  per  cent.)  cancelled  the  arrange¬ 
ment  and  only  seven  proceeded  with  it  ;  of  seven  applicants  assessed  to  pay  5/- 
per  day,  only  four  proceeded  with  it,  and  of  nine  assessed  to  pay  5/6  per  day — 
the  full  fee — only  five  availed  themselves  of  the  service. 

In  170  cases  arrangements  were  made  for  a  Home  Help  to  be  employed,  22 
being  in  respect  of  confinements  to  take  place  during  1930.

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It  was  unnecessary  to  remove  the  name  of  any  Home  Help  from  the  list,  as, 
except  for  one  or  two  very  minor  complaints,  their  work  was  reported  to  be  uni-  : 
formly  satisfactory. 

The  work  of  the  Home  Helps  is  closely  supervised  by  the  Health  Visitors, 
who  visit  the  house  during  the  stay  of  the  Home  Help  in  order  to  see  that  she 
performs  her  duties  and  also  to  give  any  advice  that  may  be  needed. 

The  scheme  is  becoming  well  known  and  an  increasing  number  of  urgent  i 
requests  for  Home  Helps  to  be  sent  to  cases  is  received.  Both  doctors  and  midwives , 
who  anticipate  home  difficulties  at  the  time  of  confinement  inform  their  patients  ; 
of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Corporation. 

Many  enquiries  are  made  for  assistance  for  cases  outside  the  scope  of  the 
service  by  persons  willing  and  able  to  pay  the  full  cost,  and  they  are  allowed  to 
consult  the  list  of  Home  Helps  as  an  aid  to  the  selection  and  engagement  privately 
of  a  suitable  Home  Help.

The  usual  period  for  which  a  Home  Help’s  services  are  granted  is  fourteen!  I 
days,  and  it  is  only  where  there  is  an  urgent  medical  reason  that  the  Home  Help) 
is  allowed  to  stay  for  a  longer  period  than  14  days.  In  the  five  instances  wherei 
extensions  of  time  were  allowed,  medical  certificates  were  furnished. 

In  the  33  cases  with  periods  varying  from  7  to  13  days,  the  mothers  were  ablei 
to  manage  without  further  assistance,  and  the  Home  Helps  services  were  terminated.! 

The  majority  were  cases  of  normal  confinement  where  the  mother  had  no 
friend  or  relative  to  assist  her,  or  could  not  go  into  the  Maternity  Home  becausei: 
of  the  number  of  children  to  be  looked  after. 


The  gross  cost  to  the  Corporation  of  the  148  cases  has  been  £556  12s.  5d. 

Accounts,  amounting  to  £125,  have  been  rendered  during  the  year  to  persons 
utilising  the  services  of  the  Home  Helps.  Of  this  sum,  £107  has  been  paid,  £4 
written  off  as  irrecoverable,  .and  the  balance,  £14,  was  outstanding  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  gave  their  approval  to  the  scheme  for  the  year  1929 
subject  to  a  report  being  forwarded  to  them  at  the  expiration  of  the  period. 

Registration  of  Nursing  Homes.  The  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act  came 
into  force  on  July  1st,  1928. 

The  City  Council  authorised  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Senior  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Maternity  and  Child  Welfare),  the  Superintendent 
Health  Visitor,  the  Matrons  of  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home  and  the  City  Hospital, 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  a  District  Inspector,  to  inspect  any  premises 
used  for  the  purpose  of  a  nursing  home. 

The  model  Bye-laws  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  been  adopted. 

One  nursing  home  closed  down  on  the  31st  December,  1928.  One  maternity 
home  although  registered  has  been  empty  throughout  the  year.  There  are  seventeen 
homes  on  the  register. 

Every  Nursing  Home  was  inspected  by  the  specially  appointed  Sanitary 
Inspector  during  the  year  and  24  routine  inspections  were  paid  by  the  Senior 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Maternity  and  Child  Welfare). 

During  the  year  195  births  occurred  in  registered  private  Maternity  Homes  ; 
192  of  these  were  live  births  and  the  remaining  3  were  still-births.  One  maternal 
death  occurred  :  it  was  the  result  of  Ante  Partum  haemorrhage. 

Puerperal  Fever.  Eighteen  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified  during 
1929.  Nineteen  cases  were  notified  during  1928  and  the  same  number  during 
1927. 

Of  these  J8  notified  cases;  three  died  ;  all  three  cases  were  treated  in  the  Hull 
Royal  Infirmary,  being  admitted  there  after  delivery  :  of  the  15  remaining  cases, 
seven  were  treated  in  the  Royal  Infirmary,  one  in  the  Beverley  Road  (Poor  Law) 
Infirmary,  one  in  the  Anlaby  Road  (Poor  Law)  Infirmary,  and  six  at  home. 
A  Jubilee  Nurse  attended  three  of  these  patients.  All  the  cases  except  two,  which 
were  investigated  by  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  were  visited 
by  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 
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A  midwife  alone  attended  the  confinement  in  three  cases,  two  of  which  i 
recovered  ;  a  medical  practitioner  and  an  assistant,  either  an  untrained  woman,! 
a  neighbour,  or,  in  six  cases  a  midwife  acting  as  a  maternity  nurse,  attended  in 
1-  cases,  two  of  which  proved  fatal,  and  in  one  case,  following  abortion,  no  <  net 
was  present  at  the  confinement.  I 

In  four  cases  the  labour  was  stated  to  be  normal  :  one  of  these  patients  died,) 
the  remaining  three  recovered.  In  one,  a  breech  presentation,  in  another,  a  I 
persistent  occipito-posterior,  resulted  in  difficult  delivery;  a  forceps  delivery! 
was  necessary  in  four  cases  ;  a  retained  placenta  necessitated  manual  removal  i 
in  one  case,  and  a  torn  perineum  had  to  be  sutured  in  four  cases.  Premature 
birth  was  the  only  abnormality  in  one  fatal  case  and  early  abortion  was  the  caused 
of  two  cases.

Anti-streptococcal  serum  was  supplied  by  the  Health  Department  for  one 
case  of  Puerperal  Sepsis. 

A  consultant  obstetrician  was  called  in  on  five  occasions,  in  each  case  the  fee 
being  paid  by  the  Authority.  A  blood  culture  was  made  in  two  cases,  the  patho¬ 
logist’s  fee  being  paid  by  the  Authority.  Five  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year  s 
to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  in  accordance  with  arrangements  made  by  the  Local 
Authority  ;  one  was  in  hospital  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  w’as  discharged 
on  January  23rd,  1921).  The  charge  made  for  the  other  five  cases  was  £44  11s. 
For  further  analysis  of  cases  see  appendix  31  (pages  228  and  229). 


Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Forty-five  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  During  1929,  one  hundred  and  fifteen  cases  of 
discharging  eyes  were  reported  by  midwives  ;  of  these  only  37  were  notified  as 
Ophthalmia  by  the  medical  practitioners  called  to  attend  them. 

Of  the  115  cases  reported  by  midwives,  29  occurred  in  primiparae,  86  in 
nniltiparae.  A  history  of  vaginal  discharge  was  given  in  16  cases  ;  13  of  these  were 
multipart  and  three  were  primiparae.  In  14  cases  a  previous  infant  had  been 
infected,  and  in  four  cases  two  other  infants.  Collosol  Argentum  is  supplied  free  of 
charge  to  midwives  for  prophylactic  use.

One  hopes  that  these  figures  are  an  indication  of  a  decline  in  the  incidence  of  i 
Venereal  Disease:  the  increasing  attention  paid  to  this  disease  by  the  Public:! 
Health  Authority  must  undoubtedly  have  played  some  part  in  the  reduction  :  0 
particularly,  probably,  the  ante-natal  examinations  which  are  now  so  much !  ’ 
encouraged  and  the  special  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  expectant  mothers  >i 
suffering  from  Gonorrhoea.  It  is  now  very  rare  to  see  a  child  blinded  by  Ophthalmia  it 
Neonatorum  ;  only  a  decade  ago,  half  the  children  in  the  blind  schools  were  there  )| 
because  of  this  disease. 

Pemphigus  Neon  itorum.  Compulsory  notification  of  Pemphigus  Neonatorum  I 
remained  in  force  during  1929,  and  58  cases,  38  of  which  were  male  and  20  female,  n 
occurred. 

The  disease  was  of  the  mild  type  in  all  but  three  cases,  which  were  fatal. :  i 
Seventeen  cases  occurred  before  the  seventh  day,  20  occurring  between  the  7th  i 
and  10th  days  and  21  after  the  10th  day. 

In  19  cases  the  child  was  the  first  born.

In  the  remaining  25  cases  there  had  been  four  or  more  previous  pregnancies.

One  midwife  had  an  outbreak  of  six  cases  in  24  days,  but  there  was  no  further 
spread  of  the  infection.

The  Jubilee  Nurses  attended  mother  and  child  in  33  cases. 

After  each  case  of  Pemphigus  in  the  practice  of  a  midwife,  she  attended  the 
Municipal  Disinfecting  Station  for  a  disinfectant  bath  and  for  the  disinfection  of 
her  maternity  bag  and  appliances.

In  the  case  of  H.A.  other  members  of  the  family  had  Impetigo. 

In  addition  to  the  notified  cases  which  occurred  in  the  City,  10  cases  occurred 
in  the  Maternity  Home,  one  epidemic  occurring  in  February  and  the  second  in 
November  and  December.  No  source  of  infection  could  be  found  on  either  occasion  ; 
every  member  of  the  staff  was  examined  but  no  septic  focus  was  discovered. 
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Relation  between  Pemphigus  and  Ophthalmia.  Live  babies  had  Ophthalmia  and 
Pemphigus  at  the  same  time.  Fight  cases  of  Ophthalmia  occurred  in  the  practice  i 
of  the  Municipal  Midwives  during  their  sequence  of  cases  of  Pemphigus. 

Infantile  Diarrhoea.  I  here  were  141  deaths  among  children  under  5  years 
of  age  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea  during  1929,  compared  with  72  during  1928  and 
49  during  1927.  Of  these,  119  occurred  in  children  under  12  months  and  the  I 
remainder  among  children  between  one  and  two  years  of  age. 

All  the  cases  were  investigated  by  Health  Visitors,  but  in  eight  details  were 
not  obtainable  either  because  the  parents  had  removed  or  because  they  were  in  one  1 
of  the  Union  Infirmaries.

In  58  cases  the  child  had  never  attended  a  clinic  ;  in  58,  irregular  attendances  I 
had  been  made,  and  in  17,  the  child  had  been  brought  regularly. 


On  analysing  the  cases  which  had  attended  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  regularly,  i 
it  was  found  that  the  disease  occurred  in  children  who  had  previously  been  quite  : 
healthy  in  seven  cases,  that  it  followed  Bronchitis  or  Pneumonia  in  six  cases,  that  t 
it  was  associated  with  Marasmus  in  one  case,  and  that  it  occurred  in  premature  r 
and  delicate  babies  in  three. 


Still-Births.  The  number  of  still-births  registered  during  the  year  was  205;  M 
which  includes  the  30  at  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home  (10  when  the  Home  was  . 
at  Cottingham,  and  14  after  the  transfer  to  the  new  premises  on  Hedon  Road).  ; 
The  205  still-births  are  at  the  rate  of  43’5  per  thousand  registered  live  births.  : ) 
Forty  of  the  still-births  were  notified  by  doctors,  90  by  midwives,  30  from  the  I 
Municipal  Maternity  Home  and  99  by  the  Registrar  of  Deaths.  In  107  of  the  cases  a  -  > 
doctor  only  had  attended  the  confinement,  in  23  a  doctor  and  a  midwife,  and  in  103  ! 
a  midwife  only  ;  in  32  cases  no  particulars  could  be  obtained.  In  84  cases  the  foetus 
had  arrived  at  full-term  ;  in  33  the  maturity  was  8  months  and  in  30  seven  months.  :i 

Infant  Mortality.  Six  hundred  and  thirty-four  deaths  of  irffarits  under  one  :u 
year  of  age  occurred.  This  corresponds  to  a  rate  of  infantile  mortality  of  104T  H 
per  1,000  births  compared  with  78-8  in  1928  and  81  ’8  in  1927. 
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The  chief  causes  of  infant  mortality  during  the  year  were  :  Pneumonia,  160  ; 
Prematurity,  123  ;  and  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis,  118.  Sixty-three  per  cent,  of  the 
total  infantile  mortality  is  therefore  due  to  these  causes.  There  were  17  deaths 
from  Whooping  Cough. 

The  very  high  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  is  due  to  an  epidemic  of 
pneumonia  during  February  and  March,  and  also  to  an  increased  number  of  cases 
of  summer  diarrhoea  during  October.  Every  effort  was  made  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  these  diseases,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  continued  education  of  the  parents  both 
at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and  in  the  home  the  incidences  of  pneumonia  and 
of  summer  diarrhoea  will  be  considerably  reduced. 

One  hundred  and  two  infants  died  on  the  day  they  were  born  ;  163  (26  per 
cent,  of  the  total  mortality  under  one  year)  died  before  they  were  a  week  old  ;  and 
212  (33  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths  under  one  year)  occurred  in  infants  under  the  age 
of  one  month. 

The  212  neo-natal  deaths  are  an  indication  of  unfavourable  ante-natal 
conditions. 

The  neo-natal  mortality — that  is,  the  death-rate  under  one  month  of  age 
per  1,000  births,  was  30-4  compared  with  30-1  in  1928,  31-9  in  1927,  30-3  in  1926, 
32-7  in  1925  and  31-6  in  1924. 

Improvement  of  this  rate  is  all  too  slow  and  can  only  be  accelerated  by 
increased  attention  to  the  welfare  of  the  expectant  mother.

Notification  of  Births  Acts.  The  live  births  notified  by  midwives  numbered 
3,394,  and  by  doctors,  parents  and  others,  1,106.  These  figures  do  not  include! 
the  births  which  occurred  in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home  at  Cottingham,  and; 
which  were  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  East  Riding  Count}  < 
Council. 

The  number  of  births  not  notified  wTas  approximately  1,590.  In  every  case  o  *  i 
non-notification,  a  letter  wns  sent  to  the  parents  drawing  attention  to  their  non  i  j 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 


On  receipt  of  notification  of  a  birth,  the  infant  is  first  visited  on  the  llthJ 
day,  and  two  subsequent  visits  are  made  during  the  year,  except  in  special  cases  a 
where  more  frequent  visits  are  necessary.  During  the  second  year,  two  visits  art  j 
made,  and  thereafter,  one  visit  is  made  every  nine  months  up  to  the  age  of  fivci 
years. 

Health  Visitors.  One  additional  Health  Visitor,  Miss  Yates,  wras  appointecni 
during  the  year  and  commenced  her  duties  on  1st  July,  1929.  Two  members  or 
the  staff,  Miss  Shrewsbury  and  Miss  Pinchbeck  were  successful  in  passing  th(  1 
examination  for  the  Health  Visitor’s  Certificate  in  June,  1929. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  continues  to  grow  every  year  chiefly  because: 
of  the  opening  of  new  clinics  and  also  because  of  increasing  attention  paid  to  the  : 
child  of  from  one  to  five  years  of  age.  An  important  duty  of  a  Health  Visitor  is  tell 
persuade  the  mothers  in  her  district  to  take  their  infants  to  the  clinics.

The  increase  in  those  attending  from  23-5  per  cent,  to  28-6  per  cent,  is  a  tribute 
to  the  appreciation  shown  of  the  services  given  at  the  clinics,  as  well  as  to  the  zeal 
of  the  Health  Visitors. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  Health  Visitors  during  the  year  was  88,367  : 
the  number  of  clinic  sessions  attended  by  them  was  5,031.  The  number  of  children 
removed  from  Hull  and  notified  to  other  authorities  was  118.  For  details  of  the 
visits,  see  appendix  34  (pages  232  and  233). 

Infant  Life  Protection  Visitor.  Miss  Harrison  continued  to  act  as  Infant  Life 
Protection  Visitor  for  the  Hull  Incorporation  of  the  Poor.  A  quarterly  report 
was  submitted  to  the  Guardians  and  Miss  Harrison  attended  the  meetings  when 
requested  to  do  so. 

There  were  120  visits  paid  to  the  children  during  the  year  by  the  Health 
Visitors  and  94  by  Miss  Harrison,  making  a  total  of  214  for  the  year. 

One  child  was  adopted  under  the  Adoption  of  Children  Act,  1926,  and  there¬ 
fore  supervision  was  discontinued.

Three  minor  offences  were  committed  ;  in  two  cases  the  foster-mothers  failed; 
to  notify  changes  of  address,  and  in  one  case  the  removal  of  the  child  was  not 
notified.  The  required  notices  were  sent  on  request. 

Two  children  were  adopted  under  the  Adoption  of  Children  Act,  1926. 


Of  the  57  children  on  the  Register  12  are  attending  Municipal  Child  Welfare 
Clinics. 


Training  of  Health  Visitors.  The  scheme  for  the  training  of  Health  Visitors  E 
was  put  into  operation  on  January  15th,  when  six  Probationer  Health  Visitor: 
took  up  their  duties  in  the  Health  Department.  The  Course  of  Instruction  for  the 
Health  Visitors’  Certificate  arranged  by  the  Council  of  the  University  College  o jj): 
Hull  commenced  on  January  18th.  Students  attended  the  University  College  fo:  * 
sixty  lectures  and  twenty  tutorials  during  three  academic  terms  ;  they  received  f 
in  addition,  special  lectures  and  demonstrations  by  members  of  the  Public  Healtl 
staff  each  week,  and  had  a  wide  practical  experience  of  all  branches  of  Publi 
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Health  work  in  the  School  Medical,  Tuberculosis  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Departments.  At  the  end  of  the  twelve  months  training  the  six  Probationer  Health 
Visitors  were  successful  in  obtaining  the  Health  Visitors’  Certificate,  a  special 
examination  being  held  in  the  University  College,  Hull,  in  January,  1930. 


Child  Welfare  Clinics.  I)r.  John  Morrison,  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  takes  one  Infant  Welfare  Session  a  week  at  King’s  Hall  in  place  of 
Dr.  W.  H.  Harris  who  resigned  July  31st. 


Dr.  Alice  Steven  was  appointed  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  took 
up  her  duties  on  July  22nd.  Dr.  Steven  has  taken  over  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  work  at  the  East  Hull  Clinic,  where  she  attends  one  Ante-Natal  Session, 
one  Toddlers’  Session  and  three  Infant  Welfare  Sessions  per  week.  She  also  takes 
one  Toddlers’  Session  per  week  at  Queen’s  Hall.  The  rest  of  her  time  is  spent  in 
the  School  Medical  and  Tuberculosis  Departments. 


Dr.  Janet  Gibson  takes  one  medical  session  at  the  King’s  Hall  Clinic  and  one 
at  the  Marfleet  Clinic;  Dr.  Ada  Jackson  takes  three  at  the  Coltman  Street  Clinic 
and  one  at  the  Dairyeoates  Clinic.  All  the  other  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  taken 
by  wholetime  medical  officers  in  the  service  of  the  Corporation. 


Additional  sessions  were  arranged  at  the  following  Clinics  : — 

Queen’s  Hall — a  Special  Session  for  Toddlers,  starting  on  Thursday, 
June  6th. 

East  Hull,  Morrill  Street — a  Special  Session  for  Toddlers,  starting  on 
Monday,  August  12th. 

Newland  Clinic,  Newland  Wesleyan  Church — weekly  instead  of  fortnightly 
Clinics,  starting  on  Wednesday,  June  5th. 

Marfleet  Clinic,  Wesleyan  Hall,  Marfleet — w'eekly  instead  of  fortnightly 
Clinics,  starting  on  Wednesday,  June  5th. 

Lists  of  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  exhibited  in 
the  Post  Offices  during  the  year  by  the  kindness  of  the  Postmaster. 


CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS. 
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There  is  a  satisfactory  increase  in  the  children  seen  by  a  doctor,  namely,  from 
8,604  in  1025,  12,086  in  1926,  13,964  in  1927  and  18,228  in  1928,  to  21,968  in  1929. 


The  total  attendances  have  increased  from  28,835  in  1926,  35,335  in  1927 
and  43,239  in  1928  to  47,680  in  1929,  and  extra  sessions  became  essential. 


It  will  be  noted  that  in  consequence  of  these  additions,  the  number  of  doctors' 
sessions  increased  from  450  in  1927  and  585  in  1928  to  793  in  1929. 

Particulars  arc  obtained  of  all  children  who  die  under  the  age  of  five  years, 
and  it  is  rather  unusual  to  find  one  who  has  attended  a  child  welfare  centre 
regularly. 

During  1929,  364  children  were  referred  from  the  Clinics  for  private  or  hospital 
treatment. 

Talks  to  Mothers.  Short  talks  were  given  during  the  year  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

At  the  West  Hull  Clinic,  44  talks  were  given  ;  at  the  East  Hull  Clinic,  38  ; 
at  King’s  Hall  Clinic,  28  ;  at  the  Queen’s  Hall  Clinic,  38  ;  at  Dairycoates,  3,  and 
at  Marfleet,  5 — a  total  of  156.

Voluntary  Workers  at  Clinics.  Voluntary  workers  continue  to  do  valuable 
work  at  the  Ante-Natal  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  attending  both  morning  and 
afternoon  sessions  in  order  to  make  tea  for  the  mothers  and  to  help  in  the  general 
work  of  the  Clinics. 

Early  in  the  year  they  arranged  entertainments  which  were  given  to  a  large 
number  of  mothers  attending  the  different  centres. 

The  Committee  of  the  voluntary  workers  consists  of  the  Superintendents  of 
the  various  centres  ;  the  President  is  Mrs.  Hubert  Johnson  and  the  Chairman  is 
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Mrs.  Lawton.  Meetings  are  held  quarterly.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  ladies  who 
give  so  much  of  their  time,  and  it  is  hoped  that  further  volunteers  will  be  forth¬ 
coming  to  assist  in  the  increasing  work  of  the  Clinics. 

Care  of  Toddlers.  It  is  a  recognised  fact  that  the  health  of  entrants  to  school 
at  the  age  of  5  years  is  unsatisfactory,  and  therefore  the  following  measures  to 
improve  the  health  of  the  pre-school  child  in  Hull  were  adopted  : — 

1.  Clinics  for  toddlers  were  provided.  There  are  now  four  centres, 
namely,  King’s  Hall,  69Coltman  Street,  Queen’s  Hall  and  the  East  Hull  Clinic, 
and  one  session  a  week  is  held  at  each.  The  term  “  toddlers  ”  means  children 
between  2  and  5  years  of  age.  Advice  is  given  regarding  diet  and  general 
hygiene,  and  in  the  event  of  any  defect  being  found  the  child  is  referred  for 
treatment  either  to  a  private  practitioner,  a  dispensary,  a  hospital  or  to  a 
school  clinic.  Toddlers  are  not  precluded  from  attending  the  ordinary  Clinics, 
but  it  was  felt  that  they  would  attend  special  clinics  more  regularly,  and  this 
has  been  found  to  be  the  case.  The  number  of  toddlers  seen  up  to  the  end  of 
the  year  was  475  and  the  attendances  numbered  3,045.  The  defects  most 
commonly  found  were  :  Unsound  Teeth,  Adenoids  and  unhealthy  Tonsils, 
Impetigo,  Bronchitis  and  Malnutrition. 

2.  Routine  visits  are  paid  to  the  homes  of  toddlers,  at  intervals  of  6  or 
9  months,  by  the  Health  Visitors.  At  these  visits  advice  with  regard  to 
obtaining  treatment  for  minor  defects  is  given. 

3.  Necessitous  children  up  to  the  age  of  5  years  are  granted  free  milk 
or  nutritives  when  certified  by  a  clinic  medical  officer  to  require  them. 

Inter  availability  of  Clinics.  Children  under  5  years  of  age  who  are  suffering 
from  Squint,  from  Dental  Caries  and  from  minor  ailments  are  referred  to  the 
School  Medical  Department  for  treatment. 

Neu'  East  Hull  Clinic.  The  East  Hull  Clinic,  Morrill  Street,  was  opened 
officially  on  October  11th,  but  Child  Welfare  Clinics  were  held  from  August  12th. 

The  Clinic  was  built  in  order  to  provide  a  complete  Municipal  Medical  Centre 
for  East  Hull,  and  the  extensive  grounds  at  the  rear  of  Durham  House,  which 
has  been  used  as  a  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  since  1912,  were  found  to  be  suitable 
for  the  building  necessary  for  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  School  Medical 
Services.  An  advantage  of  having  all  the  Corporation  Clinics  together  is  that  the 
Medical  Officers  concerned  work  in  the  same  or  adjoining  buildings  and  the  “  team 
work  ”  which  is  so  essential  to  modern  medicine  can  be  provided  for  the  patients. 

The  plans  were  prepared  by  the  City  Architect,  D.  Harvey,  Esq..  A.R.I.B.A., 
with  the  co-operation  of  Dr.  Daley,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  Doctors 
Susan  Gilchrist  and  John  Morrison,  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health.

The  Contractors  for  the  building  were  Messrs.  Con.  Greenwood  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
and  the  contract  price  was  £10,493. 


Plans  of  the  ground  and  first  floors  of  the  Clinic  are  given  on  pp.  239 
and  240. 


The  total  cost  of  the  equipment  was  estimated  to  be  £2,100.  The  X-Ray  and 
Light  apparatus  have  been  supplied  by  Messrs.  Schall  &  Son,  Ltd.,  London. 

The  Corporation  purchased,  in  1927,  1,661  square  yards  of  land  in  Morrill 
Street,  at  a  price  of  (290,  in  order  to  obtain  access  to  the  site  from  that  street. 
There  is  also  an  entrance  from  Holdemess  Road. 

The  cost  of  the  building  has  been  defrayed  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee,  who  are  responsible  for  all  the  overhead  charges.  The  Clinics  on 
the  first  floor  are  primarily  School  Medical  Clinics  and  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Education  Committee,  who  will  pay  an  appropriate  rent  to  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  have  furnished  and  equipped 
the  ground  floor,  and  the  Education  Committee  the  first  floor. 

It  should  be  emphasised  that  under  the  special  arrangements  of  the  Hull 
Corporation,  all  children,  whether  under  or  over  5  years  of  age,  can  be  treated  at  a 
Corporation  Clinic,  and  the  necessary  adjustment  of  charges  between  the  Depart¬ 
ments  concerned  is  made  periodically. 
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The  following  Clinics  are  held  : — 

Ante-Natal  Clinic — once  a  week. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinic— three  a  week. 

Toddlers’  Clinic — once  a  week. 

Light  Clinic — twice  a  week. 

X-Ray  Clinic — as  required. 

Orthopaedic  Inspection  Clinics — two  sessions  a  month. 

Massage  Clinic — one  medical  session  a  week  and  ten  Masseuse’s  sessions 
a  week. 

Food  Distribution — twice  a  week. 

A  considerable  amount  of  medical  treatment  will  go  on  in  this  Clinic,  but  it 
is  all  preventive  hi  aim.  The  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  to  prevent  maternal  mortality  : 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  primarily  to  keep  healthy  babies  healthy,  sick  ones 
being  referred  for  private  or  public  medical  attention  elsewhere  ;  the  School  Clinics 
are  to  prevent  early  defects  developing  into  serious  ones  ;  the  X-Ray  installation 
is  to  assist  in  the  diagnosis  of  early  disease,  and  so  prevent  serious  disease  by  timely 
treatment  ;  it  also  will  serve  to  prevent  serious  loss  of  schooling  by  curing  Ring¬ 
worm  in  the  shortest  possible  space  of  time. 

Ophthalmic  Clinic.  During  the  year  62  children  under  five  years  of  age  suffering 
from  Squint  made  101  attendances  at  the  Clinic.  Glasses  were  prescribed  in  37 
cases,  and  in  eight  of  these  the  financial  circumstances  were  such  that  the  spectacles 
were  supplied  free.  The  cost  was  £i  6s. 

Dental  Clinic.  The  following  table,  which  was  drawn  up  by  the  Senior  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (School  Medical  Service),  summarises  the  dental  treatment 
given  to  children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  : —

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The  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attended  once  weekly  to  see 
those  cases  which  were  not  inspected  by  the  Consultant  Surgeon.  Every  case 
was  seen  at  least  once  a  month  by  a  medical  officer. 

During  the  time  the  Clinic  was  working  four  cases  were  discharged  as  cured. 

Splints  were  ordered  for  and  supplied  to  seven  cases,  and  alterations  were 
made  to  1 1  splints  which  were  already  in  use. 

Subsidiary  Massage  Clinic,  09  Coliman  Street.  The  work  at  this  centre  is 
mainly  for  the  treatment  of  children  who  were  the  victims  of  the  epidemic  of 
Poliomyelitis  in  1927,  but  cases  of  Rickets  are  now  also  treated  :  there  are  two 
sessions  a  week,  and  these  are  taken  by  two  part-time  masseuses. 

Miss  Tennison  was  appointed  full-time  masseuse  at  the  East  Hull  Orthopaedic 
Centre  in  August,  and  her  place  at  Coltman  Street  Clinic  was  taken  by  Miss  Render.

X-Ray  Department — East  Hull  Clinic.  Owing  to  difficulties  in  connection 
with  the  building  and  with  completion  of  the  equipment  in  the  X-Ray  Department, 
there  was  some  delay  in  beginning  the  work  there.  There  were  eleven  cases  referred 
by  the  Education  Department  and  two  by  the  Tuberculosis  Department  ;  seven 
children  were  referred  from  the  Child  Welfare  Centres,  making  a  total  of  twenty 
cases  in  all.  The  radiologists  were  Dr.  Bannen  and  Dr.  Hennon,  who  attended 
for  two  sessions.  The  nurse  in  charge  is  Miss  Wheeldon,  who  has  had  special 
training  in  the  work  of  an  X-Ray  Department  in  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Liverpool. 

Supply  of  Splints.  Children  are  provided  with  splints  when  ordered  by  the 
Orthopiedic  Surgeon.  Plaster  splints  were  made  at  the  Park  Avenue  Special  School, 
and  others  were  ordered  from  manufacturers  of  surgical  apparatus.  The 
Guild  of  Brave  Poor  Things — a  voluntary  organisation  for  the  care  of  cripples — 
has  now'  extended  its  activities  so  as  to  perforin  all  the  services  for  cripples  which 
can  properly  be  rendered  by  a  voluntary  society  :  they  have  appointed  a  paid 
organiser  who  looks  after  the  supply  of  splints,  arranges  for  the  hire  of  spinal 
carriages,  for  home  visits,  craft  teaching,  &c.  The  necessity  for  the  payment  for 
splints  other  than  plaster  splints  did  not  arise  during  1929,  as  the  organiser  of 
the  Guild  of  Brave  Poor  Things  made  arrangements  for  those  appliances  ordered 
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by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  to  be  supplied  at  once  and  for  weekly  payments  to  be 
made.  In  some  cases  splints  were  provided  by  voluntary  organisations  such  as 
the  Poor  Bairns’  Fund  and  in  others  part  of  the  cost  of  the  appliances  was  paid 
by  the  Guild  of  Brave  Poor  Things. 

During  the  year,  14  plaster  splints  were  supplied  by  the  Corporation  to  children 
under  5  years  of  age  at  a  total  cost  of  £6  os.  ;  this  was  recovered  from  the  parents 
whenever  possible. 

In-Patient  Treatment  for  Orthopaedic  Cases.  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  were  responsible  for  the  payment  for  two  cases  which  received  treatment 
at  Kirbymoorside  Orthopaedic  Hospital  during  1929. 

A.S.,  suffering  from  congenital  Club  Foot  was  admitted  on  October  loth,  1928, 
and  discharged  on  June  17th,  1929.  On  discharge  she  was  wearing  a  splint,  but 
is  able  to  walk  well. 

J.D.  was  admitted  to  the  Hospital  from  the  East  Riding  ;  his  parents  removed 
to  Hull  and  the  financial  responsibility  for  the  case  was  taken  over  by  the  Hull 
Authority  until  May  30th,  1929,  when  he  was  discharged  wearing  walking  splints  ; 
he  is  now  attending  Park  Avenue  Special  School. 

Convalescent  Home  Treatment.  Provision  was  made  for  mothers  who  needed 
convalescent  home  treatment  after  difficult  confinements  or  prolonged  nursing  to 
be  admitted  to  one  or  other  of  four  Homes,  namely  : — 

Coatham  Convalescent  Home,  Redcar,  Yorks. 

St.  Anne’s  Convalescent  Home,  Bridlington. 

Mablethorpe  Convalescent  Home,  Louth, 

and  the  Convalescent  Home,  Withemsea. 

One  great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  that  these  Homes  will  not  allow  babies 
to  be  admitted  with  their  mothers,  and  it  was,  therefore,  only  those  mothers  whose 
babies  had  died  or  who  were  not  breast-fed,  who  could  be  sent  to  these  Homes. 
Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  two  women  had  been  sent  and  had  benefited  so  much 
from  the  holiday  that  it  is  hoped  to  extend  this  service  considerably  next  year. 
The  cost  of  sending  these  cases  was  £2  Is. 

Christmas  Entertainments  for  Clinic  Mothers.  During  the  month  of  January 
four  entertainments  for  mothers  attending  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  were  arranged 
by  the  Voluntary  Workers.  These  entertainments  were  held  at  King’s  Hall  for 
the  mothers  attending  King’s  Hall  and  Newland  Clinics,  at  Queen’s  Hall  for  the 
mothers  attending  Queen’s  Hall  and  Marfleet  Clinics,  at  the  Baptist  Mission  Hall, 
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Courtney  Street,  for  the  mothers  attending  the  East  Hull  Clinic,  and  at  the 
Wesleyan  Schoolroom,  St.  George’s  Road,  for  the  mothers  attending  the  West 
Hull  and  Dairycoates  Clinics.  At  each  entertainment  a  concert  was  given  and 
refreshments  were  served,  the  cost  being  defrayed  by  the  profits  made  from  teas 
served  to  mothers  at  the  Clinics  throughout  the  year  by  Voluntary  Workers,  and 
by  the  donation  of  £10  given  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

The  average  attendance  at  each  entertainment  was  215. 

The  entertainments  were  much  enjoyed  by  the  mothers,  who  also  appreciated 
the  attendance  of  members  of  the  Committee. 

C ivic  Week.  At  the  exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  Social  and  Charitable  Agencies 
of  Hull,  held  in  the  Art  School  during  Civic  Week,  the  Maternity  and  Cliild  Welfare 
Department  demonstrated  the  Municipal  Services  which  are  available  for  mothers, 
infants  and  toddlers  in  Hull.  Health  Visitors  and  Voluntary  Workers  gaye  valuable 
assistance  in  demonstrating  the  exhibits. 

THE  MUNICIPAL  LIGHT  CLINIC. 

Lamps.  The  three  types  of  lamp  in  use  are  the  Tungsten  Arc,  Mercury  Vapour 
and  Carbon  Arc.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a  Kromayer  Lamp  was  purchased  with 
the  donations  given  by  the  mothers  of  children  attending  the  Clinic.  It  is  hoped 
that  by  the  use  of  intensive  local  treatment,  cases  of  Lupus  will  be  cured  more 
rapidly. 

Technique.  Treatment  by  all  lamps  remains  as  described  in  the  reports  for 
1926  and  1927. 

Sessions.  Patients  attend  the  Clinic  twice  weekly.  Four  sessions  are  held  each 
week,  two  at  the  West  Hull  Branch,  69  Coltman  Street,  and  two  at  the  East  Hull 
Clinic,  Morrill  Street.  In  addition  sessions  are  held  twice  weekly  at  the  West  Hull 
Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Lupus.

Not  only  has  there  been  a  reduced  number  of  sessions  held  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  but  consequent  on  the  longer  treatments  that  have  in 
most  instances  been  necessary,  a  decreased  number  of  children  has  been  dealt 
with,  resulting,  although  additional  lamps  were  brought  into  use  in  September, 
1929,  in  a  fall  in  the  number  of  attendances  registered. 


Cases  Treated.  The  majority  of  the  cases  treated  were  children  under  school 
age  suffering  from  Rickets  or  Malnutrition  :  71  school  children,  the  majority  of 
whom  were  suffering  from  debility  following  operations  or  illnesses,  completed 
treatment  during  the  year.  Cases  of  Lupus  continued  to  improve  slowly.  Both 
local  and  general  treatments  are  given  by  the  Mercury  Vapour  Lamp,  and  intensive 
local  treatment  may  now  be  given  by  the  Kromayer  Lamp.

Corporation  Clinic,  Mill  Street.  Two  sessions  a  week  are  held  at  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  in  women  and  children,  patients 
being  referred  to  this  Clinic  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Ante-Natal  and  Child 
Welfare  Centres,  and  also  by  general  practitioners. 


It  is  hoped  that  by  instituting  treatment  for  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  and  of  Syphilis 
in  pregnant  women,  the  number  of  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Congenital 
Syphilis  will  decrease  :  1,415  attendances  were  made  by  173  patients  during  the 
year  compared  with  935  attendances  by  120  patients  during  1928  :  in  1927  there 
were  321  attendances.

The  dietary  remains  unchanged  ;  the  cost  is  6d.  per  meal.  A  special  Christmas 
Dinner  was  provided  on  December  21st,  and  a  visit  was  paid  to  each  centre  by 
the  Sheriff  and  the  Sheriff's  Lady. 


Dining  Centres.  It  was  found  necessary  to  open  a  fourth  Dining  Centre  for  the 
provision  of  meals  for  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  ;  this  centre  is  at  King’s 
Hall,  Fountain  Road,  and  supplies  a  real  need  of  those  mothers  who,  on  account 
of  residing  at  too  great  a  distance  therefrom,  are  unable  to  attend  the  other 
centres  for  meals  daily. 
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King’s  Hall  Dining  Centre  was  opened  on  Monday,  June  3rd,  and  the  atten¬ 
dances  of  2,441)  until  the  end  of  the  year  justify  this  additional  service. 

The  four  Dining  Centres  are  situated  one  in  East  Hull,  one  in  West  Hull, 
one  in  Central  Hull  and  one  in  North  Hull.

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The  Dining  Superintendents  served  the  dinners  and  investigated  applications  i 
for  free  meals.  They  paid  407  visits  and  961  re-visits  to  expectant  mothers  and 
376  first  visits  and  2,050  re-visits  to  nursing  mothers.  During  the  year  they  j 
attended  409  sessions  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and  34  sessions  at  the  Light  Clinic,  i 
Visits  wrere  paid  to  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Mumps,  on  1,408  I 
occasions  ;  special  visits  were  paid  on  79  occasions,  and  730  visits  were  ineffective,  v 

Dinners  are  served  at  King’s  Hall  by  an  attendant ;  visits  are  paid  by  the  l 
three  Dining  Centre  Superintendents  to  mothers  attending  this  particular  centre,  i 

Supply  of  Milk  and  Nutritives.  Supplies  of  Dried  Milks  and/or  Nutritives  V 
are  issued  at  cost  price  to  women  who  can  afford  to  pay,  and  free  when  they  cannot  i 
afford  to  pay  even  cost  price. 

As  mentioned  in  the  Report  for  last  year,  decentralisation  of  the  arrangements  ii 
for  the  supply  of  dried  milk  and  nutritives  is  taking  place.  Until  1927  they  were  *■ 
only  obtainable  at  the  Central  Depot  in  Hanover  Square.  This  system  has  admmis-  r 
trative  and  financial  advantages  in  that  an  experienced  saleswoman  can  be  put  * 
in  charge  and  auditing  of  the  accounts  and  checking  of  the  stock  are  very  simple.  I 
The  great  disadvantage  is  that  poor  people  from  distant  parts  of  the  City  have  to  j 


come  into  the  centre  in  order  to  obtain  their  supplies.  In  the  case  of  expectant 
mothers,  or  mothers  with  very  young  children,  it  is  too  far  for  them  to  walk  ;uul 
they  cannot  afford  the  tram  fares.  The  first  subsidiary  distribution  centre  was 
that  opened  at  69  Coltman  Street  in  May,  1927.  When  the  clinics  at  Marfleet  and 
Newland  were  opened  in  November,  1928,  arrangements  were  made  for  dried  milk 
and  nutritives  to  be  supplied  there.  The  Central  Depot  was  closed  on  the  afternoons 
concerned  and  the  saleswoman  attended  at  the  clinics  instead.  In  December,  1928, 
it  was  decided  to  establish  another  distribution  centre  at  the  Dairycoates  Clinic, 
and  when  the  New  East  Hull  Clinic  was  opened  in  August  1 929,  a  depot  was  opened 
there  also.  The  only  clinics  now  served  by  the  Central  Depot  in  Hanover  Square 
are  those  at  Queen’s  Hall,  which  adjoins,  and  at  King’s  Hall,  not  very  far  away. 


The  number  of  applications  renewable  monthly,  received  for  the  free  supply 
of  milk  and/or  nutritives  was  5,077,  71  of  which  were  not  granted,  as  the  income 
was  above  the  scale.  The  figures  for  the  year  1928  were  :  5,233  applications  ; 
112  not  granted. 

* 

Some  of  the  recipients  are  on  the  verge  of  starvation,  and  the  supply  of  milk 
and/or  nutritives,  often  for  two  or  three  children,  has  to  be  continued  for  long 
periods. 

The  total  value  of  the  free  issues  during  the  calendar  year  was  Cl, 629, 
compared  with  £1,762  in  1928,  £1,338  in  1927  and  £666  in  1926.  Receipts  from 
sales  at  cost  price  totalled  £3,579  compared  with  £3,513  in  1928  and  £3,317  in  1927. 


The  total  number  of  issues  was  89,290,  compared  with  92,005  in  1928  and 
with  79,342  in  1927. 


Particulars  will  be  found  in  appendix  35  (page  234). 

Provision  oj  Fireguards.  In  order  to  prevent  deaths  from  bums  and  scalds, 
resulting  from  the  absence  of  a  fireguard  (which  deaths,  through  the  omission  of 
this  precaution,  average  8  per  annum),  it  was  arranged  that  fireguards  should 
be  purchased  at  a  cost  of  5s.  9d.  and  supplied  to  necessitous  families,  payment 
being  made  by  instalments.  A  deposit  of  9d.  is  usually  made  and  the  balance  is 
paid  off  by  weekly  payments  of  6d. 

During  the  year  303  applications  were  received  and  234  fireguards  were 
delivered  at  a  gross  cost  of  £66  Is.  8d.  The  remaining  applications  were  being 
dealt  with  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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A  notice  drawing  the  attention  of  parents  of  young  children  to  their  obligation 
with  regard  to  the  provision  of  fireguards  is  placed  in  each  Infant  Welfare  Clinic 
The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Notice  : — 

“  Firecuards. 

It  is  an  offence  under  the  Children  Act  to  allow  any  child  under  the  ag 
of  seven  years  to  be  in  a  room  containing  an  open  fire  grate  without  takinj 
precautions  to  prevent  the  child  being  burnt.  If  the  child  suffers  seriou 
injury  through  burning  the  penalty  is  {10.”

The  Ministry  of  Health  now  require  arrangements  to  be  made  for  the  routine 
inspection  of  children  attending  Day  Nurseries.  The  Honorary  Medical  Officers 
of  the  East  Hull  and  West  Hull  Day  Nurseries  continue  to  be  responsible  for 
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emergency  work,  such  as  the  examination  of  children  who  appear  with  symptoms  n 
suggestive  of  infectious  disease,  but  the  routine  examinations  are  now  carried  out 
by  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Three  inspections  were  made  >. 
last  year,  and  cases  were  referred  for  medical  treatment  when  necessary. 

Councillor  (Miss)  Theilmann  and  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  1 
for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  were  appointed  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  ; 
Welfare  Sub-Committee  to  represent  the  Department  on  the  Committees  of  the  ! 
two  Day  Nurseries. 

Co-ordination  oj  Work  with  other  Institutions  and  Departments.  The  Inter-  ) 
availability  of  Clinic  Scheme  has  already  been  described.  The  clinic  cards  and  n 
health  visitors’  records  of  children  reaching  the  age  of  five  years  are  sent  to  the 
School  Medical  Officer’s  Department,  four  times  a  year  in  order  that  a  history  of 
the  child’s  development  shall  be  available  for  the  Medical  Officer  making  the 
routine  inspection. 

Inspectors  of  the  Hull  branch  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  visited  29  children  who  were  reported  by  the  Department. 
Twenty-three  of  them  were  children  suffering  from  Rickets,  Malnutrition  or  Squint 
who  were  not  receiving  the  necessary  medical  attention  ;  three  children  were 
reported  to  be  neglected  by  their  parents  and  in  three  the  home  conditions  were  t 
unsuitable. 

The  Hull  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  worked  with  the 
Department  in  obtaining  the  treatment  required  in  seven  cases. 

The  “  Mother  Humber  ”  Fund  granted  extra  nourishment  or  coal  to  eighteen 
cases  which  were  referred  for  help  by  the  Department.  Five  cases  were  referred 
to  the  British  Legion  for  assistance  during  illness  or  for  help  to  pay  for  dentures. 
Children  requiring  splints  were  referred  to  the  Guild  of  Brave  Poor  Things.  The 
Guild  undertook  the  care  of  all  cripples  in  the  City  and  organised  a  scheme  for  the 
provision  of  splints  ordered  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  at  the  various  clinics. 
This  work  is  efficiently  done  and  is  proving  of  inestimable  benefit  to  the  crippled 
poor  of  the  City. 

The  Toe  H  League  of  Women  Helpers  gave  assistance  in  the  homes  in  two 
cases  in  which  the  mothers  were  incapacitated  through  illness. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  all  these  voluntary  societies  which  help  the  work  of  the 
Department. 


National  Conference  on  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  The  Senior  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Maternity  and  Child  Welfare)  attended  the  National 
Conference  on  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  which  was  held  in  London  on  July 
2nd,  3rd  and  4th. 

The  subjects  for  discussion  included  : — 

(1)  The  Care  of  the  Child  between  One  and  1'ive  Years  of  Age. 

(2)  How  to  reach  Middle-Class  Parents. 

(3)  The  Care  of  State  Children. 

(4)  The  existing  facilities  for  Prevention  and  Cure  of  Crippling  Deformi¬ 
ties  in  Young  Children. 

(5)  The  Prevention  of  Deformities  in  Children  under  Five. 

(6)  The  Importance  of  Day  Nurseries  as  part  of  the  Child  Welfare  Scheme. 

(7)  Maternal  Morbidity.

A  full  report  of  the  Conference  was  circulated  to  members  of  the  Committee. 

Care  oj  Illegitimate  Children.  The  York  Diocesan  Maternity  Home,  Linnaeus 
Street,  was  opened  in  January,  1915,  for  young  unmarried  mothers  under  25  years 
of  age  of  previous  good  character  for  first  cases  only.  The  Home  is  recognised  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  year  40  girls  and  41  babies  have  been  in  the  Home  ;  25  of  the  girls 
have  been  new  admissions. 

One  mother  was  transferred  to  a  hospital  for  Caesarian  section  to  be  done  ;  all 
the  others  were  confined  in  the  Home. 

Forty-two  girls  left  the  Home  during  the  year  ;  17  went  into  service,  one 
went  to  a  training  home  and  nineteen  returned  to  their  parents  or  friends,  one 
went  into  a  Poor  Law  Institution,  four  went  to  Hospital,  two  on  the  staff  and 
two  as  patients. 

Twenty-five  babies  left  the  Home,  22  going  to  their  mothers  or  friends,  three 
to  foster  mothers. 

Notice  of  removal  of  any  child  from  the  Home  is  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  and  the  child,  if  still  in  this  area,  is  visited  by  Health  Visitors  at  frequent 
intervals. 


Cost.  The  gross  expenditure  on  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  for  the  year 
ended  31st  March,  1930,  was  £33,844,  including  a  grant  of  £12,221  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 
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HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

As  described  in  the  annual  report  for  last  year,  a  Health  Week  was  held  fron 
November  5th  to  11th,  1928,  and  the  total  attendances  at  the  34  talks,  lecture; 
and  hhiis  show  numbered  16,095. 

This  year  it  was  not  thought  advisable  to  hold  an  official  Health  Week,  a; 
much  was  done  in  the  way  of  Health  Education  by  the  participation  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  in  the  events  arranged  in  connection  with  the  Hull  Civic  and  Empire  Week 

The  Civic  and  Empire  Week  Committee  appointed  your  previous  Medica. 
Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  W.  Allen  Daley,  Secretary  to  a  special  sub-committee,  which 
was  responsible  for  an  Exhibition  of  Social  and  Charitable  Services  within  the  City 

This  Exhibition  was  held  in  the  Hull  School  of  Art  from  October  11th  to  14th: 
and  the  Public  Health  Services  were  well  represented,  space  being  utilised  by  the  ; 
Department  and  by  the  Hull  &  Goole  Port  Sanitary  Authority  and  the  Maternity: 
and  Child  Welfare  Section  of  the  Department.  These  latter  are  reported  on  in  the 
Hull  &  Goole  Port  Sanitary  Authority’s  Annual  Report  and  in  the  Maternity  anc> 
Child  Welfare  Section  of  this  report  respectively. 

The  Health  Department  also  prepared  a  stall  comprising  : — 

1.  An  attractive  exhibit,  bearing  chiefly  on  the  subject  of  food  adul¬ 
teration,  prepared  by  the  City  Analyst. 

2.  A  model  of  the  Hull  City  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  at  Cottingham 

3.  Photos,  plans,  &c.,  relating  to  Housing,  old  and  new,  and  a  large 

scale  model  of  the  Sykes  Street  Unhealthy  Area. 

4.  A  comprehensive  exhibit,  arranged  by  the  School  Medical  Section. 

including  particulars  relating  to  and  work  done  at  the  Park  Avenue  Cripple 

School,  the  Clinics  and  the  various  special  schools. 

The  Exhibition  was  visited  during  the  three  days  on  which  it  was  open  by 
12,728  persons,  practically  all  of  whom  viewed  the  Department’s  exhibit.  Much 
favourable  comment  was  evoked,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  results  were  satis¬ 
factory  and  that  the  Department’s  participation  in  any  future  events  of  this  nature 
would  be  amply  justified. 

The  various  officers  of  the  Department  have  from  time  to  time  during  the 
year  given  lectures  on  public  health  matters  and  details  are  set  out  in  Appendix  36.

"HEALTH  NEWS  "—MONTHLY  BULLETIN. 

The  Health  Department’s  monthly  health  magazine  continued  its  activities 
throughout  the  year.  As  has  previously  been  explained,  the  magazine  consists  of 
the  publication  "  Better  Health,"  issued  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education  of  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  together  with  a  number  of 
pages  of  local  matter  and  advertisements,  the  whole  being  bound  with  a  local 
cover  of  special  design. 


Upwards  of  55,000  copies  were  disposed  of  during  the  year.  Of  these,  approxi¬ 
mately  15,000  copies  were  disposed  of  by  the  Department  by  means  of  direct  sales 
and  distribution  to  appropriate  organisations,  etc.,  and  the  remainder  were  disposed 
of  by  a  local  advertising  agency  by  distribution  free  to  a  large  number  of  houses 
in  the  city.  This  free  distribution  scheme  was  carried  out  each  month  so  that  at 
the  end  of  the  twelve  months  period,  practically  every  house  in  the  City  had  been 
furnished  with  one  free  copy.  The  scheme  was  instituted  in  order  to  bring  a  larger 
public  into  touch  with  the  magazine  with  a  view  to  stimulating  the  interest 
displayed  in  it. 

This  free  distribution  scheme,  however,  has  not  resulted  in  any  material 
increase  in  the  actual  number  of  subscribers,  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
dissemination  of  health  information  to  every  house  in  the  City  by  this  means  has 
been  of  considerable  benefit. 

In  the  ordinary  way,  the  magazine  is  sold  at  the  price  of  one  penny  per  copy. 
Arrangements  are  made  whereby  copies  can  be  purchased  from  any  newsagent  in 
the  City,  from  all  the  Department’s  clinics  and  institutions,  and  from  the  principal 
public  offices  of  the  Department.  A  ninnber  of  copies  are  also  taken  by  the  welfare 
departments  of  some  of  the  large  firms  in  the  City. 

In  the  last  month  of  the  year  a  new  scheme  of  publication  was  instituted 
whereby  instead  of  distributing  free  copies  from  house-to-house,  a  number  of 
copies  are  supplied  to  the  elementary  and  secondary  schools  of  the  City  for  issue 
to  the  older  scholars.  It  is  considered  that  this  will  be  a  most  useful  method  of 
circulating  local  and  national  health  news  to  large  numbers  of  the  public. 

I  wish  again  to  thank  the  local  Press  for  their  ready  and  valued  assistance  in 
matters  affecting  publicity  and  especially  in  connection  with  the  activities  of 
"  Health  News.”

The  Hull  Jubilee  District  Nursing  Association  employs  a  staff  of  ten  nurses.  They  attend 
infectious  cases  by  agreement  with  the  Corporation  for  which  an  annual  payment  of  ^100  is 
made.  The  total  number  of  cases  attended  by  these  nurses  during  the  year  was  1,603,  and  the 
number  of  visits  paid.  35,024  :  the  number  of  cases  attended  on  the  recommendations  of 
the  Corporation  was  195,  and  the  number  of  visits  2,095.  141  operations  were  attended  in  the 
patients’  homes. 

2.  Midwives.  (See  page  103). 

The  Corporation  employ  three  whole-time  midwives  to  attend  necessitous  women  in 
their  homes.  Three  pupil  midwives  also  reside  at  the  Maternity  Centre.  hour  hundred 
and  nineteen  confinements  were  attended  by  them  in  1929.  Fifty-seven  midwives  practise  in  the 
City,  six  of  whom  are  untrained.

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VETERINARY  REPORT. 

Performing  Animals  (Regulation)  Act,  1925.  One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  animals  coming 
under  the  above  Act  visited  the  City  during  the  year.  The  performances  were  witnessed  and 
were  satisfactory,  and  all  the  licences  were  in  order  except  in  two  instances,  where  showmen 
were  found  to  be  exhibiting  seven  more  animals  than  their  licences  specified.  They  were  ordered 
to  apply  to  their  licensing  authorities  to  have  the  licences  amended . 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease.  No  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  occurred  within  the 
City  during  the  year. 

Anthrax.  Specimens  were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  as 
required  by  the  Anthrax  Order,  of  a  case  of  suspected  Anthrax  in  a  cow  carcase  sent  to  a  city 
slaughterhouse  by  an  East  Riding  farmer.  The  Ministry  confirmed  that  the  case  was  one  of 
Anthrax.

Parasitic  Mange.  There  was  no  case  of  Parasitic  Mange  during  the  year. 

Rabies.  The  Veterinary  Inspector  investigated  four  cases  of  suspected  Rabies,  which 
were  not  confirmed. 

Glanders.  There  was  no  case  of  Glanders  in  the  City  during  the  year. 

Sheep  Scab.  There  was  no  case  of  Sheep  Scab  in  the  City  during  the  year. 

Swine  Fever.  Two  cases  of  Swine  Fever  were  found  by  the  Department  in  City 
slaughterhouses. 

Other  Contagious  Diseases.  No  outbreak  of  any  disease  as  specified  by  the  Contagious 
Diseases  (Animals)  Acts  occurred  in  the  City  during  1929,  other  than  those  already  referred  to. 

Veterinary  Supervision  of  Horses.  The  Veterinary  Inspector  paid  daily  visits  to  the 
various  Corporation  Stables  in  the  City,  which  accommodate  125  horses  made  up  as  follows  : —

One  hundred  and  nine  horses  of  the  Health  Department  received  treatment  during  the 
year,  and  the  dispensing  of  the  drugs  in  connection  with  their  treatment  has  been  carried 
out  within  the  Department. 
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Two  hundred  and  thirty-three  cows  have  been  subjected  to  the  Tuberculin  Tests  fot 
luberculosis  before  being  purchased  by  the  Mental  Hospital  Committee.  One  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  of  these  cows  failed  to  pass  the  test  and  were  rejected. 

Numerous  visits  have  also  been  paid  to  the  Mental  Hospital  Farm  and  the  Sanatorium 
by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  for  the  treatment  of  the  stock. 

A  monthly  veterinary  examination  of  the  herd  of  cows  at  the  Mental  Hospital  and  the 
bi-annual  tuberculin  test  have  been  carried  out. 

Cruelty  to  Animals  Acts.  Under  the  above  Acts  the  Veterinary  Inspector  examined 
twelve  animals  at  the  request  of  the  Police.  Prosecutions  followed  in  seven  cases,  con¬ 
victions  being  recorded  in  five  cases  and  two  dismissed.  The  total  fines  amounted  to  £ 22  2s. 

Horse  Purchase  Committee.  Several  visits  were  made  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  with 
members  of  the  Committee  to  examine  horses  for  soundness  before  being  purchased  by  the 
Committee. 

Fat  Stock  Market.  A  weekly  market  is  held  on  Mondays  where  fat  cattle,  sheep  and 
pigs  are  exposed  for  sale.  Inspections  of  the  stock  are  made  on  each  market  day  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Acts.  The  approximate

Nineteen  members  of  the  Nursing  Staff  were  Schick  tested.  14  were  positive  reactors  :

Staff.  The  following  cases  of  sickness  occurred  amongst  the  Staff.  One  nurse  who  had 
not  been  tested  contracted  Scarlet  Fever.  Two  nurses  contracted  Diphtheria.  One  was  a 
negative  reactor  to  the  Schick  test.  The  other  was  Schick  tested  with  a  positive  result.  She 
was  immunised  and  contracted  Diphtheria  before  the  full  effect  had  obtained.
